AST FRIDAY NIGHT, the Fox

And O’Reilly, during 
his opening monologue, was telling 
his viewers why he would not broad- 
cast such images. 

“We will not use the pictures or 
the videos because we believe this 
inflames world opinion and puts our 
troops in even more jeopardy. I be-

Abu Ghraib isn’t the Iraq war’s

later, Agence 
France-Presse 
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noted the arrest of 
“Taha Hassan 
Abbas,” as he was 
correctly identified, 
in a report that in- 
cluded additional dramatic details. A Fourth 
Infantry Division spokesman quoted by AFP 
provided the official account of the arrest: 
Abbas had “resisted when an assault force 
approached his house,” and “engaged [in] 
fire,” which was returned by US troops who 
“captured” Abbas and two others. 

Far more important than the AP’s errant 
reporting — itself a reflection of the story’s 
low priority — is that these two dispatches 
moved over the wires but went unpublished 
by any newspaper. Instead, in what has be- 
come par for the course, readers were treat- 
ed to brief depictions of beleaguered US 
troops engaging in the challenge of bringing 
law and order to a country beset by Ba’athist 
insurrectionists. But as disturbing details and 
images continue to flow from investigations 
into the horror show that was Abu Ghraib, 
an increasingly outraged American public is 
trying to fathom why US forces seem so ob- 
viously out of control in their sweeping ar- 
rests and,torturous interrogations of Iraqis. 
Just as important, they’re 
also wondering whether the 
American media have failed 
— by design or default — 
to convey the ground-level 
truth of the US occupation

Bush’s surrealistic, out-of-touch performance Monday night ignored such 







vital issues as torture, troop strength, and the intrigues of Ahmad Chalabi 


Remote control 


HERE WAS A touch of surrealism to Presi- 
dent Bush’s speech on the war in Iraq this 
past Monday, something reminiscent of the late 

Soviet era. Maybe it was the controlled envi- 
ronment — the rows of uniformed military 
personnel assembled at the Army War College, 
in Carlisle, Pennsylvania. Maybe it was his ex- 
pressionless demeanor and his wooden, affect- 
free speaking style. 

More than anything, though, it 
was the president’s words: meaning- 
less platitudes that were overtaken by 
events many months ago, but that he 
continues to repeat as though he 
were some mindless party func- 
tionary telling the Politburo what it 
wants to hear, and which everyone 
knows is untrue. As the Washington 
Post put it: “After promising “concrete 
steps,’ the White House basically repackaged 
stalled US policy as a five-step plan.” 

Monday’s speech was the first of six that Bush 
plans to deliver before some pallid semblance of 
sovereignty is handed over to the Iraqis on June 
30. Here are three topics he might consider ad- 
dressing during at least one of those speeches. 

¢ Responsibility for the prison abuses. Amaz- 
ingly, and appallingly, Bush made it more than 
halfway through his remarks on Monday before 
addressing the Abu Ghraib prison scandal — 
and then contented himself with blaming it all on 
the seven low-level enlisted personnel who've 
been charged with raping, humiliating, and tor- 
turing Iraqi inmates. (And though the proper 
pronunciation of “Abu Ghraib” is reported to be 
quite difficult, you’d think Bush could at least 
have picked one ahead of time and stuck with it 
rather than mangling it several different ways.) 
“Under the dictator,” Bush said, referring to 
Saddam Hussein, “prisons like Abu Ghraib were 
symbols of death and torture. That same prison 
became a symbol of disgraceful conduct by a few 
American troops who dishonored our country 
and disregarded our values.” 

Unfortunately for Bush, we already know too 
much for this to be even remotely credible. 
There is that secret order signed by Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rumsfeid, opening the door to 
the sort of coercive interrogations that made 

Abu Ghraib possible. There is that memo writ- 
ten by White House counsel Alberto Gonzales, 
urging Bush to opt out of the Geneva Conven- 
tions at Guantanamo and in Afghanistan, lest 





Bush and other top officials be liable for war- 
crimes prosecutions. There are the reports of 
similar abuses coming out of detainee centers in 
both of those locations, suggesting a scandal 
that is both widespread and systemic. 

A lawyer for one of the Abu Ghraib soldiers has 
charged that Lieutenant General Ricardo 
Sanchez, the top US military officer in Iraq, was 
well aware of what was going on, and may have 
even witnessed some of the abuse dur- 
ing a visit to the prison. Sanchez, 
through a spokesman, denied it; yet on 
Tuesday, word came that he would be 
replaced this summer for reasons that 
were not entirely clear. The investiga- 
tion into Abu Ghraib and other deten- 
tion facilities continues, and no one 
knows how high it will go. But it was 
disingenuous for Bush to suggest, as 
he did Monday night, that the blame can be laid 
entirely at the feet of Lynndie England, Charles 
Graney, and their ilk, regardless of how reprehen- 
sible their actions may have been. 

¢ General Anthony Zinni’s pointed critique. 
Even before the invasion, it was common knowl- 
edge that the uniformed military leaders who 
would actually be responsible for fighting the war 
and winning the peace believed they needed far 
more troops than Donald Rumsfeld was willing to 
provide. Now comes Anthony Zinni, a retired 
four-star Marine Corps general, with a book, Bat- 
tle Ready (co-written with novelist Tom Clancy), 
that provides a devastating look at Bush’s failures. 

Like other military planners, Zinni believes 
that if the invasion force had numbered 
300,000, rather than the 180,000 that were ac- 
tually deployed, the situation in Iraq might be 
very different today. “I think it’s critical in the 
aftermath, if you’re gonna go to resolve a con- 
flict through the use of force, and then to re- 
build the country,” Zinni said on CBS’s 60 
Minutes this past Sunday. “The first require- 
ment is to freeze the situation, is to gain control 
of the security. To patrol the streets. To prevent 
the looting. To prevent the ‘revenge’ killings that 
might occur. To prevent bands or gangs or mili- 
tias that might not have your best interests at 
heart from growing or developing.” Of course, 
all those horrors have come to pass. 

No doubt the White House will dismiss Zinni 
as a political general whose military career 
peaked during the Clinton era, and whose sole 
Bush-era appointment — as special envoy to 


the Middle East — came at the behest of Secre- 
tary of State Colin Powell, who’s not exactly a 
team player. Then, too, Zinni is being men- 
tioned in some reports as a possible running 
mate for Democratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry. But Zinni is right. In that light, 
Bush’s promise on Monday to “maintain our 
troop level at the current 138,000 as long as 
necessary” does not inspire confidence. 

¢ The role of Ahmad Chalabi. Last week Iraqi 
forces, with the apparent approval of the Ameri- 
can proconsul, Paul Bremer, raided the Iraqi Na- 
tional Congress headquarters of Ahmad Chalabi, 
a long-time favorite of pro-war neoconservatives 
such as Vice-President Dick Cheney, Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Paul Wolfowitz, and Under 
Secretary of Defense Douglas Feith. It was as 
though American officials who had never trusted 
Chalabi, including Colin Powell and the CIA, had 
decided to launch a war-by-proxy against their 
ideological enemies at the Pentagon. 

Chalabi’s phonied-up intelligence on Saddam 
Hussein’s alleged weapons of mass destruction 
and ties to Al Qaeda did much to advance the 
cause of war, especially.after the terrorist attacks 
of 9/11. The recipient of some $40 million in 
American largesse over the years, Chalabi and his 


‘henchmen now stand accused of kidnapping, 


torture, and fraud, as well as the mind-boggling 
charge of passing sensitive intelligence about US 
troop positions to the government of Iran. 
There was a time when the Bush administra- 
tion’s foreign-policy apparatus was admired for 
its competence, if not necessarily for its aggres- 
sive, unilateral instincts. That reputation for 
competence has long since become tarnished. 
Now we are confronted with the possibility that 
the White House was tricked into fighting an 
unnecessary war on behalf of Iranian interests. 
Can’t this administration get anything right? 
George W. Bush launched the war in Iraq for 
reasons that have proved false, without enough 
troops to secure the peace, and with policies that 
encouraged soldiers to torture and humiliate the 
very people whose affections we were trying win. 
It’s a sad and ugly picture, and one very different 
from the rosy scenario Bush tried to paint on 
Monday night. Maybe the president will be more 
candid in next week’s installment. Somehow, 
though, we doubt it. &

VICIOUS CYCLE 

Bicyclists, like dogs, should be confined to 
the countryside [“Bicyclists Betrayed,” News 
and Features, May 7]. 

Nine of every 10 bicyclists I see in the city 
endanger the lives of pedestrians. Bicyclists 
speed down sidewalks at the backs of unsus- 
pecting pedestrians, and swerve within inches 
of them, as if pedestrians could not step into 
their path or small children could not sudden- 
ly appear under their wheels. 


Bicyclists run stoplights as they race be- 
tween stopped cars, into crosswalks, and 
through pedestrian crossings. Bicyclists ca- 
reen through gates as if no pedestrians could 
possibly be approaching. Bicyclists speed in 
the wrong direction down city streets and 
therefore materialize where pedestrians nor- 
mally do not watch out for them. 

And while they threaten life and limb, bicy- 
clists act as if it’s their right to do so, as if we 
should bow to them for not polluting the en- 
vironment with petrochemicals. 

Pedestrians neither pollute the environment 
nor endanger anyone by walking. It is they we 
should protect. Yet I haven’t seen. any attempts 
on the part of law enforcement to control the 
dangerous conduct of bicyclists, who are not 
subject to licensing or liability-insurance re- 
quirements.

Oklahoma! returns to the Colonial

odgers & Hammerstein’s surrey with 

the fringe on top has had quite a buggy 

ride, from its disastrous March 11, 
1943, opening at the Shubert Theatre in 


New Haven under the name Away We Go! to 


its rebirth just days later at Boston’s Colonial 
Theatre as Oklahoma! (complete with the 
newly written title song) to the successful 
March 31 opening on 
Broadway, where it ran 
for five and a half years. 
The Fred Zinnemann— 
directed Technicolor 
film followed in 1955, 
with Gordon MacRae 
as Curly, Shirley Jones 
as Laurey, and Rod 
Steiger as Jud and cho- 
reography (including a 
Freudian dream se- 
quence) by Agnes de 
Mille. In 1998, produc- 
er Cameron Mackin- 
tosh and director 
Trevor Nunn hitched 
up a new three-hour 
production for the 
Royal National Theatre 
whose snow-white 
horses were Down 
Under hunk Hugh 
Jackman as Curly and 
Susan Stroman’s snap- 
py dance numbers. A 
televised version was 
shown on PBS’s Great 
Performances last No- 
vember. Now, 61 years 
later, a non-equity Ok- 
lahoma! with Nunn 


trots back into the 
Colonial for a two- 
week run. 

For all those birth pangs, the musical that 
made it to Broadway had a sumptuous score 
and more plot than most. It’s the turn of the 
century, the title territory is edging toward 
statehood, and the farmers and the cowmen 
are engaged in the usual range war. Cow- 
hand Curly and farmer’s niece Laurey are 
sweet on each other, but each is waiting for 
the other to make the first move, and Laurey 
seems ambivalent about the darker attentions 
of farmhand Jud. In a parallel sub-scenario, 
farmer’s daughter Ado Annie has eyes for 
cowhand Will, but the exotic lure of peddler 
Ali Hakim — and any other man she’s near 
— keeps getting in the way. The Royal Na- 
tional Theatre production as represented by 
the Great Performances telecast (whose edit- 
ing suffered from a bad case of the Chicagos) 
was a grim, gritty affair that showed how 
much belief and innocence we've lost in the 
50 years since the film. Jackman’s Curly and 
Josefina Gabrielle’s denim-overalled Laurey 
were more bicker than banter, and next to de 
Ville’s strutting, Stroman’s looked all sex and 
no sass.

At the Colonial (where | saw the preview 
night), the curtain rising on Anthony Ward’s 
Dust Bowl set (not a hint of green anywhere 
in this Oklahoma) discloses a wagon carcass 
and a derrick windmill and Aunt Eller crank- 
ing a butter churn in the middle of nowhere. 
The wooden farmhouse, when it does ap- 
pear, is tall and narrow, with a steep-pitched 
roof and myriad farm implements; it swivels 
to reveal Jud’s dingy smokehouse. The corn 
in front of which Ado Annie sings “I Cain’t 
Say No” is higher than 
an elephant’s eye, and 
the schoolhouse skele- 
ton that forms the 
backdrop for “The 
Farmer and the Cow- 
man” is higher still. 
The 15-piece orches- 
tra, more buckboard 
than surrey, is ade- 
quate except in Lau- 
rey’s dream, where it 
lacks menace. 

The cast is better 
than adequate. Aman- 
da Rose’s Laurey is 
spontaneous and im- 
pulsive and even looks 
a tad like Judy Garland 
when she smiles, which 
is often. Her sweet, 
firm voice gets reedy 
only at the top of “Peo- 
ple Will Say We’re in 
Love.” Brandon An- 
drus’s callow Curly is 
authoritative with Lau- 
rey (their body lan- 
guage nicely belies 
their words) and Aunt 
Eller, but all the man- 
hood goes out of his 
voice when he’s with 
Tom Lucca’s Jud. “Oh, 
What a Beautiful 
Mornin’ ” and “People Will Say” come out 
fine; “Pore Jud Is Daid” is lightweight in its 
affect, and “Oklahoma!”, which needs twister 
power, is more of a zephyr. Lucca brings out 
the regular guy beneath Jud’s obsession and 
violence; you can see why Laurey is tempted. 
Pat Sibley doesn’t quite have the pipes for 

“The Farmer and the Cowman,” but the 
vocal weight and timing she brings to Aunt 
Eller amply compensate. Sarah Shahinian’s 
Ado Annie and Daniel Robinson’s Will Park- 
er seem modeled on their film and Broadway 
predecessors, no bad thing; Colin Trahan’s 
Ali Hakim has a little trouble with his accent, 
and Gordon Gray’s Pa Carnes is a bit of a 
pussycat. 

There are some thoughtful touches: a 
tight-lipped Laurey and one of her girlfriends 
mouthing furiously after Jud announces he’s 
taking Laurey to the box social; Jud using the 
same leg whip to bring Curly down in their 
climactic fight that he did in Laurey’s dream; 
Ike Skidmore giving Curley and Laurey a 
gas-powered surrey as a wedding present. 
Stroman’s choreography still looks generic 
next to de Mille’s, and the pace is a little 
poky. Even after cutting the girls’ 
“Out of Your Dreams” and Ali 
Hakim’s “It’s a Scandal! It’s an 
Outrage,” this show doesn’t exact- 
ly sweep down the plain — clock- 
ing in at just under three hours 
with a 20-minute intermission, it’s 
more like lazy circles in the sky. @

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JUSTICE 
The least they can do 


The district attorneys of Massachusetts, joined by 
Attorney General Thomas Reilly, launched a 
“Justice Initiative” this week, to ensure, in the words 
of Suffolk County DA Dan Conley, “that the 
innocent are protected and the guilty are punished.” 

Undoubtedly we will soon see major airlines 
announce a “Flying Initiative” and the Red Sox kick 
off a “Baseball Initiative.” What we apparently will 
not see is an investigation into old convictions that 
should be reopened, or anything remotely like what 
was recently called for in these pages: “a statewide 
innocence commission, with power to subpoena 
witnesses, probe cases, determine the causes of 
wrongful convictions, assign blame and 
responsibility, and recommend meaningful reforms, 
including procedures for holding police and 
prosecutors responsible for knowing misconduct.” 
(See “Freedom Watch,” News and Features, April 9.) 

The Justice Initiative is the DAs’ explicit response 
to the spate of wrongful convictions recently 
revealed in Suffolk County and throughout the 
state. But rather than open old cases, the state’s top 
prosecutors want to “identify the factors that have 
contributed to erroneous convictions” and make 
recommendations on “how to prevent these types of 
injustices in the future,” according to a press 
release. 

The DAs responded similarly when the following 
“factors” came to light, one by one: the Medical 
Examiner’s Office has been described by New 
York’s top ME as “dysfunctional”; detectives made 
secret deals with witnesses; a fingerprint turned out 
not to belong to the person the police said it did; 
detectives used discredited eyewitness-identification 
procedures. Apparently, the DAs want to be 
admired for rooting out the truth in individual cases 
once an injustice has been demonstrated, but do not 
want to accept a role in determining what other 
cases went awry.

Act of contrition 


A new play by Michael Murphy 
’ brings the Boston clergy-sexual-abuse 
scandal to the stage. Sin: A Cardinal 
Deposed turns an unflattering eye on 
Bernard Cardinal Law, the former 
Boston archbishop who came to 
epitomize the Catholic Church’s 
negligent handling of its pedophile 
priests. Law, of course, resigned in 
2002 without admitting any guilt in the 
scandal. Now, his words have found 
new life on stage, as Sin takes all its - 
dialogue verbatim from Law’s pretrial 
depositions in lawsuits filed by clergy- 
abuse victims. Previously produced by 
Chicago's Bailiwick Repertory Theatre, 
the play will be making its local debut 
in June. The Phoenix spoke with the 
Bailiwick’s founding artistic director, 
David Zak, about Murphy’s play. 


Q: What inspired the Bailiwick to 
create a play from legal documents? 

A: There's a different experience for 
people when they read about 
something in the headlines and when 
they’re with an audience watching a 
live performance. It’s much more of an 
emotional experience to hear 
testimonies performed. The survivors’ 
and witnesses’ testimonies are the 
heart and soul of this play. 


Q: Was it difficult to translate a 
scene without action — a deposition 
— for the stage? 

A: [Playwright] Michael Murphy did a 
great job of distilling thousands of pages 
of documents down to a two-hour script. 
That was heroic work. We changed it 
some to make it theatrical. A deposition 
would not have had the high theatrics of 
a courtroom setting with a judge and all

that. We worked with lawyers and added 
movement. But most of the time, 
audiences are quiet when watching the 
play. The fact that it’s not fictionalized 
dialogue gives it power and makes you 
shake your head, saying, “I can’t believe 
he said that.” But he did. 


Q: How have abuse survivors 
responded to the play? 

A: They have been fantastic. We 
met survivors during the rehearsal 
process to talk about their 
experiences, which raised the stakes 
for us. When people who have had 
similar experiences get involved in the 
show, everything changes for the 
actors. It becomes more than a job. It’s 
a passion. 


Q: This scandal evoked rage, 
horror, and depression in news 



























readers. Is that what audience 
members can expect? 

A: The play is unsettling. 
There are not a lot of big jokes 
or release sequences. But that 
comes in afterwards, when 
audiences talk with the actors 
and have that communal 
experience that you only get 
from live theater. 


Q: Have you gotten any 
response from the 
archdiocese? 

A: Not officially. In 
Chicago, we tried to buy an 
ad in the New World, the 
official Catholic newspaper 
here. It was rejected because 
the editor said the story is 
over, which was incredible to 
me. The play does not trash 
the Church. It presents a set 
of circumstances honestly, 
and, as far as I’m concerned, 
honesty has never hurt 
anybody. 


Q: What do you hope Bostonians 
will take away from the play? 

A: | hope they'll get the chance to 
experience this scandal in a new way 
and move toward closure. | grew up 
in a Catholic household, and what's 
interesting to me are the initial 
discussions in the play when the 
cardinal and Garabedian talk ‘about 
the concept of sin — that no matter 
what you do as a Catholic you can 
go into this booth with a priest and 
confess your sins and get a clean 
slate.

They want 
the state legislature to increase crime-lab funding, 
create a compensation program for the exonerated, 
and boost prosecutors’ salaries. 

These are all good ideas; someone should inform 
the chiefs of police, the governor’s office, and the 
legislature, none of whom were represented at 
Tuesday’s press conference announcing the 
initiative. Furthermore, since Reilly and Conley say 
the group agreed on this initiative in February, why 
did they announce it three months later, 
immediately after the state legislature concluded its 
public work on the next state budget? 

Perhaps the clearest indication of how hard it was 
for the DAs to reach consensus was that they didn’t 
include recommendations for holding police 





Conley and Reilly are doing just that. Conley’s office 
is currently prosecuting a Boston police officer for 
allegedly lying to get a drug conviction. Reilly has a 
grand jury looking into BPD officers’ mishandling 
of the case against Stephan Cowans, whose 
conviction was overturned in January. If only their 
fellows could be induced to follow in their footsteps.

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RE-SEATING ARRANGEMENTS 
If not Kerry, who? 


If he manages to get out of his own 
way between now and November, John 
Kerry just might become our next 
president. And ever since his Lazarus act 
in lowa and New Hampshire, the question 
of who might fill Kerry’s US Senate seat 
— and how that person would get there 
— has been a hot topic. Would Governor 
Mitt Romney appoint himself to take over 
for Kerry? Would the legislature undercut 
Romney by stripping his ability to appoint 
Kerry’s successor and 
forcing a special 
election? If this 
happens — and if, as 
expected, several 
members of the 
Massachusetts 
congressional 
delegation vie for the 
seat — who would 
come out on top? 

Whether Kerry’s job 
will even be available 
won't be known for six months. But 
among the state’s congressmen, 
jockeying by potential successors has 
begun in earnest. Representative Marty 
Meehan had a huge fundraising tally in 
the first quarter of 2004, pulling in close 
to $400,000. Representative Stephen 
Lynch has been meeting with Michael 
Donovan, who managed Lynch's 
fundraising during his successful 2001 
special-election campaign for the Ninth 
Congressional District seat. (The seat 
was vacated by the death of Joe Moakley, 
who had held it for almost three decades.)

Making it — and making out — at Harvard 


“Look at Kasia in front of the cameras,” said Paul, a 20-year-old 
who could pass for Jared Leto’s younger brother, motioning 
across the room. It was a Monday evening at Harvard Square’s 
Redline restaurant, this was a launch party for Harvard’s brand- 
spanking-new literary-sex publication, H Bomb Magazine, and the 
young woman facing the cameras was H Bomb editor in chief and 
co-founder Katharina Cieplak-von Baldegg, a Harvard soon-to-be- 
junior whom pals call Kasia. “Kasia’s made it,” cooed Paul. “She’s 
really made it.” 

A pretty young pixie nestled beside Paul narrowed her eyes. 
“Do you need cameras to ‘make it’?” 

“Conceptually, no, you don’t need cameras to ‘make it;” Paul 
informed her. “But conventionally, yes. If you’ve ‘made it; cameras 
will come.” 

So Cieplak-von Baldegg and H Bomb's other co-founder, editor 
at large Camilla Hrdy, had “made it” simply by merging two 
concepts into one publication: sex and Harvard. The 
attention started last winter. After the 
university's Committee on 
College Life approved the 
biannual literary-arts journal, the 
Harvard Crimson labeled the 
publication “porn,” and the national 
media picked up on the story. So 
tonight, the night before H Bomb’s 
premiere issue would finally filter 
onto the lvy-encrusted campus, 
sundry local media materialized for 
interviews. Reporters trailed Cieplak- 
von Baldegg and Hrdy, scribbling down 
answers to softball questions that 
would appear in the next morning’s 
dailies. The WB 56 network turned up, 
asking the co-founders to pose with 
copies of their student-run sex magazine 
— but since this was for television, could 
they strategically place their hands so as to cover the nude 
woman’s apple-bottom pictured on the front cover? They obliged. 

But sitting down amid the squeal of skinny, well-coifed Harvard 
kids calculating their evening’s alcohol consumption (it was only 
7:30 p.m., but there was complimentary beer), Cieplak-von 
Baldegg and Hrdy seemed unfazed. “We're both from Cambridge, 
so we were townies before we were Harvard students,” explained 
Cieplak-von Baldegg, clad in a black stretch tee and candy-apple- 
red pants. “We have a hard time taking ourselves seriously.” She 
hesitated. “I kinda feel like we’ve pulled off a big practical joke,” she 
admitted, looking over at Hrdy. “People save lives, do community

Last week, the Senate voted to 
increase the Massachusetts Cultural 


$8.3 million during the 2005 fiscal year. 
By recommending this increase, which 
would be earmarked for cultural 
economic development, Senate leaders 1 ~ z 
followed the lead of their House colleagues — who endorsed a 
similar increase back in April — rather than that of Governor Mitt 
Romney, who has suggested keeping the MCC’s funding steady. 

The $1 million increase would represent a minuscule fragment of 
the state’s FY ’05 spending, which is expected to reach $24.4 billion. 
And it would still leave MCC funding far below its pre-2002 level of 
$19.1 million. Even so, proponents of state support for artistic and 
cultural programs were quick to hail the Senate’s recommendation 
as a major victory. “This is an increase during a time when a lot of 
the assumptions about the FY ’05 budget are based on an 
anticipated $1.5 billion deficit,” says Dan Hunter, executive director 
of Massachusetts Advocates for the Arts, Sciences, and 
Humanities. “So yes, a $1 million increase is significant”? MCC 
executive director Mary Kelley concurred. “It’s very hard to expect 
more in an economic climate like this. It would have been naive to 
hope for a great increase in dollars when people are still sustaining 
cuts. | think this is a terrific move in the right direction” 

If the funding boost makes it into the final budget, it would allow 
the MCC to reinstate its economic-development program, which — 
until Governor Jane Swift's 2002 cuts — helped Bay State 
communities use their cultural assets to create jobs and spur 
downtown revitalization. The increase would also have symbolic 
significance. Earlier this month, the Boston Foundation released a 
hefty report titled Culture ls Our Common Wealth, which promoted 
the state’s cultural sector as an engine of economic growth (see “Tall 
Order, This Just in, May 14). As Hunter sees it, the determination to 
ratchet up MCC funding shows that state lawmakers are getting the 
message — a view that jibes with the explanation coming out of

service, conduct groundbreaking research [at Harvard], and we’re 
the ones who get the attention! That's beyond me.” 

H Bomb isn't Girls Gone Wild by way of Playboy — it’s more like 
Nerve’s younger, nerdier sibling. There’s a critical guide to 
condoms, a first-person meditation on the sexual experiences of a | 
female S.L.U.T. (Sexually Liberated Urban Twentysomething), and | 
a detailed account of a heady Craigslist.org rendezvous. Along 
with poetry and fiction, there’s also a lot of talk about therapy, 
depression, and how both relate to sexuality — H Bomb’s 
contributors seem to paint the university's psychological 
atmosphere as more like a booby hatch than an Ivory Tower. 

Of course, no one reads Playboy for the articles. “We like to 
think we’re starting a revolution in terms of how people think and 
talk about sex,” says Cieplak-von Baldegg. “But, um, they 
probably just want to see Harvard students naked.” And there 

are naked students in H Bomb: bare butts, women’s breasts, 
provocatively photographed treasure trails, a couple of 
crotches, and even a flaccid male member (in an 
advertisement for a nude photographer). But most of the 
images are playful, even goofy — like the centerfold spread, 
which is a panoramic shot of 12 college-age models (eight 
males, four females) in various states of undress: one young 
man wearing half a tuxedo cradles an anatomically correct 
blow-up doll; a kneeling French maid looks away from a 
pantsless young man’s crotch; a topless young woman 
straddles a male with a whip in his teeth. Hrdy says it’s H 
Bomb's policy not to discuss the identity of models, but the 
launch party was a little like human bird-watching, with H 
Bomb as a manual: There’s the half-naked kid biting the 
whip! | think | see the purple-wig woman over there! Is 
that the guy in the tub? 

“It’s really easy to take yourself too seriously if you go 
here,” said Cieplak-von Baldegg, explaining H Bomb's 
tone. “It’s also easy not to take yourself seriously at all. 

So we're trying to capture all of that in H Bomb.” 

A svelte fella with a shaggy brown mane plunked down a full 
champagne glass in front of the two women. “A gift to share,” he 
said and then slid into the next booth. When Cieplak-von Baldegg 
and Hrdy soon got up to mingle, the champagne-bearer told Paul, 
the Jared Leto look-alike, how he planned to “make it.” “I’m going 
to travel the world and then be a rock star,” he explained. “But you 
have to work your ass to be a rock star.” 

“There’s your ass,” said Paul, pointing across the table to the 
bare black-and-white male buttocks on H Bomb's front cover. “And 
dude, you're working it”.

last year, the Office of Special Events, Tourism, and Film and the 
Office of Cultural Affairs — which recently merged — jointly received 
that same amount. But Boston city councilor John Tobin notes that 
the merger should streamline operations and free up additional 
funding for arts programs around the city. Menino’s budget won't be 
finalized until it receives council approval this summer. But at 
present, 2005 is shaping up to be a good year for the cultural sector.

HETHER IT conjures images of Southern belles congregat- 
ing on verandahs with lacquered fans in one hand and dewy 
tumblers of cherry limeade in the other, or dapper gents 
gathered in private libraries around cut-glass 
decanters of single-malt Scotch, the after- 
noon social evokes bygone luxury and hospi- 
tality.

The perils of maximizing your 


communicational dollar 


ord imperfect

WHILE BACK, I landed a freelance 
Q vic job that paid $2 a word. Eight 

quarters an adjective. Twenty dimes a 
verb. Forty nickels a gerund. In theory, this 
is a lot of money. In practice, it’s a bloody 
ridiculous amount. How ridiculous? Well, 
at these rates, “It’s a bloody ridiculous 
amount” would pay 10 bucks. As I sat down 
to write, my mind swam with the possibili- 
ties this new world opened up to me: 
yachts, limousines, food. To be honest, I 
didn’t get much work done that day. What 
with hitting the “word count” button and 
rubbing my hands together, I didn’t really 
have time. 

That night, I sat in a bar formulating $10 
sentences in my head: “Hello, how are you 
today?” “Buses are 
bigger than cars.” 
“Ging-gang goolie- 
goolie-goolie.” That 
last one’s not even a 
real sentence. Ten 
bucks! It got better. 


As I ordered a beer — f 


“A Newcastle, please” 

— it occurred to me \ 
that at two bucks per, / 
those words would Vf 

pay for themselves. If / ‘a 

I stretched the order 
out a bit — “Good 
evening, barkeep, I'd 
like a pint of ... um, 
ah ... Newcastle 
Brown Ale, if you 
would be so kind” — 
I'd set myself up with 
beer for the whole 
night. And if I could 
include a brief de- 
scription of the town of Newcastle ... 
Would I get paid for ums and ahs? I made a 
mental note to contact my editor. 

The $2-a-word thing did have its draw- 
backs. I noticed, for instance, a distinct 
drop in the quality of my e-mails. An incor- 
rigible e-babbler, I could now barely bring 
myself to tap out a cursory “Hi.” It got to 
the point where my friends — convinced | 
was snubbing them — stopped e-mailing 
me altogether. But I couldn’t help myself. 
Anything more ambitious than a “Nope” 
seemed like a waste of words, and therefore 
a waste of money. I couldn’t even do the 
crossword without sighing at the utter futili- 
ty of it all. Within days of becoming a jour- 
nalistic high roller, I’d been thoroughly cor- 
rupted. Trumpified. How’s that for a two- 
bucker? 

Things only got worse when I started 
writing the article in earnest. Suddenly, the 
phrase “economy of language” took on a 
perverse new meaning. Indeed, if my 
e-mails had gotten terse to the point of in- 
sult, my freelance work threatened to adopt 
a wordiness unseen since Mary Shelley was 
in her prime. “Recently,” I’d write, “that is, 
not so very long ago ...” My prose was 
stuck in a synonymical quagmire, bogged 
down in a reiterative morass. It was more 
than awful; it was deplorable. 

Desperate, I turned to the master of pith: 
Ernest Hemingway. “My aim is to put down 
on paper what I see and what I feel,” Hem- 
ingway once wrote, “in the best and sim- 
plest way.” Easy for him to say — he was 
being paid by the book. Of course he want- 
ed to bang that stuff out. At $2 a word, | 
think even Ernest would have been bitten.

Anyone would. “To be, or not to be: that is 
the question. “To be what?’ you may ask, 
but that is another question. Suffice it to 
say, by ‘be,’ I mean ‘live,’ because, frankly, 
I’m a bit depressed right now, and I’m 
thinking about, you know, maybe ending it 
all.” After all, in Shakespeare’s day, two 
bucks would get you a very nice doublet, 
with enough left over for a season ticket at 
the Rose. 

But then, I wasn’t being asked to create a 
great work of literature. I wasn’t even being 
asked to create a crappy work of literature. I 
was being asked to write 250 words on a 
local bar. Which isn’t as easy as it sounds. 
As it turns out, when you’re being paid this 
kind of money, people want you to be very 
picky with your words — “Ging-gang 
goolie-goolie-goolie” just isn’t going to cut 
it. | began to get performance anxiety. I was

like a zitty teen on a first date — a little too 
eager to please. The harder I tried, the more 
limp my prose became. I must have deleted 
$10,000 worth of words that day — most 
of them the word “the.” 

But all was not lost. For one thing, I 
learned a lot from this experience. Words 
and money, I now know, are like oil and 
vinegar: great over a green salad, but terri- 
ble when spilled into your lap. No, that’s 
not it. What I’ve learned is this: to:equate 
writing with commerce is to diminish the 
true value of words. The fact is, what we 
put down on the page has nothing to do 
with what we put into our wallets. As soon 
as I realized this, I was able to complete the 
piece with little difficulty. I think it turned 
out okay. And even if okay isn’t good 
enough, if I never hear from those deep- 
pocketed editors again, I’m thankful to have 
been given the chance to learn this lesson. 

Since I wrote that freelance article, I’ve 
been thinking about getting into poetry 
again. I have a few sestinas in mind, a vil- 
lanelle or two. Perhaps I'll even try my 
hand at the metrical romance, followed by a 
Homeric epic. This, I figure, will help me 
to remember why | started writing in the 
first place, to re-ignite my love affair with 
the written word. Naturally, I’ll be staying 
away from the haiku. After all, with its rigid 
structural constraints — three lines, 17 syl- 


lables — this ancient Japanese form, in 
terms of earning potential, will always be a 
complete dog. i

Boston Globe columnist Ellen Goodman recently wrote, 
‘After all, those of us who remember when birth control was ille- 
gal and when 10,000 American women a year died from illegal 
abortions don’t have to imagine a world without choices. We 
were there.” I write a blog about life after abortion, and one of 
my co-bloggers says that the claim of 10,000 deaths is well 
known to be an urban legend. However, Goodman is a famous 
journalist, and she clearly believes that it is the truth. Is it?

No. Establishing exactly how many women died due to 
botched illegal abortions is obviously impossible, since many of 
these deaths likely weren’t reported as such. However, even a 
generous reading of the statistics we do have indicates that 
Goodman is way off. It’s not like this is a news flash, either. A 
reasonable approximation of the annual total in the ’60s has 
been public knowledge for 35 years. 

To be fair, the number Goodman uses is consistent with esti- 
mates widely cited prior to the 1973 Roe v. Wade decision. But 
some say those numbers were knowingly inflated by proponents 
of abortion rights. The star witness for this claim is Bernard 
Nathanson, a former abortion-clinic doctor who in 1969 co- 
founded the group now called NARAL Pro-Choice America 
(the letters originally stood for National Association for the Re- 
peal of Abortion Laws). Since Roe, though, he’s turned against 
his former comrades — he made the highly controversial 1984 
antiabortion film The Silent Scream and has authored several 
books critiquing the abortion-rights movement. 

For 1972, the last full year before Roe, the federal Centers 
for Disease Control reported that 39 women died due to illegal 
abortion. (The death total for all abortions, including legal 
ones, was 88.) That figure is low, thanks to underreporting, 
but in any case the number of deaths had been dropping 
sharply for the previous few years. A statistic perhaps more 
typical of the pre-Roe era was reported in a 1969 Scientific 
American article co-written by Christopher Tietze, a senior fel- 
low with the Population Council: “The National Center for 
Health Statistics listed 235 deaths from abortion in 1965. Total 
mortality from illegal abortions was undoubtedly larger than 
that figure, but in all likelihood it was under 1,000.” 

Had the number been higher in earlier years? Yes. Tietze 
comments in his article that “some 30 years ago [i.e., around 
1940], it was judged that such deaths might number 5,000 to 
10,000 per year.” He gives no source, but if we turn to W. 
Cates et al. (“Trends in National Abortion Mortality, United 
States, 1940-1974,” Advances in Planned Parenthood, 1976), 
we find that 1682 abortion-related deaths were officially re- 
ported in 1940. If we guess that this figure represents roughly 
a quarter of actual mortality due to illegal abortion, we get 
6800 deaths — somewhere below the middle of the range 
given by Tietze, whereas Ellen Goodman’s number is at the 
very top. But that was in 1940, remember. If Goodman is 
pushing 80, as her statement would imply, she’s remarkably 
well preserved. 

None of this argues for or against abortion, but the claim 
that legalization has prevented the deaths of thousands upon 
thousands of women doesn’t hold up. Roe v. Wade saved some 
lives, but the numbers were small — reported deaths due to il- 
legal abortion declined from 39 in 1972 to five in 1974. The 
biggest factor in reducing abortion mortality was undoubtedly 
the overall improvement in prenatal and obstetrical care after 
World War II. The rate of pregnancy-related deaths from caus- 
es other than abortion dropped at roughly the same pace as the 
abortion death rate from 1940 through 1974. Self-induced and 
back-alley abortions were becoming a thing of the past long 
before Roe: sex researcher Alfred Kinsey estimated in the 
1950s that around 85 percent of illegal abortions were per- 
formed by physicians, even if the physicians weren’t all in good 
standing. The fact is that prior to legalization, abortion had be- 
come relatively safe and easy to obtain — for those who could 
afford it. Studies done at the time show that the risks were 
borne disproportionately by those who couldn’t, mostly mi- 
norities. Were abortion to be recriminalized, that would likely 
be the case again. &

an Ongoing insurgency that belies the notion 
— once devoutly embraced by neoconserva- 
tives — that the Iraqi people would be eter- 
nally grateful to us for our selfless war of lib- 
eration. 

But if the media were beginning to stir, 
they bolted upright in bed, fully awake, on 
April 28. That’s when CBS’s 60 Minutes II 
broadcast the first photos from Abu Ghraib 
showing Iraqi prisoners being sexually hu- 
miliated, restrained under frightening and 
painful conditions, and — yes — tortured. 
That program was quickly followed by three 
pieces in the New Yorker by the legendary 
investigative reporter Seymour Hersh de- 
tailing the full extent of the horror. Now, 
for the first time in the Bush presidency, 
the media are fully mobilized, determined 
to get to the bottom of a scandal that Fred 
Kaplan, writing in Slate, calls “the biggest 
tsunami since the Iran-Contra affair, maybe 
since Watergate.” 

“They [the media] have had sufficient of- 
fenses and grievances so that now they’re 
treating Bush as they've treated other presi- 
dents — roughly,” says Larry Sabato, who 
directs the University of Virginia’s Center 
for Politics. “Which, you could argue, is 
what they’re there for. The president is not 
supposed to have entirely restful nights. 
The presidency is supposed to be the 
roughest job in America.” 

The White House, not to mention 
O’Reilly, would love nothing better than to 
blame the entire prisoner-abuse scandal on 
the seven enlisted soldiers who pho- 
tographed themselves romping around the 
cellblock with naked prisoners, piling them 
in pyramids, threatening them with electro- 
cution, and raping them with glowsticks. 
Bush repeated that line in his speech at the 
Army War College on Monday night, sin- 
gling out the “disgraceful conduct by a few 
American troops who dishonored our coun- 
try and disregarded our values.” But we al- 
ready know too much for that to hold up. 

There was, for instance, Hersh’s revela- 
tion last week of the secret order signed by 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld 
that opened the door to prisoner abuse, 
even though Rummy probably didn’t envi- 
sion the likes of Lynndie England pulling 
an Iragi around on a leash. There was the 
2002 memo written by White House coun- 
sel Alberto Gonzales, and unearthed by 
Newsweek, urging Bush to opt out of the 
Geneva Conventions in Afghanistan, lest 
Bush open up himself and other top offi- 
cials to possible war-crimes prosecutions. 
There are the reports of similar abuse in 
Afghanistan, and of some of the alleged 
abusers later being reassigned to Iraq. 
There is the unsettling fact that the worst 
abuses at Abu Ghraib apparently took 
place only after Major General Geoffrey 
Miller, who’d been in charge of the deten- 
tion facility at Guantanamo, was reas- 
signed to Iraq. Given the US position that 
it will adhere to the Geneva Conventions in 
Iraq, but not at Guantanamo or in 
Afghanistan, how bad do you suppose 
things are in those latter two outposts? No 
doubt we’ll find out soon enough. 

“Everyone is looking for the smoking 
gun that Rumsfeld knew, but that’s such a 
legalistic way to think about it. He — actu- 
ally, Bush — set the conditions. The truth 
is, they set the legal stage for this conduct,” 

says counterterrorism expert Juliette 
Kayyem, of Harvard’s Kennedy School. 
This is serious stuff, and it will likely 
lead to months of hearings, investigations, 
resignations, and prosecutions. It has al- 
ready changed how the public views the

war in Iraq and, by extension, the presi- 
dent who started it. And it suggests that 
the presidential campaign will be defined 
not by such trivia as whether Massachu- 
setts senator John Kerry threw medals or 
ribbons over the fence more than 30 years 
ago, or if his daughter Alexandra should 
have worn a bra at Cannes, but by the most 
elemental issues of all: war and peace, life 
and death. And whether the incumbent 
president betrayed the very values to which 
he pays so much lip service. 

At a moment like this, the news media 
change, transforming themselves from 
chroniclers into diggers. The meticulously 
detailed insider journalism of Bob Wood- 
ward, celebrated as recently as a month ago 
with the release of his latest book, Plan of 
Attack (see “Don’t Quote Me,” News and 
Features, April 30), seems almost irrelevant 
now. Access to power has given way to the 
more elemental imperative of telling truth 
to that power. And with Seymour Hersh 
beating the entire American media all by 
himself, you can bet that the New York 
Times, the Washington Post, and the Wall 
Street Journal are gearing up to define this 
story in their own right. 

“| think they should be asking them- 
selves, ‘How come Sy Hersh can do this 
and nobody else can?’” says Alex Jones, di- 
rector of the Joan Shorenstein Center on 
the Press, Politics, and Public Policy, which 
is also based at the Kennedy School. “I 
have not been impressed by anybody’s re- 
porting except for Sy Hersh’s. It just makes 
Bob Woodward beside the point.” 

The truth is out there. Unfortunately for 
George W. Bush, finding it is likely to be the 





media’s principal obsession between now 
and Election Day. 


BU GHRAIB is only the most startling in 

a series of weird and terrible events that 
have undermined public support for the war. 
From the videotaped beheading of American 
civilian Nicholas Berg to the assassination of 
Iraqi Governing Council president Izzedine 
Salim, from the US attack on what may or 
may not have been a wedding party to the 
raid at the home of former neocon favorite 
Ahmad Chalabi, who’s been accused of spy- 
ing for Iran, the news out of Iraq in recent 
weeks has been confusing, contradictory, 
and unrelievedly awful. 

The Bush administration is being aban- 
doned literally left and right. New York Times 
columnist Thomas Friedman — arguably the 
most important liberal supporter of the war 
— wrote a piece two weeks ago that began, 
“It is time to ask this question: Do we have 
any chance of succeeding at regime change 
in Iraq without regime change here at 
home?” (Friedman’s answer: hell, no!) 
Conservative commentator Andrew Sullivan, 
a strong supporter of the war, recently wrote 
on his weblog, AndrewSullivan.com, “The 
one anti-war argument that, in retrospect, I 
did not take seriously enough was a simple 
one. It was that this war was noble and de- 
fensible but that this administration was sim- 
ply too incompetent and arrogant to carry it 
out effectively. I dismissed this as facile 
Bush-bashing at the time. | was wrong.” 
Conservative pundit Max Boot, a senior fel- 
low at the Council on Foreign Relations, a 
bastion of the Eastern establishment, has 
called for Rumsfeld’s resignation, as has the 





conservative and largely pro-Bush magazine 
the Economist. And USA Today founder Al 
Neuharth, as plain-vanilla an opinion-mon- 
ger as you'll find, recently wrote a column 
for his old paper calling on Bush to pull a 
Lyndon Johnson — that is, to end his presi- 
dential campaign and let the Republicans 
nominate someone else. Neuharth called the 
war “the biggest military mess miscreated in 
the Oval Office and miscarried by the Penta- 
gon in my 80-year lifetime.” 

This rebellion among the media elite, 
even those who are or were Bush support- 
ers, is reflected in public opinion as well. 
According to the results of a CBS News 
poll released this past Monday, 41 percent 
approve of Bush’s job performance, where- 
as 52 percent disapprove —- the worst 
numbers of his presidency. When asked 
about his handling of the war in Iraq, the 
ratio is 34 percent approve/61 percent dis- 
approve. It’s no wonder that his reticent 
wife, Laura, and heretofore invisible twin 
daughters, Jenna and Barbara, are starting 
to speak out on his behalf. 

Some Democrats have been fretting over 
polls showing that Bush’s plunge has not 
been matched by a concomitant rise in John 
Kerry’s numbers. Indeed, new polls by Fox 
News, Newsweek, and other organizations 
show the two candidates essentially tied. 
But veteran pollster Andrew Kohut, in a re- 
cent op-ed piece for the New York Times, 
argued that when an incumbent president is 
running for re-election, the polls at this 
stage of the campaign are all about him 
rather than his challenger — and that 
Bush’s numbers are pretty dismal. “This is 
typical: as an election approaches, voters 
first decide whether the incumbent deserves 
re-election; only later do they think about 
whether it is worth taking a chance on the 
challenger,” Kohut wrote. 

A recent survey by the Vanishing Voter 
Project, at (yes) Harvard’s Kennedy 
School, showed that 42 percent are paying 
“a great deal” or “quite a bit” of attention 
to the presidential campaign — a consider- 
able increase over 2000, when just 15 per- 
cent were paying close attention at this 
point in the election cycle. Thomas Patter 
son, who directs the project, thinks turnout 
this November is likely to be six to eight 
percentage points higher than in 2000, and 
he cites three factors: the war, the econo- 
my, and Bush’s polarizing effect on the 
electorate, with Republicans liking him and 
Democrats detesting him to an unusual de- 
gree. Patterson told me that he expects the 
higher turnout to work to Kerry’s advan- 
tage, explaining, “We haven’t seen Democ- 
rats this mobilized in a long time.” 

A source familiar with the thinking of the 
Kerry campaign told me that, as a rule of 
thumb, an incumbent president will only do 
as well on Election Day as his approval rat- 
ing. If that proves to be the case, and if 
Bush stays stuck at 41 percent, then Kerry 
will win easily, Ralph Nader or no Ralph 
Nader. But Democrats are sniping neverthe- 
less. One critique is as follows: at a moment 
when Bush’s presidency is imploding over 
Iraq, Kerry is traveling around the country 
talking about public education and health 
care, and has all but disappeared from the 
newscasts and the headlines. Shouldn’t he 
be speaking out? 

“If he were out pounding on Abu Ghraib 
and all that stuff, he would be accused of 
trying to make political capital out of these 
horrifying events overseas,” replies the 
Kerry source. “From a political standpoint, 
you never murder a man who’s committing 
suicide. I think these are important issues, 
and at least at this point the less they are 
politicized, the better for the debate and 
the better for Kerry.” But even if it’s smart 
politics to let Bush roast in a fire of his 
own making, it’s less than inspiring for 
Kerry to watch it burn rather than step in 
and show some leadership. Kerry’s current 
course underscores the notion that he’s 
campaigning merely as someone who’s not 
Bush, rather than as a potential president 
with his own ideas and agenda. In response 
to that, the source says that Kerry is deter- 
mined not to speak “off the cuff” about

N MAY 13, the New York Times led with a curious story. 

Headlined HARSH C.I.A. METHODS CITED IN TOP QAEDA IN- 
TERROGATIONS, the article reported that the agency has 
sought to extract information from top Al Qaeda leaders — 
including Khalid Shaikh Mohammed, thought to have 
helped plan the World Trade Center attacks in 1993 and 
2001, as well as the 2002 videotaped beheading of Wall 
Street Journal reporter Daniel Pearl — through such coer- 
cive techniques as “water boarding,” in which subjects are 
held under water until they think they are about to drown. 

By itself, the Times story was straightforward enough. 
But by placing it within the context of the still-unfolding 
Abu Ghraib scandal, the Times was signaling an inability 
or an unwillingness to make distinctions between the treat- 
ment of high-level terrorists, who might be able to provide 
life-saving information, and the ordinary Iraqi men and 
women who appear to have gotten caught up in Abu 
Ghraib. As Mark Bowden wrote last October in a long At- 
lantic Monthly piece, evocatively titled “The Dark Art of 
Interrogation”: “Torture is a crime against humanity, but 
coercion is an issue that is rightly handled with a wink, or 
even a touch of hypocrisy: it should be banned but also 
quietly practiced.” 

The trouble with the White House is not that it is using 
coercion — okay, torture — to get Khalid Shaikh Mo- 
hammed to talk. Rather, it’s that it couldn’t or wouldn’t 
control the ugly human impulse to torture indiscriminately 
dozens, if not hundreds, of others. In his Atlantic story, 
Bowden wrote, “The Bush Administration has adopted ex- 
actly the right posture on the matter.” But in an interview 
with National Public Radio last week, Bowden conceded 
that the administration never should have given explicit au- 
thorization for such techniques. “If you authorize that kind 
of treatment or behavior in advance,” he said, “you are 
guaranteed to end up in the darker end of the spectrum 
where people are being tortured and raped and murdered. | 
think there’s just an inevitable progression that starts once 
you give that permission in advance.” In this case, though, 
the Times appears as unable to figure out the right balance 
as the White House. 

So where do we go from here? At the moment, the 
White House is furiously trying to contain the damage by 
going after only those who were directly involved in torture 
at Abu Ghraib. There are many risks to such a strategy, in- 
cluding that of alienating enlisted personnel and their fam- 
ilies, upon whom the military so depends. On May 17 the 
Army Times, a weekly Gannett-owned newspaper aimed at 
servicemen and -women, published an editorial saying that 
though the soldiers facing criminal charges must be held 
responsible, that responsibility “extends all the way up the 
chain of command to the highest reaches of the military 
hierarchy and its civilian leadership.” The editorial — 
written by managing editor Alex Neill, who served in the 
Navy during the 1970s — also criticized Rumsfeld and 
General Richard Myers, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. A week later, the paper came back with a long cover 
package headlined DO THE RIGHT THING, laying out what 
soldiers should do if given an unlawful order. 

Robert Zelnick, who chairs the journalism department at 
Boston University’s College of Communication, and who 
was a long-time foreign correspondent for ABC News, be- 
lieves the situation in Iraq is not unsalvageable, although he 
does think that Rumsfeld’s resignation is a necessary pre- 
condition for moving forward. “It was a devastating event 
in terms of public support for the war and confidence in 
the chain of command and the leadership. And | think it in- 
creases the international pressure on the Bush administra- 
tion to find a quick exit, as opposed to an exit that lets 
them say they accomplished some important political objec- 
tives,” Zelnick says. But he adds of Abu Ghraib: “All that 
said, it is of marginal military consequence. I think it is of 
some but not great importance in Iraq. I think the situation 
is still to be determined by security factors — how safe are 
the people, who can protect them, how can they protect 
themselves, are they still willing to proceed with the demo- 
cratic experiment that we have laid out. | still think that 
there is a chance that this can end in something less than a 
humiliating, if disguised, defeat.” 

Yet even if Iragi public opinion recovers from Abu 
Ghraib — a dubious proposition — what about American 
public opinion? Since the war was launched a little more

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Things have gotten so bad, the Bush administration 
is lying even to its own lawyers

S THE PRISONER-abuse scandal in 
A Iraq spirals out of control, it’s all too 

easy to forget that just last month, the 
Supreme Court heard three cases concerning 
the rights of “enemy combatants” being held 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and in US Naval 
brigs off the American coast. One issue at 
stake in these cases is whether the govern- 
ment — specifically President Bush — 
should be trusted to handle prisoners in an 
appropriate manner. We now know, of 
course, that top military officials knew of the 
Abu Ghraib prisoner abuse at least as early as 
January. And evidence is mounting that the 
abuse was not, as Secretary of Defense Don- 
ald Rumsfeld claims, merely carried out by a 
few “bad apples,” but the result of secret di- 
rectives approved by high-level military and 
CIA officials. Yet last month, in oral argu- 
ments before the Supreme Court, government 
lawyers from the Justice Department’s Office 
of the Solicitor General (OSG) — seeking to 
persuade the court to back off and let the ad- 
ministration run the war on terrorism as it 
sees fit — solemnly assured the justices that 
such things were not happening at US-run 
detention centers. 

So what gives? Did the deputy solicitor 
general deceive the court? Probably not. Most 
likely, defense officials deliberately hid knowl- 
edge of torture and prisoner abuse from the 
government’s own lawyers. Most likely, de- 
fense officials did everything in their power to 
prevent news of the Abu Ghraib investigation 
from reaching the justices — who, after all, 
were being asked to give the president carte 
blanche to hold prisoners indefinitely, incom- 
municado, and without interference from the 
courts. Fortunately, this maneuver was thwart- 
ed in the nick of time — before the Supreme 
Court actually decided the “enemy combat- 
ant” cases, which it is expected to do in June 
— by a handful of digital photos and the 
blessings of a free press. 


CCORDING TO Seymour Hersh’s most 

recent exposé in the New Yorker, Rumsfeld 
and a top aide decided to adapt “unconven- 
tional methods to Abu Ghraib,” using a secret 
program of prisoner abuse previously applied 
only to a small number of captured Al Qaeda 
leaders in Afghanistan. Hersh reports that a 
small number of high-level military and intelli- 
gence leaders coordinated efforts to keep this 
interrogation program secret. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Janis Karpinski, the Military Police officer 
ostensibly in charge of Abu Ghraib prison, told 
Hersh how mysterious non-uniformed offi- 
cials would bring in new prisoners, have them 
interrogated, and then return to collect them. 
Hersh obtained e-mails sent home by one sol- 
dier at Abu Ghraib, describing what happened 
when one such prisoner died during a CIA- 
paramilitary interrogation: the man’s body was 
packed in ice for 24 hours to await the arrival 
of personnel dressed as medics who, he wrote, 
“put his body on a stretcher, placed a fake IV 
in his arm and took him away.” The dead man 
was never entered into the prison’s inmate- 
control system. This jibes with a May 11 
Washington Post account of what enlisted men 
at Abu Ghraib called “ghost detainees” — 
captives with neither identities nor paper trails, 
whom intelligence officers constantly moved 
to hide them from Red Cross inspection 
teams. These detainees have become “the dis- 
appeared” — they’ve vanished within what the 
Post describes as a network of secret detention 
facilities managed by the Pentagon, CIA, and 


cooperating foreign intelligence services 
“whose purpose is to hold suspected terrorists 
or insurgents for interrogation and safekeep- 
ing while avoiding U.S. or international court 
systems.” Further, the New York Times report- 
ed on May 19 that military lawyers are no 
longer allowed to supervise interrogations for 
human-rights compliance — a previously 
standard practice — at these clandestine facil- 
ities. Laws and lawyers, it seems, are also 
among the disappeared. 

President Bush may not have been aware of 
the particulars of the Abu Ghraib program, 
but his public statements suggest that he en- 
dorsed it in broad principle. In his 2003 State 
of the Union address, for instance, Bush spoke 
of 3000 foreign suspects, some of whom had 
been arrested. Others, he said, “met a different 
fate. Let’s put it this way: they are no longer a

problem.” Until the Abu Ghraib story broke, 
Bush could afford such boasts as long as a 
system of “plausible deniability” was in place 
to protect the chain of command, over which 
he presides, from responsibility for rogue mili- 
tary and intelligence operations. 

The Reagan-era Iran-contra affair offers a 
classic example of plausible deniability. In this 
scheme, the CIA sold weapons to Iran illegally 
in exchange for the release of American 
hostages and about $30 million, more than 
half of which was then diverted to illegally 
support the Nicaraguan contras, and top na- 
tional-security officials kept the president out 
of the loop. As Admiral John Poindexter testi- 
fied before Congress, “I’m sure the president 
would have enjoyed knowing about it. But, on 
the other hand, because it would be controver- 
sial ... I wanted the president to have some 
deniability so that he would be protected, and 
at the same time we would be able to carry out 
his policy and provide the opposition to the 
Sandinista government.” 

As bad as this was, George W. Bush’s De- 
fense Department appears to have taken 
things one step further by extending plausible 
deniability to government lawyers arguing be- 
fore the federal courts. Rumsfeld must know 
that getting lawyers to lie to judges, especially 
Supreme Court justices, is not easy; any 
lawyer caught doing so would be disgraced 
and probably disbarred. And he surely realized 
that if the high court learned of the human- 
rights violations in Abu Ghraib, it would se-

verely undercut the administration’s requests 
for near-absolute executive autonomy in the 
war on terror. It would particularly undermine 
the government’s position in the Guantanamo 
case, where the government has argued that 
the courts should not have authority even to 
ask what goes on behind the barbed wire. So 
the OSG was almost certainly kept out of the 
loop and Sent in ignorance to argue the cases 
before the justices. 

Thus, when Deputy Solicitor General Paul 
Clement went before the court on April 28 
and denied that torture was an issue, he likely 
did so with a clear (if ill-informed) con- 
science. Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg asked 
him a prescient question: “But if the law is 
what the executive says it is, whatever is ‘nec- 
essary and appropriate’ in the executive's 
judgment ... what is it that would be a check 
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against torture?” Clement replied that “our 
executive doesn’t” conduct torture. He con- 
tinued: “You have to recognize that in situa- 
tions where there is a war — where the gov- 
ernment is on a war footing — that you have 
to trust the executive to make the kind of 
quintessential military judgments that are in- 
volved in things like that.” 

Yet that very evening, CBS’s 60 Minutes II 
broadcast images of the Abu Ghraib prisoner 
humiliation and torture — images the Defense 
Department, but probably not the solicitor 
general, had known about at least since Janu- 
ary. Every week has brought more images to 
light, and indications are that still-undisclosed 
materials document torture even more violent 
than what has been revealed thus far. 

All this, of course, signals to the courts ex- 
actly what Donald Rumsfeld didn’t want them 
to see: that the courts can no longer trust what 
government lawyers tell them. In a govern- 
ment where plausible deniability has become 
routine, the notion that courts can rely on 
lawyers’ assurances becomes a quaint fiction. 


EORGE W. BUSH’s administration, how- 

ever, is hardly the innovator of this deceit- 
ful tactic. Sixty years ago, in a decision that, 
until now, marked the nadir of post—Civil War 
American civil liberties, similar deception of 
government lawyers by the military succeeded 
in gaining judicial approval of a similarly infa- 
mous program: the internment of Japanese- 
Americans during World War II. 












In the spring of 1943, the Supreme Court 
was preparing to hear two cases — Yasui v. 
United States and Hirabayashi v. United 
States — challenging a wartime curfew for 
people of Japanese ancestry. A third case, Ko- 
rematsu v. United States, which challenged 
the internment of this group, was coming 
down the pike as well. 

The War Department knew it would have to 
provide military justification for these racially 
discriminatory measures. However, a month 
before oral arguments in Yasui and 
Hirabayashi, it encountered a problem. Gen- 
eral John L. DeWitt, who directed the intern- 
ment of Japanese-Americans, submitted a re- 
port to justify the program. In it, he wrote: “It 
was impossible to establish the identity of loyal 
and disloyal with any degree of safety. It was 
not that there was insufficient time in which to 
make such a determination; it was simply a 
matter of facing the realities that a positive de- 
termination could not be made, that an exact 
separation of the ‘sheep from the goats’ was 
unfeasible.” He grounded this assertion on the 
notion that the Japanese race was “a potential- 
ly dangerous element” with peculiar traits that 
made their loyalties and intentions inscrutable. 
This rationale, War Department officials real- 
ized, was legally indefensible. 

Assistant Secretary of War John McCloy 
and several Army officials asked DeWitt to 
rewrite the report so as not to jeopardize the 
Supreme Court cases. DeWitt complied; he 
removed the racist language and replaced it 
with the assertion that wartime circumstances 
demanded immediate action, that there was no 
time to investigate the loyalty of each Japan- 
ese-American. McCloy then forwarded the 
doctored report to the Justice Department for 
use in the upcoming Korematsu case. The War 
Department destroyed all copies of the origi- 
nal, racist report, except for one that was acci- 
dentally misplaced and which eventually made 
its way to the National Archives, only to be re- 
discovered nearly a half-century later. 

The Supreme Court issued opinions in the 
Yasui and Hirabayashi cases on June 21, 1943, 
and in Korematsu on December 18, 1944. In 
all three, the court ruled for the government, 
relying heavily on the Justice Départment’s as- 
sertion (which the lawyers derived primarily 
from the doctored report) that the exigencies 
of war demanded immediate action, and that 
there had been insufficient time to separate 
loyal from disloyal Japanese-Americans. 

In his dissent in Korematsu, Justice Robert 
Jackson expressed concern that the court, 
“having no real evidence before it, has no 
choice but to accept General DeWitt’s own 
unsworn, self-serving statement, untested by 
any cross-examination.” This result is precise- 
ly what the Bush administration wants — and 
has sought through similarly deceitful means. 


HE BUSH administration has consistently 

argued that the national fight against ter- 
rorism belongs not in the world of laws and 
courts, but in a closed realm of executive and 
military decision-making. Concealing torture 
and abuse from the solicitor general — who, 
in turn, unwittingly misled the Supreme Court 
— was an effort to protect that closed realm. 

Had the Abu Ghraib photos not come to 
light, Bush and Rumsfeld might well have 
been able to seal the doors of their own nas- 
cent gulag in Guantanamo. And the single- 
island gulag could have then spread to the 
entire “archipelago” (to use Aleksandr 
Solzhenitsyn’s metaphor) of American mili- 
tary detention centers scattered throughout 
the world. 

Now, that effort faces an obstacle. Earlier, 
the Supreme Court might have been inclined 
to give the administration carte blanche to run 
Guantanamo with no judicial scrutiny. But the 
ugly facts from Abu Ghraib make that less 
likely. Immediately following oral arguments 
in all three “enemy combatant” cases, legal 
commentators (ourselves included — see 
“Could the Gulag’s Future Hang on a Real- 
Estate Deal?”, This Just In, April 30) predict- 
ed that the court would be closely divided, 
with the administration winning or losing by 
one vote. Recent developments might just shift 
the outcome in liberty’s favor.

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THE REAL WAR, continued from cover 
of Irag, minimizing the causes of Iraqi alien- 
ation and resentment. 

In a yet-to-be-released documentary, a top 
international investigative reporter offers a 
tentative explanation for both forms of derail- 
ment. On March 14 — almost six weeks be- 
fore 60 Minutes II aired its Abu Ghraib story 
— the Australian NineNetwork’s Sunday 
newsmagazine program aired “Spoils of 
War,” a scaled-down version of Iraq — On 
the Brink, reported by Ross Coulthart, a jour- 
nalist whose award-winning investigations 
have spanned rough-and-tumble assignments 
in East Timor and Afghanistan to seminal in- 
telligence and public-corruption investiga- 
tions in the US and Australia. Indirectly, 
Coulthart raises serious questions about 
American media self-censorship — some- 
thing journalists have been wrestling with 
since the first Gulf War. The film also raises 
the possibility that, then as now, such self- 





censorship may have helped the military cover 


up Iraqi wartime deaths. (A 15-minute trailer 
for Iraq — On the Brink can be seen at 
www.journeyman.tv/?lid= 14772. Latest Re- 
alPlayer required. American audiences may 
get to see snippets of the documentary in 
Michael Moore’s award-winning Fahrenheit 
9/11, depending on how it’s released.) 

Indeed, what began at Abu Ghraib as a 
probe into torture has now forced the Army 
to reveal that at least 32 Iraqi deaths may 
qualify as homicides. Whether Taha Hassan 
Abbas was one of the victims is difficult to 
say; extensive official and unofficial inquiries 
by the Phoenix into the former generai’s sta- 
tus yielded no answers. Yet as film footage 
shot by the NineNet crew shows, the Fourth 
Infantry Division’s official account of 
Abbas’s arrest was disingenuous at best. 

Beyond the sometimes-shocking docu- 
mentary content of Iraq — On the Brink, the 
film bears witness to the yawning gap be- 
tween what on-the-scene journalists see and 
what the rest of the world sees. The Hassan- 
arrest footage was not recorded or guarded 
or classified by the US Army. It was shot and 
marketed by a major news organization, the 
Associated Press Television News (APTN). 
So why doesn’t footage like this make it into 
US news coverage? TV news services send 
out teasers for potential stories, and clients 
buy footage based on what they see in the 
teasers. The trouble is, either teasers don’t 
include the most damning material or, even if 
such material is included, news producers, 
for whatever reasons, decide not to buy the 
whole piece. However it happened, the 
footage that made it into Coulthart’s docu- 
mentary, as well as that which was left out, 
was as available to American TV networks as, 
say, footage of George W. Bush carrying a 
turkey platter to troops on Thanksgiving 
Day. Yet no one chose to run it. 


OULTHART GOES out of his way to 

present a nuanced view of the occupation

make a point of explaining why they’re doing 
what they’re doing, and ask for the Iraqis’ 
help in the future.

These scenes stand in stark contrast to 
what comes next. “The Americans need to

win the hearts and minds of Iraqis,” Coulthart 
says in his voiceover. “But that’s not helped 
by aggressive raids like this one carried out by 
troops not under the command of Colonel 
Teeples.” Though the troops are not identi- 
fied, patches on their uniforms peg them as 
soldiers from the 588th Engineering Battalion 
of the Fourth Infantry Division. “It’s the dead 
of night outside the house of a senior former 
Iraqi officer,” Coulthart continues, referring 
to Taha Hassan Abbas, “who’s suspected of 
helping the insurgents.”

The next shot — of film, that is — shows 
Abbas, a clearly unarmed, middle-aged, 
balding man in pajamas, hands above his 
head, trembling as he stands across from at 
least a half-dozen US soldiers whose M-16s 
are trained on him. “Inside the house, the 
officer surrenders, but he doesn’t under- 
stand what the Americans are saying — and 
they don’t have a translator,” Coulthart ex- 
plains. Abbas repeats the only English he ap- 
pears to know — “Welcome! Welcome!” —

The soldiers don’t exactly approach with 
stealth. They kick open a gate to the house’s 
yard. What happens next, as Coulthart ex- 
plained in an interview with the Phoenix, il- 
lustrates a perilous gap in American and 
Iraqi cultural understanding. “First, you 
have to understand that guns are ubiquitous 
in Iraq — most people have them, and it’s 
very common for them to shoot them in the 
air all the time for any number of reasons 
from celebrations to anger to whatever,” he

“Get the fuck over here, get the fuck over 
here,” shouts another, while the previous 
soldier repeats his desire to shoot Abbas in 
the leg, adding that someone should also 
“shoot him in the foot.” 

Abbas steps away from the doorway and 
moves his back to the wall. “The Iraqi officer, 
thinking he’s about to die,” Coulthart’s 
voiceover resumes, “can now be heard pray- 
ing.” The American response is far from ecu- 








menical, with one soldier yelling, “Who the 
fuck are you talking to? Who the fuck are you 
talking to? Shut the fuck up! Shut the fuck 
up!” The soldier then grabs the man’s pajama 
top and hur's him across the room into the 
hands of another soldier, who in turn hurls 
him into a chair that goes flying as the Iraqi 
sprawls onto the floor. One soldier begins to 
kick Abbas, who, though on his back, has his 
hands in the air again, repeating “Welcome! 
Welcome!” Three soldiers put their gun bar- 
rels in his face, with one solider yelling re- 
peatedly, “Shoot him!” Another asks, “Who's 
shooting?” when he hears gunfire from the 
roof, and then yells, “Bullshit” at the prone 
Abbas, who continues to repeat, “Welcome!” 

The next sequence shows the capture of 
Abbas’s adult son, who had shot the gun off 
on the roof; as he’s being restrained, a sol- 
dier’s voice barks menacingly, “Take the 
camera off him.” The film then resumes 
with a shot of two women — apparently 
Abbas’s wife and daughter — kneeling on 
the ground at gunpoint, their hands on 
their heads, their faces pictures of anger 
and humiliation. 

The final shot shows the former general. 
Though fleeting, it is, perhaps, the most dis- 
turbing sequence of the film, given that in 
his previous appearance Abbas was terrified 
but physically unharmed. Now, his arms are 
restrained behind his back. His face is bat- 
tered and bruised. His left eye is beginning 
to swell shut. The front of his shirt is stained 
with blood, and a stream of snot and blood 
dangles from his left nostril. 

“No one here was killed,” Coulthart’s voice 
resumes; ““Butit’s raids like this that can only 
fuel the resentment against Coalition forces.” 

Speaking with the Phoenix from Australia, 
Coulthart doesn’t entirely fault the soldiers for 
their inifial reaction to gunfire from the roof: 
“One could reasonably, though incorrectly, 
conclude that one was being fired on, and it 
makes perfect sense:to fire back if that’s what 
you think.” But, he says, it again raises the 
question of who gave the order for the squad 
to apprehend the general in the way it did — 
especially without a translator — given the 
obvious potential for creating an unnecessari- 
ly inflammatory situation. “People don’t seem 
to realize the incalculable damage something 
like this causes,” he says. “You can.see on the 
face of the young woman that her heart and 
mind are gone forever to théAmericans. 
When we first saw this footage, the first reac- 
tion of our Iraqi fixers was absolute anger — 
I can only begin to guess what the reaction is 
to the scenes from Abu Ghraib.” 

Coulthart says he’s not sure what’s more 
troubling: that the arrest of a former Iraqi 
lieutenant general apparently merited no 
coverage; that footage showing an arrest al- 
most completely at odds with the official ac- 
count was not distributed in its entirety by 
Associated Press Television News; or that 
what was distributed wasn’t of interest to 
any APTN clients. 

“We had a hunch that there was probably 
some very disturbing footage cameramen

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THE REAL WAR, from page 22 
sinister worth investigation.” 

At the same time, he says, it may be ask- 
ing too much of news organizations to air 
such footage. “This is part of the irony of 
how modern news systems actually work to 
keep stuff like this off the air. Places like 
APTN and Reuters TV generate so much, 
squirting out images 24 hours a day on per- 
manent satellite-feed channels, that there 
just isn’t time to monitor it and watch it all. 
Which is too bad, because it’s the wire serv- 
ices like APTN and Reuters that are doing 
most of the really ballsy shooting.” 

Coulthart is similarly vexed by the lack of 
attention US media paid to the American use 
of cluster bombs last year — and how the 
damage they've done has engendered extreme 
ill will towards the American occupiers, par- 
ticularly in the Doura section of Baghdad. 
Condemned by most international humanitar- 
ian organizations, cluster bombs explode and 
then spray smaller explosive bomblets over a 
vast area;-all too often some of the bomblets 
don’t immediately explode, causing civilian 
casualties later on. Featured prominently in 
Iraq — On the Brink is Aida al-Ansari, an 
English-speaking Doura resident whose son 
and 25 others were killed when a US war- 
plane cluster-bombed her neighborhood as 
American forces were fighting their way into 
Baghdad last spring. While a handful of sto- 
ries mentioned the Doura bombing last year, 
there’s been no follow-up since — another 
missed opportunity, as the Sunday crew dis- 
covered, to understand the roots of growing 
Iraqi anger at the occupation. 

When Coulthart visited the Doura neigh- 
borhood this year, he discovered al-Ansari, 
who still has the shrapnel-torn, bloodstained 
jeans her 16-year-old son, Fahad, was wear- 
ing when he died on the operating table at a 
local hospital, bereft of any anesthetic to 
ease the pain. Almost a year later, Coulthart 
reports, “grief among Fahad’s family and 
friends has now hardened to anger” directed 
at the US government. “They hate them,” 
al-Ansari tells him of the Americans, explain- 
ing that “they don’t hate the people, but they 
hate Bush and the Army.” 

“Did they hate the 
United States before 
this war?” Coulthart 
asks. 

“No,” she re- 
sponds. “They were 
— everybody used to 
dream to go to United 
States to work or to 
do something.” 

“Has anyone from 
the Coalition ever come to you or to this 
community and apologized for what hap- 
pened?” he asks. 

“No. No one.” 

The documentary also includes another 
type of footage rarely seen on American tele- 
vision. Though ABC originally aired it briefly 
(and though a handful of Web sites have 
shown it at various lengths), Iraq — On the 
Brink includes the full night-vision footage 
taken from the gun cameras of a US Army 
AH-64 Apache helicopter that shows the 
killing of three men, one of whom appeared 
to be hiding a rocket-propelled grenade. 
Though it’s impossible to verify just what the 
man has, the crew is nonetheless instructed 
by radio to “Smoke ’em,” and then coolly 
fires through the dark at each suspected in- 
surgent in turn. In this sort of video-game- 
style footage, we’re used to seeing the de- 
struction of bunkers and buildings, not 
human figures. 

However shocking it is to watch, the action 
is actually permissible under the US Army’s 
rules of engagement; indeed, it was likely that 
reliable intelligence led the helicopter to stake 
out the scene in the first place, and as heli- 
copters are notoriously vulnerable to rocket- 
propelled-grenade and other shoulder-fired- 
missile attacks, it’s not entirely surprising that 
the Apache fired away. Rather, says 
Coulthart, the importance of the footage is 
that it reflects what many non-American 
Coalition military units said to his crew: that 
they’ve grown increasingly concerned about 
the political ramifications of the Americans’ 
take no-prisoners/show-no-mercy approach. 
“When it came up in conversation with one

Coalition officer,” says Coulthart, “he shook 
his head and said, ‘The Americans have gone 
feral, and no good will come of it.’” 

Iraq — On the Brink also captures the 
brusque aloofness of CPA administrator J. Paul 
Bremer, the shiftiness of Ahmad Chalabi, the 
still-being-uncovered hidden horrors of Sad- 
dam’s regime, and the bravery of the Baghdad 
Police Department’s bomb squad in defusing 
scores of bombs each day. (The Americans use 
remote-controlled robots to neutralized explo- 
sives threatening US troops; the Iraqis display 
what Coulthart calls a “splendid madness in 
heroism” as they are left to defuse bombs by 
hand, with no protective gear.) 


HILE COULTHART thinks the docu- 
mentary makes for an accurate and 
timely snapshot of post-Saddam Iraq, he ex- 

hales a rueful sigh at the mention of Abu 
Ghraib — a sigh that reflects a sense of both 
self-recrimination and angst born of the eco- 
nomics of foreign correspondence. When his 
crew was en route to meet Teeples and his 
Third Armored Caval- 
ry soldiers in Iraq’s 
western desert, their 
route took them past 
Abu Ghraib. As 
Coulthart recalls, no 
discussion was re- 
quired to stop the van; 
the scene they beheld 
“was like something 
out of Dante’s 
Inferno.” “We all knew what it was and what 
it stood for, this thing with mythological sta- 
tus in Iraq where all this death and misery 
took place,” he says. “Part of what was strik- 
ing was that, frankly, it wasn’t looking much 
different now — barbed wire, troops with 
menacing gun emplacements, lines of people 
trying to get in to see relatives. 

“While we’re filming overlays, up walks 
this mother, who tells us this horror story 
about her sons essentially being abducted 
from their home in Um Qasr by the Ameri- 
cans in the middle of the night. I did the in- 
terview, of course, but didn’t run it in our 
story because it seemed a little off our focus. 
You’re so focused on the story you tell your- 
self is the story — in part because the cost is 
so high and the budget is so tight. It cost us 
$1500 a week to be there, and unless we de- 
liver results, it’s harder in the future to get 
the support this kind of work requires.” 

Indeed, Coulthart says, those sorts of cost 
considerations actually kept the cluster- 
bomb segment from appearing on Sunday 
for a year. “Most of that we shot last year, 
but we had to focus on the story we were 
supposed to be telling, which was mostly 
about Chalabi,” he says. Determined to ad- 
vance the dormant story on his latest visit to 
Baghdad, days of street reporting led the 
crew to al-Ansari, whose experiences ulti- 
mately made for a much more informative 
and affecting piece of journalism. 

Yet the fact remains that a disturbing reali- 
ty went unreported for a year, essentially due 
to constraints on time and money. “And with 
Abu Ghraib, it was the same situation 
again,” Coulthart sighs. “Though we had the 


luxury of more time and more flexibility than 
anyone who covers Iraq day in and day out, 
we felt like we couldn’t shift our focus. And 
the irony was, here was this story of a life- 
time right under our noses. There were peo- 
ple standing in queues trying to see their 
sons, waiting eight hours a day and often 
being told to come back the next day, and 
then the next and the next. Looking back on 
it, I’m not only kicking myself now, but am 
kind of ashamed. I’m sure that if we had 
scratched the surface and had taken the time 
to systematically interview people coming 
out to Abu Ghraib trying to figure out what 
had happened to their loved ones, we could 
have dug something up then.” 


OULTHART’S SENTIMENT is not un- 

common among seasoned, independent- 
minded reporters cognizant of the complexi- 
ties of most foreign stories. But in some re- 
spects, the dice have been loaded against 
journalists covering Iraq since the beginning 
of the war. While a handful of journalists has 
provided a steady stream of exemplary report- 
ing, there are some who feel that whatever 
good reporting has been done since the end 
of “major combat operations” has involved an 
even greater uphill battle for attention than 
usual. Why? Because the Bush administra- 
tion’s practice of embedding journalists with 
the troops set the tenor of Iraq-war reporting. 

As the Washington Post’s Richard Leiby 
wrote last year, embedding was nothing short 
of a “propaganda coup” for the Defense De- 
partment. By embedding scores of reporters 
(many with little or no combat or foreign ex- 
perience) in rapidly advancing frontline units, 
argued Leiby, the Pentagon ensured that vir- 
tually no one who was “cover[ing] the insta- 
bility and power vacuum left in the invasion’s 
wake” got nearly the play their “embedded” 
colleagues did — thus minimizing the dis- 
turbing realities of poor post-war planning 
and lulling Americans into a sense of compla- 
cency, not about what was to come, but about 
what was already happening. 

Speaking at an extraordinary-but-unno- 
ticed symposium at the University of Texas 
last year, award-winning combat photogra- 
pher Peter Turnley was unsparing in his criti- 
cism of the increasingly institutionalized self- 
censorship he believes began in the first Gulf 
War, and has only become more insidious 
since. In Gulf War I, Turnley — then a top 
Newsweek photographer — was so uncom- 
fortable with the Pentagon’s control of jour- 
nalists through its “pool” system that he actu- 
ally left Saudi Arabia before the war and 
snuck across the Kuwaiti border by dressing 
as an Army colonel. While many of his col- 
leagues were being shepherded through the 
theater of operations by US military minders, 
Turnley at one point found himself surveying 
a horrific scene that the Army thought it had 
successfully quarantined from journalists. 

“I witnessed US soldiers forcing Iraqi pris- 
oners at gunpoint to pick up bodies and pile 
them up and put them in mass graves where 
bulldozers would come and cover them up,” 
he said. “There were two Iraqi soldiers, they 
were really very pathetic, in their 40s, didn’t 
have teeth, very tired and fatigued, and at 











gunpoint being made to pick up dozens of 
bodies. It seemed rather inhuman to me, how 
long they were obliged to do this. I remember 
as they dropped a body next to a stack of 
bodies, one of the Iraqi soldiers fell to his 
hands and knees and started sobbing. I got 
on my knees and started to make a picture 
— at that point an American soldier came up 
and punched me in the chest and said, “You 
animal.’ And I grabbed him by the shirt and 
told him I didn’t make these guys do this.” 

Although Turnley took rolls of disturbing 
and moving images — some of which he 
showed to the symposium audience — al- 
most none saw the light of day, either in 
Newsweek or through distribution by his 
photo agency. Yet almost every newspaper 
reproduced Turnley’s photograph of a 
wounded US soldier in a helicopter, crying 
as a comrade died in his arms. 

During the 2003 Gulf War, Turnley — this 
time for the Denver Post — once again struck 
out on his own, purposely avoiding US and 
British soldiers and focusing his attention on 
the Iraqi people. “For the first three weeks, | 
would.see a convoy, a whole troupe of writers 
from major media outlets that would come in 
for a half day’s reporting so they could get 
their dateline and then get out,” he recalled. 
“It took me literally five seconds of entering 
into Iraq and looking into the eyes of people 
whose eyes showed mistrust, open hostility at 
the worst. There were towns that troops had 
just flown through, not staying to create any 
law and order. People showed me leaflets the 
Americans had dropped from the sky saying 
they should be embraced with joy and wel- 
comed because we were bringing liberation 
and food and water and power, and they’d 
scream at me, “Where’s the water? Where are 
the medical supplies? In the hospital we have 
nothing.’” 

In Turnley’s view, the media-government 
arrangement that effectively produced much 
of the coverage of Gulf War II and the early 
occupation conspired to create what he terms 
a “projected idea of reality” — which policy- 
makers actually consider tantamount to reali- 
ty. Yet wrenching situations like the one he 
witnessed in a Baghdad hospital five days after 
the city’s liberation, he says, are precisely what 
people need to see to drive home the reality 
that the invasion was not about American 
pride, but about America’s failure to secure 
the blessings of liberation for the Iraqi people. 
“I saw this beautiful little girl on the bed — 
yellow socks, white shirt — and I noticed two 
doctors were doing cardiac massage on her 
chest, and that I was watching the life of this 
little girl evaporating. I thought I saw her chest 
exhale and I had this leap of joy, I thought she 
was coming back to life — and one of the 
doctors had this look of disgust and put a 
towel over her face and walked out.” 

The girl, Turnley found out, had died of 
pneumonia, for which she could have been 
treated. But because the Americans had 
failed to plan for crowds running riot, the 
girl’s father couldn’t get her to the hospital 
before it was too late. St

T HAS BEEN one whirlwind of a week, complete with tears, 

cheers, and all-around jubilation. On May 17, the first day of same- 

sex marriage in Massachusetts, gay and lesbian couples began filing 
for licenses and getting hitched. And they haven’t stopped yet. As mil- 
lions of people across the country turned their attention to the Bay 
State, hundreds of same-sex couples lined up at Boston-area municipal 
buildings to apply for marriage licenses in those initial 24 hours. The 
three-day waiting period to receive the actual licenses expired on May 
20, resulting in a throng of gay weddings across the state ever since. 

Already, these newlywed couples have gone about their business at 

home and at work. They have tended to their children. They have 
cared for their pets. They have carried on in their everyday lives as 
any straight married couple would do. Still, the fact that they are 
legally married always hovers in the back of their minds. The fact 
that gay and lesbian couples can now choose to wed remains with 
them — a source of hope and inspiration for the future. Here are 
six local same-sex couples — planning to tie the knot or already 
married — who are still basking in the glow. 





The family men 


hen Arthur Lipkin and Robert Ellsworth 

talk about “family values,” they aren’t 
just paying lip service to social conservatives’ 
favorite catchphrase. For nearly two decades, 
the long-time couple has shared their two- 


family Cambridge home with relatives in need. 


Lipkin’s parents resided on the second floor 
until his father died, in 1988; his mother 
stayed until her death seven years later. And 
when a fierce 1990 storm damaged the 
Marshfield home of Ellsworth’s grandmother, 
they took her in for 730 days. 

Not surprisingly, the couple of 19 years finds 
it “ironic” that gay-marriage opponents accuse 
gay men and lesbians of trying to destroy the 
family. For the longest time, Lipkin points out, 


“We were feeling like the sandwich generation.” 


Today, family remains a prominent part 
of their lives, although its numbers have 
dwindled over time. At their May 21 wed- 
ding, a modest and intimate affair, Lipkin’s 
two cousins and their husbands drove up 
from Providence to serve as witnesses. 
Cambridge state representative Alice Wolf 
— who qualifies as family, since she has 
been Lipkin’s friend for 30 years — per- 
formed the ceremony. 

Lipkin, 57, a former English teacher at 
Cambridge Rindge & Latin School (he was 
the first openly gay public-school teacher in 
Massachusetts), met Ellsworth, 43, at a 
1985 fundraiser for the Lavender Alliance, a 
gay-and-lesbian political organization in 
Cambridge. Introductions were short, sweet, 
and unmemorable. Lipkin might never have 
encountered Ellsworth again were it not for 
some friends who stood him up the following 
night at Buddies, a now-defunct gay bar in 
Boston. While waiting in vain for his friends 
to arrive, Lipkin spotted Ellsworth. The two 
fell to talking, as the adage goes, and then to 
dancing. Recalls Lipkin, “Disco ‘Madame 
Butterfly’ was the highlight of the meeting.” 

At midnight on May 17, Lipkin and 
Ellsworth were among the joyous couples wait- 


ing to apply for marriage licenses at Cambridge 
City Hall. After nearly 12 hours in line, the two 
became the fourth same-sex couple to fill out a 
marriage application in the state. Lipkin also 
delivered an impassioned speech before an en- 
thusiastic crowd of gay men and lesbians at a 
city celebration. When the couple finally walked 
the receiving line that formed outside City Hall, 
they felt as though they had “just floated down 
the stairs,” says Lipkin. Referring to Ellsworth’s 
edict against talking to reporters (including this 
one), he adds, “Bob was put off his guard and 
actually spoke to the media. He said he wished 
everyone who got married could have the feel- 
ing of community support that he felt.” 

Now that the revelry has ended and the two 


are legally hitched, they are contemplating what | 


exactly to call each other. They’ve entertained 
using the words “spouse” and “husband.”

First-time 
flancees 


ince May 17, when same-sex marriage 

became legal in the Bay State, Amelia 
Victoria Mederos and Pamela Ashton Streetz 
have felt as if they were floating on clouds. 
Everywhere they go, the West Roxbury resi- 
dents — a biracial couple of 20 years — 
have met good cheer. Neighbors greet them 
with hugs. Co-workers extend them good 


wishes. Friends bestow balloons. One enthu- ~ 


siastic neighbor even flagged them down to 
check out their diamond engagement rings. 
“The goodwill has been overwhelming,” 
says Mederos, 57, a diversity-awareness con- 
sultant for businesses and other organizations. 
“T’ve been on cloud nine,” says Streetz, 
52, a sales consultant for Home Depot. 
And to think they might have missed out 
on such heartwarming reactions. Initially, 
Mederos and Streetz wavered on the ques- 
tion of when to apply for their marriage li- 
cense at Boston City Hall. Friends had 
urged the couple not to go the first day, for 
fear of violent clashes with gay-marriage 
protesters. Streetz, however, remembered 
how her father had wanted to take her to

the 1963 March on Washington, one of 
many civil-rights demonstrations that he at- 
tended. Her mother had refused to let her 
go, fearing the worst. For Streetz, May 17 
represented her chance to bear witness to 
another civil-rights struggle. 

So she and Mederos wasted no time 
trekking down to the plaza. Indeed, they 
arrived at Boston City Hall at 4 a.m., 
weighted down with chairs, a portable 
DVD player, books, flashlights, snacks, and 
beverages. Once there, they were shocked 
to find the plaza empty save for a few 
TV trucks. They settled in for the five-hour 
wait anyway because, as Mederos says, 
“We did not want to miss one moment of 
this historical occasion.” 

By 9:30 a.m., they were ushered into the 
City Clerk’s Office to fill out the necessary 
paperwork. “I was like, “Wow, I’m going to 
do what all my straight friends have done at 
least once,’” Streetz recalls. “I was excited.” 
Her hands literally shook as she completed 
the mairiage-license application. With the 
paperwork in hand, she and Mederos 
emerged from the building to the roar of 
gay-marriage supporters. “That’s when I re- 
ally got emotional,” Streetz adds. “But as 
my father would say, ‘Press on regardless.’ ” 

Their May 17 experience ranks among 
the high points in their relationship, right up 
there with the day they met in Key West, 
Florida. For Mederos, love struck instantly. 
“T saw Pamela and that was it,” she explains. 
Although it took Streetz some time to warm 
up, she fell hard for Mederos. “I discovered 
she was this interesting person with all these 
interesting experiences,” Streetz says, 
adding that once she got to know Mederos

photographer “I found her fascinating.”

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Two publicists in a pod 


G: and Betsy Leondar-Wright would tell you that 
their own wedding — held on Sunday, May 23, at 
the historic Whittemore-Robbins House, in Arlington 
— was all about making a statement. It was about com- 
memorating the cultural moment when Massachusetts 
finally put homosexual couples on an equal footing with 
their heterosexual counterparts. Which explains why 
their nuptials featured more of the political than the per- 
sonal. Rather than a bridal processional, for instance, 
there were civil-rights songs. Instead of flowers, there 
were state flags. As Gail explains, “The focus of this cer- 
emony is not on us so much as on 
this social change.” 
Leave it to the Leondar- 
Wrights — two publicists by 
profession, two social activists by 
nature — to emphasize their 
wedding’s political message. 
After all, Gail, 46, operates a 
public-relations firm specializing 
in progressive books out of the 
couple’s Arlington home, while 
Betsy, 48, works as the commu- 
nications director for the liberal- 
leaning nonprofit organization 
United for a Fair Economy. The 
pair couldn't help but view their 
civil marriage — attended by 180 
gay-marriage supporters, includ- 
ing State Representatives Jim 
Marzilli and Anne Paulsen — as 
the chance, Gail says, “for all 
those excited about this moment to share in our joy.” 
Of course, last Sunday’s nuptials also celebrated 
what the Leondar-Wrights consider to be an “extraor- 
dinarily matched” union. The two first met in 1989 at 
Achyot Or (“sisters of light”), a Jewish-feminist re- 
treat. At the time, both were attached t@& other women, 
but took to each other as friends. When Betsy tried to 
teach the group an anti-apartheid song, the alto singer 
found herself struggling to reach the soprano notes. “I 
lost it,” she recalls — until, that is, Gail came to the 
rescue. “She jumped up and said, ‘I'll help you,’” 
Betsy recalls. “But she did it in a way that didn’t em- 
barrass me, which | thought was gallant.” 
By 1991, their friendship had blossomed into ro- 


mance. And within six months, Gail left New York to 
move in with Betsy in Springfield. The two even sent a 
letter to friends and family members declaring, pre- 
sciently, that they intended to be life partners. 

“We moved fast,” Gail observes. “It was like that 
joke about lesbians.” 

“It’s legendary,” Betsy continues. 

“What do lesbians bring on a second date?” 

“A U-haul.” 

By 1994, after squirreling away a dollar a day for 
more than three years to pay for it, they cemented

their union with a commitment ceremony. They invit- 
ed 65 relatives and friends for a three-day weekend at 
a Western Massachusetts retreat center, where they 
exchanged vows under a traditional Jewish wedding 
canopy. “We’re already committed to each other in 
the eyes of God,” Betsy says. Now, she and Gail are 
also joined in the eyes of society at Jarge. 

After 13 years together, they couldn’t wait to tie 
the legal knot. “You might think that we’ve forgot- 
ten to see our relationship as special,” Betsy says, 
but not a week has passed that “I haven’t felt deep 
love for [Gail], deep admiration for the fine human 
being she is, and deep gratitude that I get to be her 
life partner.”

Full-fledged citizens 


t wasn’t so long ago that Cambridge newlyweds Chuck Colbert and 

Troy Golladay had their share of heated arguments about same-sex 
marriage. For one thing, Golladay, 36, a marketing manager for Hall- 
mark Cards, didn’t quite believe that gay men and lesbians would be al- 
lowed to marry. For another, he didn’t quite believe that civil marriage 
— as “American” as apple pie and baseball — represented a step for- 
ward for the gay community. 

“It was a bumpy road for us to decide to get married,” he says. “There 
was a time when I told Chuck, ‘Sure,’ yet I was thinking, ‘It'll never 
happen.’” 

Eventually, of course, Golladay came to see the error of his ways. He 
recognized how unfair and discriminatory it was for him and Colbert, a 
49-year-old freelance writer, to be forced to pay for separate health plans 
and file separate tax returns. He saw how important civil-marriage benefits 
can be for a secure family life. At first, Colbert explains, “He thought I was 
out of my mind.” In the end, Golladay realized that he was. 

So last Thursday, the couple made their union official. They picked up 
their marriage license at Cambridge City Hall that morning, and proceeded 
to the Sullivan Chamber, where City Clerk Margaret Drury performed the 
nuptials. Golladay’s mother flew in from Arizona and Colbert’s came from 
Pennsylvania to witness the occasion. By the time the men had exchanged 
vows, rings, and a kiss, they were choking back tears. Says Colbert, “To 
feel affirmed and to have the death knell of discrimination lifted, it was 
quite a moment.” 

Their May 20 wedding marked the culmination of five years together. 
They met on Patriots’ Day in 1999, while watching the Boston Marathon. 
Two days later, Golladay sent Colbert flowers in honor of his birthday. 
“That’s when I knew,” Colbert says. He didn’t doubt his instinct even when 
their first date ended in minor disaster. After rollerblading along Memorial 
Drive, Golladay developed such a bad case of blisters that he had to visit his 
doctor. “I had to run and get Epsom salts and all this stuff for his feet,” Col- 
bert recalls. It was a memorable day, to say the least. 

At the time, Golladay had yet to come out as a gay man to his family. But 
the more he got to know Colbert, the more he yearned to tell his relatives 
about him. Within months, he flew to Arizona to break the news about his 
homosexuality — and his new love. His family, members of the Mormon 
Church, didn’t hesitate to embrace the relationship. As Golladay fondly re- 
members, “I had one aunt in particular who said, ‘I’m glad someone in this 
family is having sex.’” 

Because most of their relatives could not attend the May 20 nuptials, the 
couple is now planning an October wedding reception at the Museum of 
Fine Arts. The gala affair will feature a ceremony blending Golladay’s Mor- 
mon and Colbert’s Catholic traditions, as well as a dinner party. “It'll be a 
dramatic occasion,” Colbert promises. 

In the meantime, the two are basking in the drama of the first full week of 
gay marriages in Massachusetts. For the first time, they feel as though they 
are insiders, part of the club, protected by the law. It’s a great feeling to have. 

“In-deed,” Colbert says, “it feels good to finally be a Massachusetts citizen!”

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Real-estate queens 


fter eight years of running their own business, spouses 

Constance Cervone, 47, and Janet Deegan, 49, have figured 
out the secret to success: ground rules. The Jamaica Plain cou- 
ple, who manage a real-estate outfit for Coldwell Banker Resi- 
dential Brokerage, always close up shop by 9 p.m. They spend 
one day a week apart to maintain some space in the relationship. 
And they never, ever bring business into the bedroom — not a 
phone call, not an e-mail. Not even a conversation about the next 
day’s tasks. As Cervone puts it, “The bedroom is sacred ground.” 

Such guidelines have helped them survive the occasional 
managerial clash — a vital precaution, since, as Deegan ex- 
plains, “We are both control freaks and strong personalities.” 
But what has kept the two together for more than a decade is 
pure chemistry, an attraction that sparked the moment they 
met. Back in 1990, when they were two single brokers, Deegan 
walked into the real-estate office where Cervone worked. Her 
head down, huddled over her desk, Cervone took an instant lik- 
ing to the sound of Deegan’s voice. It seemed so strong, so sul- 
try and inviting. “Something about [Janet's] essence felt like it 
struck my heart,” Cervone remembers. When she looked up 
and saw Deegan, she says, “The earth moved.” 

Deegan, for her part, felt similarly drawn to Cervone’s verve, 
her passion and spirit fitting for a woman of Italian descent. 
The day would mark the start of a lengthy, two-year courtship. 
In 1992, the couple finally went on their first date and attended 
the annual Gay Pride Parade, where they danced the route, 
stuck to each other’s hips. Says Cervone, “The magic had 
started.” At the time, Deegan had just joined Cervone’s JP real- 
estate firm, and the two were stationed in back-to-back chairs 
in the small Centre Street office. The energy between them was 
palpable. The two hadn’t even exchanged a kiss yet, says Cer- 
vone, “and people would come over and say, ‘What is going on: 
here? It’s so intense.’ ” 

“It was unrequited love,” Deegan says. 

“It was chemistry,” Cervone adds. 

On June 13, the couple will celebrate their 12-year anniver- 
sary, which is when they originally intended to get hitched. But 
on May 14, three days before gay marriage became legal in the 
Bay State, they decided they couldn’t wait. They had pur- 
chased wedding rings and written their vows. So over the next 
three days, they found a caterer, ordered dishes, bought cham- 











pagne, hired musicians, and sent as many as 65 invitations to a 


- spontaneous May 17 wedding. On that day, they applied for a 


marriage license at Boston City Hall, and received a waiver of 
the state’s mandatory three-day waiting period. They held their 
nuptials that afternoon. 

With all the hype surrounding the state’s first gay weddings, 
the reality of their own marriage hasn’t quite hit them yet. Still, 
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Constance Cervone and Janet Deegan 






they credit their new legal status for some changes between 
them. Deegan, for instance, has noticed that she’s “tried to be 
more open-hearted with Connie” over the past week. “If get- 
ting married did that,” she says, “that’s great.” 

Cervone, too, sees herself as a new woman. “I’ve felt more 
relaxed, more at ease.” She then adds, “We feel incredibly 
grateful to be alive in this time and in this place.” 














































































Re Hodgdon and Paul McMahon never 
imagined that they would be able to wed. Not 
once in the past 49 years did the Boston couple 
dare even to fantasize about getting married. 
Same-sex marriage, explains Hodgdon, a 68- 
year-old commercial artist, “was something so 
far beyond what could happen.” As a gay couple, 
they believed they were destined to attend other 
people’s weddings. 

It wasn’t that they had no desire to marry. For 
most of their adulthood, though, the world seemed 
too intolerant to recognize gay and lesbian couples. 
Back in 1955, when the two first met, Hodgdon 
was struggling to come to grips with his homosex- 
uality after receiving a psychic beating from a ther- 
apist bent on turning him into a straight man. He 
remained closeted among family and friends for 
decades. It took 42 years for him to muster the 
strength to tell his family that the man with whom 
he lived was actually his life companion. His rela- 
tives, he recalls, “looked at me with horror. I’ve not 
heard from any of them since.” 

Needless to say, since the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled last November that 
banning same-sex couples from civil marriage 
was unconstitutional, life has taken on a surreal 
quality. “We have to pinch each other 
to remind ourselves that this is reality,” says 
McMahon, 71, a former dancer, writer, and 
personal assistant to legendary movie idol 
Marlene Dietrich. 

It seems fitting that the pair has survived to 
witness state-sanctioned gay marriage, since 
theirs is a love story defying all the odds. On May 
29, 1955, they bumped into each other in Central 
Park. Hodgdon was sketching on a rock; McMa- 
hon was strolling by. Hodgdon cannot forget the

“homely green mandarin-collar shirt” that his fu- 
ture partner wore that day. McMahon remembers 
that Hodgdon was drawing the head of “a very 
pensive young fellow.” The two struck up a con- 
versation, and things quickly fell into place. They 
discovered a mutual love for movies — and 
wound up holding hands in the theater while 
watching Wuthering Heights. Within a week, they 
had moved into their first apartment. 

“Everyone said it wouldn’t last because I was a 
party animal and Ralph isn’t,” McMahon says. 
“All of my friends told him, “You’re wasting your 
time on him.’ But we proved them wrong.” 

“Today,” adds Hodgdon, “we’re still each 
other’s best friends and lovers.” 

Originally, the two had planned to tie the knot 
on May 29, 2005, in honor of what would be 
their 50th anniversary. Yet they couldn’t help but 
wander down to Cambridge City Hall at midnight 
on May 17, when the city became the first to open 
its doors to same-sex couples seeking marriage li- 
censes. Taking in the revelry, they got caught up 
in the emotion. When McMahon was handed a 
bouquet of white lilies — his favorite flower — he 
saw it as a sign. “I said to Ralph, ‘Let’s get in 
line,’” he says. “It was meant to be.” 

Now, they have a new wedding date, this Fri- 
day — their 49th anniversary instead. It’ll be a 
small yet meaningful affair held in the Boston 
Public Garden, with a straight friend serving as 
the matron of honor, a gay friend as the best 
man, and a justice of the peace as the officiant. 

Their May 29 wedding, Hodgdon says, “will 
top off our long life together.” 

“It’s the truth,” McMahon adds. “We’ve 
been together for so long we’ve become inter- 
changeable.” Ba

F YOU’VE NEVER been to Club Passim, 
: chances are you don’t even know it’s 

there. Tucked away in a basement on a 
side street in Harvard Square, the tiny venue 
doesn’t attract much attention from the lines 
of hungry diners waiting for tables at the ad- 
jacent Border Café, or from the tourists 
shortcutting down Palmer Street to get to the 
Harvard Coop. 

But then again, if you know anything about 
the local music scene, you may well know a 
little about Passim’s storied history. What 
began in 1958 as a jazz joint called Club 47 
has gone on to become one of the country’s 
premier venues for traditional, folk, and 
acoustic music, helping launch the careers of 
such luminaries as Joan Baez, Bonnie Raitt, 
Tom Rush, Nanci Griffith, Taj Mahal, and 
Shawn Colvin. 

And if anyone knows Passim’s story, it’s 
Betsy Siggins Schmidt. One of its founding 
members, Schmidt returned to the club in 
1997 as its executive director. As Club Passim 
prepares to celebrate its now-legendary Cut- 
ting Edge of the Campfire event over Memor- 
ial Day weekend, Schmidt takes some time to 
talk about her long and fruitful affiliation with 
the local institution. 


Q: How'd you end up at Club 47 to begin 
with? 

A: I was a freshman at Boston University’s 
School of Fine Arts — as was Joan Baez, Jim 
Kweskin, and a few other renegades. One of 
the first jobs I had, and I think it was totally, 
totally accidental, was I was the classic wait- 
ress in a coffee shop, and it was called the 
Café Yana, and it was just outside Kenmore 
Square. Somehow people who had come out 
of high school and were just drawn to tradi- 
tional music — the Weavers, Pete Seeger, 
maybe Odetta — they'd already, sort of like 
homing pigeons, gone to this place where 
they could play that. Jim Kweskin was a bril- 
liant guitarist as a freshman at BU, and he al- 
ready, I think, was dedicated and just a great 
producer of old-timey music. So I started as a 
waitress there, and then Joan began singing at 
Club 47. | hadn’t started to work at Club 47, 
but another place opened where the Mass 
Pike runs through Kenmore Square. There 
were big old factories down there, and there 
were train lines down there, and the Golden 
Vanity opened. It was sort of the next magnet 
for people who began to build the folk com- 
munity. I was a waitress there for a long time. 
That was where I met Bob Siggins and later 
married him; he was with the Charles River 
Valley Boys. My house soon became filled 
with musicians either needing to continue to 
play day in and day out, or needing a floor to 
sleep on. 

In 1960, Bob and I married, and we all 
went to Europe for a year. Everybody sort of 
migrated out; people went to Tangiers, peo- 
ple went to Rome, people went to Berlin. It 
was a very interesting time. We spent most 
of the year in Rome and then spent a memo- 
rable summer in London, where bluegrass 
was really taking off. That summer I met 
some people who are still friends of ours, 
who played music back then. And I have to 
say that part of the attraction was that those 
of us who came from less-than-perfect fami- 
lies were looking for family. And I must 
guess that there are about 40 of us across 
the country still in touch. We would all drop 
anything for anyone in that community of 
friends. It’s a wonderful feeling. 


Q: So you started working at Club 47 
when you got back from Europe? 

A: Yeah. I got on the board of directors. It 
was small, and we struggled about money 
then as we struggle about money now. Then 
I became sort of one of the bookers. I mean, 
everybody took turns doing everything, but | 
was sort of in charge of the scheduling for a 
while, and worked on booking and worked 
nights, and after I had a daughter, I was 
then doing the gallery in the afternoons, and 
I worked in the kitchen. So everybody did 
everything for the next eight or nine years. 
Honestly, | don’t know quite how to de- 
scribe that experience, but one night Doc 
Watson was there, and then for the next four 
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For nearly half a century, Club Passim has 
nurtured talent, launched stars, and tended 
the flame of traditional music. Betsy 
Siggins Schmidt, now executive director, 
was there at the beginning. 


nights B.B. King was there, and the next 
weekend Mother Maybelle Carter was there, 
and sprinkled in among that was Joan and 
Kweskin and Geoff Muldaur, Jackie Wash- 
ington, Tom Rush. That was like going to 
night school. And we didn’t know it as pro- 
foundly as we do now, because that’s what 
youth is about, but I think my civil rights 
were learned there on that doorstep, and I 
think the kind of person I became was strik- 
ingly marked by that community. 


Q: In the 1970s, you worked for the 
Smithsonian Folklife Festival, in Washington, 
and then you moved to New York. What did 


you do there? 


A: I fell into the Reagan years, and people 
being extraordinarily hungry, and I ended 
up [spending] 18 years running soup 
kitchens, food pantries, and some of the 
very first multi programs for people with 
AIDS, primarily homeless people. I loved 
that work; I wouldn’t have traded it for one 
day doing something else. I learned humili- 
ty, I learned what unbelievable bravery is for 
people who have absolutely nothing in a 
world of absolute material things, and how 
they struggle. 

I still would be doing that if I hadn’t left 
Manhattan; I felt it was just my way of giv- 
ing back, and I needed that. It helped me 
enormously to grow, and I was able to call 
on my musician friends — this was in the 
days before everybody did a benefit for 
everything — and I was able to say to James 
Taylor and Joan Baez and Taj Mahal and 
Geoff Muldaur and Maria Muldaur, “I need 
your help.” And they were there. And so that 
family circle got closed again in that nice, 
wonderful way. I tell you, those people got it 
long before it was there to get. They under- 
stood the power of music. 


Q: How has the club changed over the 
years? 

A: You know, in the beginning it was an 
accident. Now it’s by design. I think it’s 
grown up the way nonprofits have grown up 
over the years. Had I not had the experience 
that I had in New York, of creating pro- 
grams for very poor people and homeless 


people, I don’t know that I would’ve had the 
qualifications to run a nonprofit organiza- 
tion. And I think it was just serendipitous for 
me that after 20 years of that kind of experi- 
ence, the club needed that kind of guidance. 
If it hadn’t become a nonprofit, well, I don’t 
think it would’ve survived, because I think 
after [former owners] the Donlins retired, it 
was a tired institution, because it needed 
more money, it needed more community 
support. The Donlins were an incredible 
couple, I mean, they were very, very dynam- 
ic; they did incredible jobs in keeping the 
light on, but they weren’t making any money 
at it. That the Donlins did what they did re- 
gardless of the money problems was just 
magnificent, because there would’ve been 
nothing [for me] to come back to. I mean, I 
would’ve stayed in the anti-hunger world 
and I would’ve continued doing that kind of 
stuff here. But the music would not have 
been the core of my next life. 

So coming back, it was an accident that I 
came back at a time when Rounder Records 
and a few people in Cambridge had said, you 
know, this place is absolutely worth sal- 
vaging; we’ve got to find a way to make it 
work. For the first three or four years that I 
was back, it was really keeping the doors 
open and encouraging a lot of community 
people to become board members and vol- 
unteers, and make it more of a community. 
It takes time to rebuild a place, and to this 
day, I have a staff that is crazy-dedicated. I 
mean that in a most loving way: they’re 
crazy-dedicated. They’ve found home. 


Q: Tell me about Cutting Edge of the 
Campfire, which will be held over Memorial 
Day weekend. a 

A: [Manager Matt Smith] has put togeth-- 
er a very tasty weekend of music that people 
really have responded to. He came up with 
that idea by himself. I think Labor Day com- 
ing up will be our fifth year [of Cutting 
Edge]. There are hundreds of artists, and he 
spends an awful lot of time trying to bring it 
down to 100. It’s become like a little beacon 
in the music world, and we’re very proud of 
his success with that. 

Q: Tell me about Passim’s Music School. 


A: We would just be dummies if we didn’t 
have a music school. We had people for 
years and years say, “If you ever want me to 
teach something ...” Rob Laurens, who’s 
the co-chair of our board, is the musician 
who really spearheaded the Music School, 
and worked on the curriculum and worked 
on the vision of it, and what kind of school 
we would be. [At the club], if there’s no bad 
seat in the house and there’s no musician 
who’s ever booed, there’s also no student 
who’s ever made to feel like they can’t ac- 
complish. It’s about feeling what music 
means to you, and not about whether you 
can pass a test at the end of a semester. So if 
we attract people who are 75 and want to 
learn the fiddle, or we attract 17-year-olds 
who are just stepping into folk music and are 
unsure about that community and whether 
they’re welcome, the answer is yes. 


Q: What is Passim’s Archive Project? 

A: It’s just really at level one because we 
don’t have the space or the storage for an 
archive project, but it’s very important as we 
look at getting more space, that we are able to 
catalogue and preserve and teach, to anyone 
who wants it — if you want to do your senior 
paper on folk music, you can come to us; 
there’ll be a folklorist on staff two days a 
week, and there'll be real ways to do this. You 
know, you do as many things as you have 
time for that are legitimate, that you look 
back at the mission and say, this is right. And 
when it’s right, the community knows it, and 
the board then takes it and says, how can we 
support it? 

So all this leads you to understand why our 
47th [year] is really important to me, and why 
it’s such a celebration for an organization that 
has depended on the public, and has depend- 
ed on the kindness of strangers to say you’re 
legitimate, you still matter, you give a lot to 
the community, and you’re a gem. You’re a 
little gem. There are people who would do 
anything to play at the club, to have it on their 
résumé. There are people who remember it as 
a very nurturing place when they were really 
young and nervous. There are people who 
wish they could play but can’t get onto the 
roster because we do 400 shows a year and 
there are four million artists. 


Q: What are your goals for Passim? 

A: I think we’ve reached a place in the or- 
ganization where we can take some more 
steps forward with more community support 
— but the key to the puzzle for me has al- 
ways been how to have people respect the or- 
ganization, the kind of music that we pro- 
duce, in the same way that people respect and 
support a local ballet, a local string orchestra, 
a local jazz organization. That folk music’s 
place is at that table, that it is real music with 
real value. And that it’s just as important, but 
it’s not the moneymaker that Britney Spears 
is. But it obviously attracts an awful lot of 
people who find a sense of validation. 

[So we’ve put an] umbrella over the club, 
which is the Passim Folk Music and Cultural 
Center — yeah, it’s a lot of work, but I think 
it actually reflects who we are and where 
we’re headed. If we had a center that was 
open seven days a week, not only seven nights 
a week, and we were teaching music lessons 
after school to all ages; if we were out in the 
public-school system; if we had Culture for 
Kids as an after-school program five days a 
week; if we had an Archive Project and a 
storefront where we had a gallery — I mean, 
those are the things that make us a whole pic- 
ture. At the same time, to have the community 
say, yeah, it’s not just that funny little place in 
the basement where people who can’t make it 
in the pop world play. It has richness, it has 
legs, it has longevity, it has history. So are 
they lofty goals? I don’t think so. I think that 
the place has been around for a real good rea- 
son, and that each generation that has nur- 
tured it has done something incredibly impor- 
tant without maybe even knowing that. It’s 
the community’s space. ii

Ballen’s images ask 
questions — Why does that man’s face siant the way it does? Why is that person's head tucked into his shirt? Who hung the 
piglet up by its trotters? — that you don’t want tu know the answers to. His subjects are often damaged, Diane Arbus-style, but 
Ballen is more Abu Ghraib than Arbus. The concrete floors, cryptically graffiti'’d walls, and dirty beds in his elaborately and 
creepily composed shots look like the worst kind of institution; there’s more than a whisper of violation, if not violence. His 
photographs hang at the Robert Klein Gallery, 38 Newbury Street in Boston, through June 19; call (617) 267-7997.

‘Somatic Scales’ at the Mills Gallery 
and ‘Projet Mobilivre — Bookmobile 
Project’ in Cambridge and Roxbury 


SING the Body electric” are the opening words of Walt 

Whitman’s 1855 poem of the same title, a poem that 
begins with the idea of the incorruptible wholeness of the 
body (“The love of the Body of man or woman balks account 
— the body itself balks account”), then goes on to celebrate 
in itty bitty detail many facets of many bodies, producing 
what feels like a scrumptious accounting of the whole 
universe of bodies. Whitman’s approach to what we might 

now call “imaging the 
body” is a sprawling, 
sexy laundry list, whereas 
we, inhabiting the 
century of CAT scans, 
computer imaging, Chuck 
Close, and Kiki Smith, 
may see it all a bit 
differently. Whitman’s 
intense survey of nature’s 
forms is up close and 
personal, but a new 
exhibition posits the idea 
that modern methods 
and technologies have 
radically affected our 
perspective on the body. 

“Somatic Scales,” guest-curated by Patricia C. Phillips and 
opening at the Mills Gallery at the Boston Center for the Arts 
next Friday, presents work by five artists who explore the 
idea of “scale” — as in scale models, or the Richter scale — 
and its role in how we picture our bodies, creating in the 
process a new visual taxonomy that is as often eccentric as 
exact in reproducing aspects of the physical self. 

“Somatic Scales” presents work in a variety of media. 
Sculptural-installation artist Audrey Goldstein has in the past 
has used an array of materials from plastic tubing to 
aluminum screening to fashion complex invented networks 
that evoke circulatory systems, electrical circuits, and/or blood 
transfusions. Nancy Bowen makes glass, steel, and wood 
sculpture using scale to create analogies between the interior 
landscape of the body and the exterior landscape of what she 
calls “the familiar ‘lived in’ world,” from pottery and furniture 
to architecture. Randy Garber, Nancy Manter, and Ann 
Messner also contribute to the topic, discoursing on the 
complexity of a notion we tend to take for granted, that of 
“human scale.” ‘ 

- If all this sweaty physicality makes yoy itch to take ot 
into your own hands, you’re in luck. This weekend — May 
28, 29 and 30 — the ubiquitous Truth Serum Productions, 
described at gendertalk.com as “a program of gender queer 
events by and for big-brained people in the Boston area,” 
brings us “Projet Mobitivre — Bookmobile Project,” a big 
vintage Airstream bookmobile filled with at teast 300 one-of- 
a-kind 'zines and artist books that travels throughout the US 
and Canada (hence the bi-lingual name, non?). Presented in 
collaboration with four grass-roots Boston art organizations 
—— the Berwick Research Institute, the Center for New 
Words, the Handstand Command, and Zeitgeist Gallery — 
this blimpy, retro motor home is coming to a neighborhood 
near you not only to bring its singular wares for your perusal 
but also to offer curbside workshops. On Friday at 7 p.m., 
there'll be a ’zine-making workshop for “self-identified”

} accordionsboak ‘and flip-book : 
workshop at Zeitgeist Gallery (all sexes welcome); Sunday a 
noon brings a bookbinding workshop at the Berwick 
Research Institute.

Besides creating traffic constipation of 
bowel-bruising proportions, the Democratic 
National Convention, which takes place 
here July 26 through 29, is also inciting a 
squall of politically inspired events and 
performances. “There’s nothing 
conventional about it” goes the 
Convention’s predictable tag line. The same 
sentiment holds true for Zeitgeist Gallery in 
Cambridge (though we expect it would 
phrase the sentiment less lamely). From 
July 15 through 30, the Zeitgeist will host 
“Yo! What Happened to Peace?”, a pro- 
peace, anti-war, anti-occupation traveling 
poster show headed up by Los Angeles 
artist and activist John Carr. An expanded 
version of an exhibition that Carr curated in 
Tokyo, “Yo!” will go to New York for the 
Republican Convention after its stint in 
Inman Square. 

Zeitgeist director Alan Nidle is 
encouraging Boston-area artists to submit 
to the show, and he’s not necessarily 
limiting the work to posters. “I don’t want 
to put any serious guidelines on it. | want 
to open it up as wide as possible.” 

As of now, the show includes work by Eric 
Drooker, who’s done art for Rage Against the 
Machine as well as a number of New Yorker 
covers, as well as Kiku Yamaguchi and 
Shepard Fairey, who have worked with Mos 
Def and Black Eyed Peas. One poster shows 
the ubiquitous McDonald’s M upside down 
against a red background in an inverted 
golden W with, underneath, the phrase 
“I’m Bombin It.”

@ Feijoo festival: Lorna in New 
York, Lorna and Lorena in Boston 


It hasn’t been a bad week and a half for Boston Ballet principal 
Lorna Feijéo. As if dancing Odette/Odile in four performances of 
the company’s Swan Lake (with her husband, principal Nelson 
Madrigal, as Siegfried) weren't enough, she was invited by New 
York City Ballet to do the Merrill Ashley lead role in its three 
spring-repertory performances of George Balanchine’s Ballo della 
Regina. Writing in the May 15 New York Times, Anna Kisselgoff 
described the performance Feijéo gave with San Francisco 
principal Gonzato Garcia as “fabulous” and said that their Ba//o 
was “not to be missed.” And writing in the May 19 Boston 
Globe, Christine Temin said that Feij6o and Madrigal 
“triumphed” in Swan Lake. This past Saturday, moreover, Lorna 
got to share her Swan Lake role with her sister Lorena, who's a 
principal at San Francisco Ballet, with Lorna doing Odette and 
-Lorena taking Odile. 

Boston Ballet principals don’t get invited to guest with New 
York City Ballet every day. In fact, NYCB hardly has guest artists 
at all, but this spring, as part of its Balanchine Centennial 
celebration, the company is bringing in artists associated with 
the companies that Balanchine helped nurture. Merrill Ashley, 
on whom Balanchine set Ba//o della Regina, was here last 
September for a week of coaching Boston Ballet, and she 
recommended Feijéo for NYCB’s Ba//o. (Boston Ballet itself 
performed Ballo last spring, with Ashley here to set it, but Feijéo 
didn’t join the company till September.) 

| caught Feijéo’s final Ballo a week ago 
Tuesday, when she confirmed Kisselgoff’s good 
report. The Times headline read, “Two Guests 
Uncover a Different Side of Balanchine,” but as 
Kisselgoff states in the review, “Even in 
Balanchine’s time it was possible to dance his 
ballets in different ways without betraying him,” 
and the contrasted performances of Tchaikovsky 
Pas de Deux displayed in PBS’s American 
Masters: Balanchine documentary make that 
abundantly clear. Kisselgoff says of Feij6o and 
Garcia that “their style is not standard 
Balanchine. It is more muscular and romantic.” 
But why is that not standard? Who could be 
more muscular than Edward Villella? Or more 
romantic than Suzanne Farrell? Ashley’s 
strength and speed and amplitude are the 
standard for Ballo; Feij6o doesn’t have Ashley’s 
amplitude, but on Tuesday she compensated 
with even more speed and a teasing spontaneity. 
At the end of the polka, she was butterfly-light 
and fluid in landing those little tours on pointe 
in fifth position; she also flowed through the 
tours in arabesque with the arm flung out, and 
after the Spanish national anthem had turned 
into a circus galop, she seemed to piqué-step 
out stage right even faster than Ashley, if that’s 
possible. Garcia contributed a noble elevation 
and an uplifted carriage that made her look 
taller, and he matched her in bravura if not 
quite in personality. 

The “Italian Evening,” a tribute to NYCB 
principal conductor Hugo Fiorato (who’s nearing 
90 and still vigorous in the pit), was filled out 
by Square Dance and La Sonnambula. Set to 
Vivaldi and Corelli, the former registers more 
like European than American square dancing, 
and without the caller (which Balanchine 
removed for the 1976 revival), it can seem:a 
little straight-faced. Yvonne Borree and 
Sébastien Marcovici didn’t overcome that 
problem, though her feet did indeed go wickety- 
wack and he’s another strong-upper-body 
dancer. La Sonnambula brought Wendy Whelan 
as an unsettlingly robotic Sleepwalker, a far cry

from Karen Scalzitti and Susanna Vennerbeck in the 1993 
Boston Ballet production, but also Peter Boal, always expressive 
and always welcome, as the Poet. It was tempting to imagine 
Feij6o as a subtly subversive lead in those ballets as well. 
Casting the same ballerina as Odette and Odile is a tradition 

that may go back to opening night in 1877 (Odile is uncredited 
on the poster). It makes sense: Siegfried falls for Odile because 
she reminds him of Odette, maybe even because he thinks she’s 
Odette sexed up and come to celebrate his birthday. Otherwise, 
he’s just running after another woman, the way the Poet does in 
Sonnambula. Still, a performance with sisters in the two roles is 
an opportunity not to be missed. Even though they appeared to 
be the same height at the curtain call, Lorena seems taller than 
Lorna, with longer legs. She’s less yielding in her carriage; when 
she and Sabi Varga as Rothbart ran on stage Saturday night, she 
issued a challenge, not an invitation. There was temptation in 
the way she held her shoulders back, -but for the most part she 
used her eyes rather than her body.

Brass 
fanfares of a Spanish nature erupt; a 
chorus salutes the holy war’s soldiers, who 
are to receive their due in Heaven. As this 
triumphal music collapses, the mezzo 
foresees that the enemy will rule “from the 
backs of your fallen.” 

The second part of America opens with 
more unsettled harmonics. The mezzo 
repeats “On earth, we shall burn” to a 
melody of almost childish naiveté. It is the

SATURDAY THROUGH MONDAY: What's the Memorial Day holiday good for if not a three-day street-punk and hardcore marathon at a rented 
hall? The sponsor for this weekend's In-fest (say it all at once: “Not in with the out crowd”) is the tiny Boston punk label FNS, an upstart 
imprint that got its start as an occasional publisher of photocopy-and-staples ‘zines (it’s issued scatological comix and a couple collections 
of Rat-era flyers and contributed a Boston-scene report to Maximum Rock N Roll). But FNS has corralled a nice chunk of local and regional 
talent. Saturday's headliners include vets Toxic Narcotic, Tommy and the Terrors, the Blue Bloods, and Defcon 4. On Sunday, Out Cold top a 
bill that also features Seth “Anal Cunt” Putnam’s You're Fired (so named long before The Apprentice), Thumbs Up, horror punks 
Mourningside, the Chubs (featuring Gang Green and Jerry’s Kids alums), Confront, and the Profit$. And Monday brings a hooligan’s holiday 
with a reunion of ’90s straight-edge faves Proclamation as well as sets from Righteous Jams and R’N’R (a pair of hardcore bands with 
adrenalized classic-rock fetishes), Mental, Say Goodbye, and 20-to-1. All three shows run from 10 a.m. to midnight and include a free veggie 
buffet; proceeds from the gigs benefit a half-dozen local charities including the Boston Rape Crisis Center and the Bridge over Troubled 
Waters homeless-outreach program.

Snappy Dance Theater’s offbeat choreography, which 
_includes evocative images and movement drawn from the 
circus, athletics, and gymnastics as well as studio 
technique, it seems fitting that the two would combine in 
a dance piece. And indeed, 7he Temperamental Wobble, 
a piece inspired by Gorey, will have its world premiere 
next weekend when Snappy performs at the Cutler 
Majestic Theatre under the auspices of the FleetBoston 
Celebrity Series, which commissioned the work. 

Snappy director Martha Mason traces her fascination 
with Gorey back to a birthday gift two years ago. “One of 
my dancers, Sean Kilbridge, gave me a book by Gorey. 
Sean is a long-time fan. There was an immediate 
connection for me. I'm always interested in building 
audiences. |'m hoping that Gorey fans who do not attend 
dance concerts will come and that dance fans who don’t 
know Gorey will find out about his rich imagination, dry - 
wit, and absurdly dark sense of humor.” 

Mason did not ask the Gorey estate for rights, since 
Snappy is not actually setting his stories to dance, except 
for The Gashlycrumb Tinies, his alphabet of dead 
children who meet their ends in various ways (“Fanny, 
smothered under a rug”; “Hector done in by a thug”), 
which will be narrated along with the choreography. 
“Although | didn’t need.permission, it was important to 
me to have their blessings. It’s important to the co- 
executors of the Gorey estate that anything pertaining to 
him be done with integrity.” Snappy commissioned an 
original score for the piece by German composer Michael 
Rodach. 

Snappy is a company of seven dancers including 
Mason that creates new work by the collaborative 
method. “Everybody submits movement and conceptual 
ideas in rehearsal. People shout ideas; we brainstorm 
together. The overall concept is mine; | share it with 
them and they help me to realize it. | always work this 
way.” Mason, who has been in Boston since 1993, 
studied at Mount Holyoke College, danced in New York, 
and then attended three week-long choreography 
workshops given by members of Pilobolus. “They 
introduced me to the collaborative method of 
choreography and my attraction for finding non- 
traditional dance movement.” 

Mason adds that she wants Snappy’s audiences “to be 
emotionally moved. | start with the visual. Something has 
to be visually stunning. Halfway through the creation of 
the dance, we understand what's happening, but rarely is 
there a linear plot.” The Gorey piece will be part of the 
repertory performed in Japan in August when the 
company sets out on its first international tour. “We'll 
perform the part of the Gorey piece there that's based on 
his story ‘The Lavender Leotard.’ ”

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Almost perfect 


The Great High Mountain tour 


he name of 2002’s “Down from the Mountain” tour alluded 

to more than the Appalachian and rural dogpatch roots of 
the songs its musicians, a slice from the peak of today’s 
contemporary bluegrass and old-time music scene, performed. 
It implied that this music, from gospel tunes to profane 
drinking numbers, has a standing in American culture akin to 
the missives Moses brought back from Sinai, and that a 
cappella spirituals like “Po Lazarus” g 
are profound, basic, and timeless 
treasures awaiting rediscovery. 

Now that rediscovery seems well 
under way. A sequel roadshow, the 
“Great High Mountain Tour,” pulls into 
FleetBoston Pavilion this Memorial 
Day. It’s the latest in a chain of events 
that began with the 2000 success of 
the soundtrack to the Coen Brothers 
film O Brother, Where Art Thou?, 
which sold six million copies. To 
celebrate that CD, producer T-Bone 
Burnett and his collaborator, the 
singer-songwriter and Dylan confidant 
Bob Neuwirth, organized the first 
“Down from the Mountain” concert as 
a one-off at Nashville’s Ryman 
Auditorium in 2000. (Burnett and 
Neuwirth met as musicians on Dylan’s 
1975 “Rolling Thunder Revue” tour.) 
Then came a film and a soundtrack of 
that event, and their traveling 
spinoffs. This year’s line-up has 
Grammy-winning contemporary bluegrass queen Alison Krauss 
joined by dobro master Jerry Douglas and the reigning bluegrass 
patriarch Ralph Stanley, Norman and Nancy Blake, the harmony 
singing Cox family, the Reeltime Travelers, young new gospel- 
blues sensations Ollabelle, Co/d Mountain soundtrack architect 
Tim Eriksen (a Massachusetts native), and many others. 

“Interest in this kind of music was already building 
underground for two or three years when we struck a nerve with 
O Brother,” says Burnett over the phone from his Los Angeles 
office. Burnett remains the overseer of the “Mountain” tour, 
which he calls “a movable Louisiana Hayride,” alluding to the 
Shreveport-based live radio program that gave Elvis Presley, 
Johnny Cash, June Carter, Hank Williams, and other stars an

early-career push in the 1950s. 

So why is a sound minted nearly a century ago enjoying such 
popularity? “This music is imperfect. You hear so much perfect 
music these days that perfection has become a second-rate 
idea. A lot of people are tired of being sold this perfect music. 
That’s why kids are going back to ’70s hard rock, too. Music 
that’s imperfect has a sense of joy in it and a sense of 
invincibility in the people who make it. And | think people want 
to experience that again.” 

In other words, the very imperfection of a time-pitted voice 
like Ralph Stanley’s or the sometimes rough but glorious ~ 
harmonies of Ollabelle is what makes those performers, and 
others like them, perfect examples of the beauty that humans 
can achieve without the sanitation of 
studio trickery like electronic pitch 
correction and overdubbing. Krauss’s 
performances are equally prized, 
though her down-home approach is 
blessed with near-flawless virtuosity. 

Burnett, who along with Neuwirth 
drafted the performers for the 
‘current tour and organized their 
presentations into roughly 10- 
minute segments along the lines of a 
rough “emotional continuity,” hopes 
listeners “come to an understanding 
of what this music is about. Some of 
the songs on stage go back 300 
years, to the arrival of the colonists 
in New England, and we've 
structured the show So the 
musicians can do their own music 
and then jam with other players 
outside their usual style, and that’s 
one of the places where the crossing 
rivers and tributaries get revealed.” 

~ Burnett also reveals that he’s 
returning to his own roots as a singer-songwriter, a career the 
native Texan started in 1972, roughly 13 years before he 
began producing albums for artists like Roy Orbison, Elvis 
Costello, and Counting Crows. It’ll be his first solo CD since 
1992’s The Criminal Under My Own Hat (Columbia). “I’ve 
been working on it over the last two years, but | really need to 
take some time to go into the studio and finish, which I’m 
planning,.to do in July,” he says, after the “Great High 
Mountain Tour” has concluded.

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WEDNESDAY: In just its first few pages, James Frey's 
harrowing memoir A Million Little Pieces (just out in an 
Anchor paperback) rips the face off the addiction- 
recovery genre. In fact, the author’s own face has been 
nearly ripped off. At the age of 23, he un-blacks-out on a 
plane without any recollection of the past two weeks; his 
nose is broken, as are most of his front teeth, there’s a 
gaping hole in his cheek, and he’s covered in vomit, piss, 
and blood. In clipped, blunt, violent prose, Frey recounts 
his slow, physically and emotionally agonizing march

toward sobriety during six weeks at Minnesota’s Hazelden 
rehab center while attempting to piece together the 
details of a decade’s worth of ravenous self-destruction. 
Gus Van Sant — who has expressed interest in the movie 
rights — has likened A Million Little Pieces to the work of 
Dave Eggers and David Foster Wallace, and Frey seems to 
regard himself as something like the Hemingway, or 
maybe the Dante, of the crack pipe. His account of getting 
a root canal without the benefit of painkillers is 
excruciating to read, and his determination to go clean 
without the sacrosanct 12-step program seems heroic, but 
his prose is stridently anti-romantic, focusing instead on 
the shame and grief of what he’s wasted and the simple 
pleasures of becoming un-numbed. Frey reads from and 
signs the book at 7 p.m. at WordsWorth, 30 Brattle Street 
in Harvard Square; call (617) 354-5201. 
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n 1986, the World Wrestling Federation was in its golden age: 

Jesse Ventura was still tangling not with the two major parties 
but with George “The Animal” Steele, and the WWF's Saturday 
Main Event featured the likes of the Iron Sheik and Randy 
Savage and Hulk Hogan and “Rowdy” Roddy Piper and King 
Kong Bundy.

The other day, BLOWW co-founder Mucho Sexo called the 
Phoenix to explain. 
“What happened 
was my band, 
Sexual Fudge, was 
playing a festival in 
Southampton, 
sometime in the late 
90s. | had some 
bad deviled eggs, so 
| had to go to the 
first-aid tent, and | 
met a nurse who had 
no interest in 
helping anyone.” 
This, by chance," was 
BLOWW’'s other co- 
founder, who goes 
by the name Nurse 
Agony. “She was 
nursing a beer, | 
think. Then these 
two ladies got pissed 
at each other and a 
fight broke out. We 
had a flash and 
thought, ‘This is a 












































people would enjoy 
watching this on stage.’ 
Further investigation reveals that BLOWW had its roots in the 
Kalamazoo Precinct of Women Wrestlers, a DIY troupe that 
included such characters as Jane Gretzky, the Maneater, and 
Midge Vicious and tangled to the sounds of a live punk band 
called the Clap. By 2001, KAPOWW was gigging at Ladyfest 
and the Village Voice’s Siren Festival; it once played to a crowd 
that included Pantera’s Phil Anselmo. Besides the allure of a 
more provocative acronym, relocation to Boston also held out 
the promise of an audience that had already proved friendly to 
the likes of Kaiju Big Battel and Punk Rock Aerobics. “We’d 
seen Kaiju,” says Sexo, “and what we wanted to do was be 
Kaiju’s cooler older brother who buys it cigarettes and porn.” 
The BLOWW set-up is decidedly lo-fi: the combatants perform

on a wrestling mat, with Sexual Fudge, a hair-metal trio, 
performing the soundtrack. “I’ve heard us described as ‘butt 
rock,’ ” Sexo acknowledges, but then — in true drunken-mogul 
fashion — he has trouble recalling most of his own song titles. 
“We have one called, uh, ‘Meatloaf in the Night.’ And there’s one 
called ‘Drag Queen’ that the kids seem to like. I’m not usually in 
the highest state of sobriety, so I’m not too clear on the set list.” 

Sexo. is equally hazy on the names of BLOWW’s wrestlers, but 
with the help of Nurse Agony, | was able to piece together a 
partial roster. There’s Miss Ann Thropic, a beauty-pageant 
queen who's lost her crown; Muffy Winters, a cheerleader whose 
perkiness tends to annoy her comrades; and a North Shore gal 
called the Skank. There’s also Gunnie Locks (or Guzzlie Locks, 
depending on who 
you ask), who 
“reminds us of 
Goldielocks,” Sexo 
says. “She guns a 
beer before she 
wrestles. She hangs 
out in the woods 
with bears.” She 
wrestles bears? 
“No, she sticks to 
the ladies for some 
reason. But she was 
raised wrestling 
bears.” 

Sexo continues, 
“We have a 
creative-writing 
teacher,” referring, 
unfortunately, not 
to a script doctor 
but to a wrestler. 
“The last match 
was her against the 
volleyball coach of 
the school she 
teaches at — ah, 
what’s the name of 
it? The Bill Buckner Middle School up in, uh, | can’t remember 
where it is. But they were fighting over funding for their 
programs. Budget cuts and all, you know how it is.” 

David Kleiler, who hired the group to play a benefit for the 
Boston Underground Film Festival not long ago, gives the act 
a hearty, B-movie thumbs up. Sexo simply calls BLOWW “a 
three-ring circus of awesomeness. We've used enemas, but 
there’s no nudity, no mud or jello. It’s much kinkier when 
women just kick each other's asses to rock and roll.”

Playing the 
Fielding 


Tom Jones becomes a musical 


n the garden shed of romance, is there a rake more 


frequently employed than Tom Jones? Henry Fielding’s

mid-18th-century libertine 
was shocking in his day and 
has managed to appall and 
attract successive genera- 
tions. Now North Shore Music 
Theatre is betting that Tom 
Jones: The Musical, which 
has its American premiere at 
the Beverly arena this 
Tuesday, will set hearts 
aflutter and toes a tapping 
toward the box office. But will 
today’s audiences care about 
a bed-hopping rogue born on 
the wrong side of the blanket 
who eventually finds true 


love? “He’s a cad,” admits director Gabriel Barre (whose 
last NSMT credit was the 2003 Memphis). “But what's 
wonderful about him, and one reason the audience invests 
in him as a character, is that it’s easy to see oneself in 


him.” 


The new Jom streamlines the 900-plus-page Fielding 
novel and adds music by George Stiles, composer of the 
Olivier Award-winning Honk!, and book and lyrics by Paul 
Leigh. An earlier version of the show was presented in 
England in 1995, and recently a revised one was 
workshopped in Toronto, where it caught the attention of 
NSMT producers. This is the third collaboration for the 
composer and the librettist, Brits who have been 
specializing in the neo-classical period and earlier times 
(Moll Flanders, The Three Musketeers). “You're just drawn 
to a story because it’s a good story to tell,” says Stiles from 
his London base. “The difficult thing is trying to write it so 
he isn’t completely harmless from the outset. Tom Jearns 
that you don’t have to do the right thing, but you have to 
be seen doing the right thing. {It’s not particularly 


palatable, but it’s truthful.” 


Leigh adds, “The problem with adapting this long, 
rambling, picaresque novel is that things happen to the 
character rather than him making things happen. We tried 
to make him more in control of his destiny.” 

Although all parties involved admit to having had seen 
the 1963 movie version, which starred a very charismatic 
Albert Finney, they insist that Tony Richardson’s Oscar 
winner (for Best Film and Best Director) casts no shadow, 
though some themes proved immutable. “When you’re 
dealing with sexual repartee, one is drawn to the obvious,” 
says Stiles. “It’s a story about fundamental instincts.” 

Given a cast and orchestra each comprising 13 
members, NSMT’s theater-in-the-round will be hopping as 
Barre plans to keep the ensemble on stage throughout. 
“This adds to the fun because it’s an intimate environ- 
ment, and the audience will literally feel part of the 
action.” Another innovation is that the actors — not a 
sound person — will provide sound effects. Everything 
from galloping horses to clanking swords. “Characters will 
be slamming doors that aren’t there, but audiences will be 
hearing them. It’s one of the ways we attempt to enliven 
even further the element of farce in the show.” 

One special effect that’s absolutely genuine is the 
attractiveness of the leading man, David Burnham, who 
replaced Donny Osmond in the 1990s touring production 
of Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat. By 
writing a character who is willing to exploit his good looks, 
Fielding subverted the common wisdom of his era that 


beauty equaled goodness. 


“He learns his appearances are a blessing and a curse,” 
Barre says of Tom, “and he has to dig into himself to grow. 
Hopefully, we present the character with all his com- 
plexities, because, despite his appearance, he’s not a/ways 
good.” For his part, Burnham couldn't be more delighted 
about the challenges of the role. “You can’t imagine how 
much fun I’m having,” he laughs. “| get to make out with 
five different women — what could be more fun than 


that?”

Apollonia 


The delicious surprises of Albanian cuisine -

afé Apollonia is Boston’s only de- 

nominated Albanian restaurant 

(Anthony Athanas of Anthony’s 
Pier 4 is reportedly part Albanian), but 
the food here is so good and moderate- 
ly priced that it would stand out in any 
category. As presented by the Hysi 
family, Albanian cuisine most closely 
resembles Greek food, only it’s even 
tastier and is spelled with extra Qs, Xs, 
and umlauts. It also looks farther east- 
ward, to Ottoman skewers and 
desserts, and north to include some 
Croatian wines and a Dalmatian-style 
baked fish. Although Albania is a small 
country, it’s ethnically complicated, 
with two dialects, at least three reli- 
gions, and a long-time diaspora in Sici- 
ly. Boston has one of the larger Alban- 
ian immigrant communities in the US, 
but it’s almost invisible, with most de- 
scendants «ffiliating with the Greek- or 
Italian-American communities. This 
restaurant also looks Greek, with 
columns and heroic statuary in niches, 
perhaps because the space was previ- 
ously a Greek-American club. 

In fact, dinner begins with what looks 
like Italian white bread, improved with 
garlic-herb olive-oil dip. Mixed- 
vegetable soup ($4.25/small; 
5.50/large) is a thick kind of mine- 
strone, flavored mostly with eggplant

and bell peppers, then onions and car- 
rots. But it would be hard to pass up the 
Apollonia Sampler ($11/one to two 
people; $14/two to four people). This 
large antipasto includes most of the 
appetizers, plus all three featured dips 
with buttery grilled pitas. “Our signa- 
ture, traditionally cultured yogurt sauce” 
dip is liptao ($6.25/a la carte). If liptao 
sounds like Liptauer cheese, you’re in 
the right ballpark, although the liptao at 
Apollonia is more like drained yogurt 
“cheese” with a little goat-cheese bite 
to it, a little lemon, and some garlic. 
The other dips are férgesé Tirane 
($8.25/a la carte), which is hot, 
creamy feta-lamb dip, and elbasani 
($7.25/a la carte), which is hot, 
creamy feta-pepper dip — all glorious 
with these pitas. You could probably 
also dip some of the eggplant caviar, 
here very garlicky. Solids on the platter 
for two included a couple of boiled 
eggs, kalamata olives, very-decent- 
for-May tomatoes, red onions, and a 
couple of prosciutto roll-ups ($7/a la 
carte), lined with lettuce and stuffed 
with more liptao. 

Amazingly enough, there are other 
appetizers not included on the sampler. 
One such is croquettes a la Apollonia 
($6.50), which are actually bruschetta- 
like baguette toasts covered with pep- 
pers, melty cheese, feta, and balsamic 
vinegar. A special appetizer one night 
was “Fest me Lofta phyllo” ($7.75), 
four triangles of phyllo layers, some 
with spinach-cheese filling, some with 
plain cheese. 

Among the main dishes, I was per-

haps most amazed by the moussaka 
($14.50), which didn’t sound like an 
Albanian special, but turned out to be 
the meatiest and most delectable mous- 
saka I’ve ever had. The dish’s tomato 
sauce lacks the familiar allspice, which 
may reflect the Macedonian and Turk- 
ish origins of some of Boston’s early 
Greek-American restaurateurs. 

A house specialty is “gebap” ($14), 
pronounced chay-bop. It’s 10 beef 
sausages not much bigger than Ameri- 
can breakfast sausages, but distinctly in 
the key of beef and mildly spiced, mak- 
ing a good synergy with a sauce of di- 
luted liptao and a salad of cold roasted 
bell peppers. A special on roasted lamb 
in yogurt sauce, “tavé kosi me mish 
qingji” ($16.75), was lots of softened 
lamb in a thick yogurt-onion sauce, 
with the most incredible breaded and 
fried triangles of polenta and embed- 
ded herbs. 

If you don’t want meat, the “veg- 
etable turli” ($13.95) is a fine assort- 
ment of vegetables baked in olive oil 
and a light tomato sauce over a terrific 
rice pilaf. (Michael Dukakis used to 
donate a similar family recipe with 
Northern Greek flavors called “tour- 
lou” to charity cookbooks.) The veg- 
etables our night were zucchini, egg- 
plant, red and green peppers, celery, 
and carrots, but this hearty casserole 
was more than the sum of its parts. 

Turli must be a Lenten dish for 
Christian Albanians. Although the ma- 
jority of Albanians are Muslim, this 
restaurant serves a number of pork 
dishes, of which we tried biftek derri 
me patata ($11.75), a couple of lean 
pork-tenderloin slices in another 
liptao-®ased cream sauce, with excel- 
lent roast potatoes and another salad of 
pickled roast vegetables. Trofté tavé 
($14.95), described as “a true Albanian 
tradition,” is a baked whole rainbow 
trout in what I would think of as a Dal- 
matian sauce of plum tomatoes, 
onions, lemon slices, and bay leaves, 
not unlike the Croatian baked fish 
served in some of the old restaurants of 
San Francisco. 

The wine list is European and Amer- 
ican, and delightfully inexpensive. A 
couple of Croatian wines, from a 
maker called FeraVino, were the hits of 





our two visits. The ’99 graSevina 
($4.75/glass; $18/bottle) is a crisp, 
lively white that goes well with the 
many yogurt-based sauces here. 
Frankovka ($20) is available only by 
the bottle, but is a light, quaffable red 
with some raspberry flavors that stand 
up to a lot of different foods. I'd like to 
get a few bottles home so I could pour 
them into large glasses. There are sup- 
posedly 54 different grape varieties 
grown in Croatia, which is what can 
happen when you have vineyards going 
in and out of production for more than 
two millennia. The original parent of 
American zinfandel is thought to be a 
Croatian grape. 

Apollonia’s desserts are exactly what 
you might predict for the cuisine of a 
country between Greece and the for- 
mer Yugoslavia. All are made with wal- 
nuts, and most have phyllo dough. My 
pick would be the torte de bauch 
($5.75), layers of honey-soaked cake, a 
kind of soft Italian meringue that looks 
like whipped cream, and walnuts. 
“Nutty galaktoboureko” ($3.75) is like 
the Greek galaktoboureko, except that 
I couldn’t find the custard, so the fill- 
ing is dense with nuts and honey and a 
touch of cinnamon, rolled up in a phyl- 
lo. The baklava ($2.50) is typically fla- 
vored, but twice as big as usual. 

We had the same enthusiastic wait- 
ress both visits, a new hire, who was 
also of Albanian background and ex- 
cited to be serving the food of her 
heritage. Despite the Greek trim- 
mings, the color scheme breaks from 
the Greek blue and white with crim- 
son tablecloths, carpet, and cushions. 
There is some jazz background music, 
and a little noise from a wide street 
west of Roslindale Square. I’m not so 
sure about the blue Christmas lights 
around the room. But mostly I am 
surprised that Albanian immigrants 
have kept this food a secret in their 
homes around Boston for more than 
90 years. I know of only one Albanian 
cookbook in print in English, and it 
was written by people in Montreal. | 
hope some readers will take their 
grandparents to Café Apollonia and 
see what memories are aroused. (|

Very cool 
dinner spot for young Korean-Americans where 
they get a style of noodles so long they're served 
with kitchen scissors, either in big bowls of soup 
or with a unique black-bean-onion sauce and 
lots of fresh seafood. You also want the seafood 
scallion pancake, some permutation of the 
homemade dumplings, and probably one of the 
spicy-sweet-sour dishes of deep- 
fried morsels. The menu lists 
more familiar Korean food like 
bibimbab and bulgogi, but hardly 
any Japanese food. The differ- 
ence really is freshness and 
speed 

CAFE BELO, 181 Brighton Ave 
(Brooks Plaza), Boston, (617) 
783-4858. $4-$10, depending on 
amount. Cafeterias are popular in 
Brazil, and so are spit-roasted 
churrascaria meats. This big, 
plain room has both: a buffet 
table of meat-'n’-taro Brazilian 
faves, and a guy slicing fresh 
roast pork and linguicga onto your 
plate. It's all $4.50 per pound 
Nothing fancy, but the Brazilian 
expats and Allston college kids here are getting 
the best deal in the hemisphere. 

CAMINO REAL, 48 Harvard Ave., Allston, (617) 
254-5088. $7-$19. Don't let its location on the 
map confuse you: Colombian food is mountain 
food, not spicy stuff. It's mostly meat-and-pota- 
toes, and most gringos love it at first bite. At 
Camino Real, don't miss the soups, the tostones 
(plantain chips), the empanadas, the chicken a 
la criolla, or the “rice with shrimp.” And bring a 
serious appetite 

GRASSHOPPER, 1 North Beacon St., Allston 
(617) 254-8883. $7-$10. Vegan dining reaches 
new heights of elegance and excellence in this 
Chinese-Vietnamese restaurant entirely without 
meat stock, fish sauce, oyster sauce, or shrimp 
paste. Don't miss vegi-"beef” with Chinese broc- 
coli, the vegetarian dumplings, spicy curry 
lemongrass anything, or the “house nest” of 
fresh fried taro with five kinds of fake meat and 
just as many real vegetables 

JASMINE BISTRO, 412 Market St., Brighton 
(617) 789-4676. $12-$24. A little Brighton store- 
front re-creates the high Continental cuisine of 
an earlier era in charming surroundings; the glo- 
betrotting chef's resumé includes stints in Paris 
and at Café Budapest, and his tablecloths were 
made by hand in Baluchistan. The menu rotates 
creamy, rich classics (stroganoff, tournedos 
rossini) with more spare Mediterraneana. Nicely 
priced wine list. Tons of personal attention from 
the waiters, who are his sons 

PHO QUE HUONG, 122-126 Harvard Ave., All- 
ston, (617) 254-9690. $6-$12. Vietnamese and 
Chinese, with some promising fusions, Pho Que 
Huong is one of the nicest, cheapest Asian 
restaurants in a neighborhood full of just those 
Hungry parties may want to order an extra dish 
or two, especially of the fresh spring rolls, beef 
with lemongrass, or the seafood mediey with 
vegetables. And keep an eye on the live seafood 
tanks. 

SOHO, 386 Market St., Brighton, (617) 562- 
6000. $10-$17. Big, modern dating bar/nightclub 
with the heart and kitchen of a modern Irish pub. 
Our picks are seafood — jumbo crab cakes and 
seared sea scallops — and save room for excel- 
lent desserts, such as millionaire shortcake and 
the terrine of sorbets.

Which is all the more reason to get excited about that rare exception to the 
rule. Leave it to Trader Joe’s, the prepackaged-food folks who brought you peanut- 
butter-filled pretzel nuggets, to offer a frozen pad Thai dish that rolls the dice and 


comes up “snake eyes.” 


Surely, they’re known 


Authentic Thai? No — not even close. But for $1.99, you get a nicely spiced (if 
a bit on the sweet side) vegan rice-noodle bow! that’s ready to eat in less than five 
minutes, and is topped with scallions, crushed peanuts, and tofu. We just wish the 
portion size was a bit bigger; one bowl contains what would normally pass for a side 
dish in most restaurants. But as a side dish or on its own, Trader Joe’s pad Thai 
makes a decent lunch or dinner on the go... with not a smidgen of gravy in sight.

Join the take-out revolution 


Once upon a time, take-out joints specialized. Maybe it was due to space constraints, 
but you knew you could call up your favorite take-out joint and someone would de- 
pendably take your order for falafel or wings or pizza, and post it in the kitchen with 
all the other orders for falafel or wings or pizza. But Pizzatalia is not an old-fashioned 
take-out spot. Its modest checkerboard-tile waiting area is deceptive; the kitchen 
stretches back and covers 1000 square feet. (Plus, there’s an additional room behind 
the kitchen that owner Bauram Karagul plans to fill with tables.) 

In that kitchen on any given day, five cooks rush, reach, skid, and scramble be- 
tween the fryer, fridge, sandwich-stuffings bar, and oven in response to the perpetual 
influx of orders. And given the extensive menu, it’s little wonder these guys slip, slide, 
and execute hairpin turns with the concentration of a hockey team in overtime. 

While one of the cooks sprinkles goat cheese on a fluffy spinach salad ($5.75), 
another is busy assembling tuna salad, artichokes, olives, tomato slices, and Ameri- 
can cheese on a giant disk of pita bread, which he then proceeds to roll up, wrap- 
style ($5.95). Yet a third is busy at the grill scrambling onions, which will eventually 
appear on someone's chicken-kebab plate ($7). The one station not on view is the 
pizza table, where the 18 specialty pies and calzones — from Philly cheese steak 
($7.95/small; $10.95/large) to Buffalo chicken ($7.95/$10.95) — are crafted. If one 
of the kitchen’s custom designs doesn’t suit you, you can mix and match from 40 
scrumptious options — including seven different cheeses ($4.95/small; $7.95/large; 
$1/topping on smali; $1.50/topping on large). 

Dessert, you ask? With close to a pint of soft-serve frozen yogurt fetching only 
$2.25, it’s the most cost-effective frosty treat for your money.

The most modern Spanish tapas place in the city 
may also be the most authentic: there really are 
no dinners per se, and the food is tuned salty 
and small to complement the dry sherries of 
Spain.

Try the corn 
pudding to start. The wait is long but worth it

Superette lurks this den of pure East Somerville 
underworld cool.

BLUE GINGER, 583 Washington St., Wellesley, 
(781) 283-5790. $19-$28. Ming Tsai’s celebrity 
hasn't ruined Blue Ginger, just made it a little 
harder to get in. The real mark of class is superi- 
or service that makes everyone comfortable and 
confident with the unfamiliar menu. Once you're 
in, stick with the signature Asian-fusion dishes 
like the foie gras shumai and the spectacular 
Chilean sea bass, since some of the experi- 
ments are over-cheffed.

Fahrenheit 9/11 lights it up 


ever mind the red-carpet glitz and the 
ING is acta soirées; they’re so “been 

there, done that” for regulars of the 
Cannes International Film Festival. There 
was but one conversational concern at this 
year’s fest, the obsession of practically all, 
from whatever country: how to get those 
war criminals ejected from the White 
House. The 57th Cannes Film Festival, May 
12 through 23, was all about Bush-and- 
Cheney loathing, and it’s therefore logical 
that Michael Moore’s Fahrenheit 9/11, a 
poison pie in the face of our stupid-white- 
man chief executive, won both the 
International Critics (FIPRESCI) prize and 
the coveted Palme d’Or. The latter was 
given by Cannes’s Official Jury,.which had 
Quentin Tarantino as its president. 

Earlier, many speculated as to how 
Tarantino’s geek tastes might affect the 
awards. Would the Kill Bill helmer lean on 
his jury to reward a hyper-violent Asian 
action picture or an anime feature with the 
Palme d’Or? Or would the jury balk and 
choose something very left-wing and politi- 
cally correct? My guess (I wasn’t at the 
meetings) is that compromise reigned. 
Tarantino secured a very nice Grand Prix 
second prize for his South Korean favorite, 
Park Chan-Wook’s Old Boy, a time-bending, 
kinetic, “noir” revenge tale featuring sizzling 
digital visuals. In turn, he agreed to endorse 
Fahrenheit 9/11 for its energy and chutzpah 
rather than its didacticism. 

According to indieWIRE, Moore told 
reporters that Tarantino had taken him 
aside to say, “We want you to know that 
the politics of your film had nothing to do 
with this award — you were given the 
award because you made a great film.” 

Certainement, Quentin. 

In France, Moore has been regarded as a 
Buddha-bellied demi-god since premiering 
Bowling for Columbine at Cannes 2002. The 
first public-screening of Fahrenheit 9/11 
brought a 20-minute ovation of stomping 
and cheering, the tuxedo’d crowd of several 
thousand acting up like Sox fans, with 
George W. standing in for the Yankees. The 
Palme d’Or victory proved equally popular. 
Who wasn’t with Moore when he declared, 
jubilantly accepting the prize, “You will 
ensure that the American people will see this 
movie!” That is: screw’you, Disney Studios, 
for refusing to allow your Miramax sub- 
sidiary to distribute it in the USA. 

Was Fahrenheit 9/11 the best picture in 
Competition? My vote: would have gone 
either to Wong Kar-Wai’s elegant, opulent 
2046, a Hong Kong-set sci-fi love story, 
Josef von Sternberg meets Philip K. Dick, 
or to Agnés Jaoui’s Comme une image, a 
witty Gallic tale about the uneasy relation- 
ship of a self-absorbed French writer and 
his needy, overweight, adult daughter. The 
former was left out of the awards altogeth- 
er, despite the transcendent cinematogra- 
phy and sensual performances from Tony 
Leung and Zhang Ziyi as a Last Tango-like 
couple. The latter won a deserved Best 
Screenplay and was bought for American 
distribution by Sony Classics. 

So what’s Fahrenheit 9/11 about? It’s a 
sprawling, often haphazardly organized 
attack on Bush’s non-elected presidency, 
for which Moore’s zealous researchers have 
tracked down all kinds of footage showing 
George W. as a consummate nincompoop. 
This movie isn’t a “Bush is smarter than 
you think” documentary. Here, he’s an even 
more dimwitted, callous frat boy than his 
enemies can imagine, whether smirking and 
being goofy and infantile seconds before 
announcing the war on Iraq or ending a 
somber political speech by, in one swirl, 


turning to the golf course behind him and 
yelping, “Watch this drive!” Most astonish- 
ing: Moore has located a September 11 
home movie of Bush in the moments after 
he found out, from the Secret Service, that 
the second plane had hit the Twin Towers. 
For seven Warholian minutes, our president 
continued to listen to elementary-school 
children read My Pet Goat. 

Will the Kerry campaign have the sense to 
make use of clips from Fahrenheit 9/11? 
Wouldn’t blue-collar undecided and even 
evangelical Christian voters be disturbed by 
Bush’s smarmy talk to rich Republicans, 
whom he describes, decadently, as “the 
Haves and Have More . . . my base”? I did 
meet at Cannes some nay-sayers to Moore’s 
documentary, including annoyed Serbian 
critics who labeled it “not a serious; well- 
made film” and a 26-year-old American 
critic who thought it far too skewed against 
Bush, whom he admitted to having voted for 
in the 2000 election. And there was the 


. always idiosyncratic Jean-Luc Godard, who 


hadn’t seen Fahrenheit 9/11 but haughtily 
dismissed Bowling for Columbine. He said 
during a press conference, “If you compare 
Michael Moore and John Ford, or Bowling 
for Columbine with the major films of 


Frederick Wiseman made 25 years ago, like 
Welfare, they’re two different worlds. He 
[Moore] is helping Bush in a way. Bush is 
less stupid than he thinks, or so stupid you 
can’t change him.” 

But then there were the liberal British 
journalists who told me they wish a similar 
documentary would be made at home blast- 
ing Tony Blair. And Michel Ciment, the 
outspoken editor of the French film journal 
Positif, declared that “no French filmmaker 
would dare make a film attacking [French 
president Jacques] Chirac, and, if made, 
not Cannes nor any French film festival 
would dare show it.” 


ELSEWHERE AT CANNES, the standing- 
ovation moment for true cinéastes was a live 
appearance by Michelangelo Antonioni, who 
at 91 is mostly paralyzed and unable to 
speak. With his 40ish wife holding his trem- 
bling arm, the director of Lavventura 
(1960), Leclisse (1962), and other greats 
hobbled to a theater seat to the sentimental 
sound of monumental applause. He was 
there to see a newly restored print of his 
British-made classic, Blow-Up (1966), 
along with the world premiere of a brand 
new 15-minute work, “Lo sguardo di 
Michelangelo.” This solemn, touching, 
black-and-white film arranges an encounter 
of the two Michelangelos. Antonioni, on 
camera, enters a Roman church, San Pietro 
in Vincoli, and contemplates the statues 
above him, an imposing funeral monument 
by the first Michelangelo with a titan-like 
Moses as its centerpiece. 

There were more prime treats for 
cinéastes, including a Q&A with the leg-

endary French filmmaker Philippe Garrel, 
who never travels to the USA. And a real 
crowd pleaser: a brand new version of 
filmmaker Sam Fuller’s World*War II movie 
The Big Red One, with 59 jam-packed min- 
utes that were cut out by the studio for the 
1980 release. What had been seen the first 
time as a so-so picture with some arresting 
scenes now is a major epic, an important 
Hollywood film tracing one gritty Army unit 
as it battles its way across Europe, from 
Italy to Normandy Beach to Czecho- 
slovakia, where it liberates a concentration 
camp. It wasn’t only- film critics who came 
out for this one. In France, the late 
Worcester-born cult filmmaker (Shock 
Corridor, The Naked Kiss) is well known to 
the public. In the USA, only cinema special- 
ists have heard of him. 


A QUICK ROLL CALL of some of the 40 
to 50 new films I saw this year at Cannes: 

*&** 1/2 Notre musique/Our Music. 
Jean-Luc Godard’s cinema essay is, for me, 
his best film in years. The first section 
(“Hell”) is a digitized, weirdly colored col- 
lage of scenes of violence and horror from 
unidentified genre movies. The second 
(“Purgatory”) involves a literary meeting in 
Sarajevo, the participants including Godard 
and also a distressed young Jewish woman 
trying to understand Israelis and Pales- 
tinians through the shaky reconciliation 
after the Bosnian-Serbian War. The third 
(“Heaven”) offers an ironic paradise guard- 
ed over by American Marines. The movie is 
typically elegiac and sometimes inscrutable, 
but, what’s not always true of Godard, it 
has tenderness and heart. 

*&*&*1/2 La nina santa/The Holy Girl. 
Argentine director Lucrecia Martel’s follow- 
up to the heralded La ciénaga (2001) is a 
byzantine, Bunuelian story of an underage 
girl chasing after a doctor who has rubbed 
his crotch against her bottom in a crowd, 
never expecting she would acknowledge him. 
Also, he’s being romantically pursued by her 
mother. And he’s married with children. 

*&*&%* 1/2 Tarnation. My favarite 
American film at Cannes was Jonathan 
Caouette’s movie autobiography of his 
impossibly crazy life as a gay Southern 
street child in and out of mental institutions 
and of his beyond-the-Friedmans fruitcake 
family. It’s Tennessee Williams melodrama 
on an $218 production budget. 

*%** Moolaade. The renowned 82- 
year-old Senegalese filmmaker Ousmane 
Sembene returns to the cinema with a pow- 
erful, necessary tale of women in a rural 
town uniting to stop the genital mutilation 
of young girls. May this fictional movie be 


- seen widely in every relevant country, for it 


can change lives. 

*** House of Flying Daggers. Zhang 
Yimou’s entry into the sword-and-sorcery 
genre, with a Chinese princess being chased 
by hordes, and more hordes, of corrupt 
government troops. Ingenious battles and 
fabulous scenery, though it’s not nearly as 
moving as the film it aspires to match, Ang 
Lee’s Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon. 

*%* 1/2 La mala educacion/Bad 
Education. Pedro Almodévar’s semi-auto- 
biographical intrigue about gay doings at a 
boys’ Catholic School, and the aftermath in 
adulthood. One lad has become a famous 
film director, the other a ravished, heroin- 
shooting transvestite. Also, there’s a 
pedophiliac priest. The story is Vertigo-like, 
but it has so many cross-dressing twists, it 
becomes tiresome. 

* Diarios de motocicleta/The 
Motorcycle Diaries. This Sundance 2004 
favorite is a shallow, feel-good, pseudo- 
Marxist fable about the early days of Che 
Guevara in Argentina, before he became a 
Castroite revolutionary. Directed by Walter 
(Central do Brasil) Salles, who’s among the 
very richest men in Brazil, it’s a fraudulent 
“for the people” movie with stereotyped 
noble peasants and, even worse, a noble 
leper colony. Unfortunately, it will be a 
middlebrow superhit, this year’s Shine or

Peter Lorre’s ‘Sinister Centennial’ at the Harvard Film Archive

ny movie that Peter Lorre was in is 
worth seeing. A deft physical actor, 
Mnotorious for his irrepressible ad-lib- 

bing and trickier with cigarettes than any- 
yne, Lorre was the epitome of scene steal- 
ing. More than that, he was an actor of 
great playfulness and perception, a witty and 
warm, if troubled, soul who never stole a 
scene that didn’t need stealing but who was 
well aware that he was usually the most 
interesting thing on screen. Despite his rep- 
utation as an advanced rotter, he rarely 
played figures of unmitigated evil; his best 
roles were sympathetic losers, clever 
scoundrels, and people who couldn’t help 
doing the things they did, like his child mur- 
derer in Fritz Lang’s M (1931), which kicks 
off the Harvard Film Archive's tribute to 
Lorre, a series co-presented by the Goethe- 
Institut Boston. 

M (June | at 7 p.m. and June 2 at 9 p.m.) 
is a masterpiece, and Lorre’s tortured vocal 
and physical expressions during the famous 
scene of the murderer’s appearance before 
the court of criminals are shattering. Lorre 
was intelligent enough to avoid roles that 
exploited the fame of M. But many of his 
later characterizations take up the burdens 
he carried in that film, like the resignation to 
the fate of being human and the protest 
against monstrous injustice. 

Zanier, shorter, and more violent than its 
1956 remake, the first version of Alfred 
Hitchcock’s The Man Who Knew Too Much 
(1934; June 5 at 7 p.m. and June 7 at 
9:30 p.m.) is lit up by intense, disconnected 
moments that scatter over the film like 
firecrackers: a father reunited with his 
daughter and trying not to show his emo- 
tion before her kidnappers; a policeman 
dying (in fulfillment of a wish he’s just 
uttered in jest) with his face against a girl’s 
mattress. Lorre, as the leader of a conspira- 
cy to assassinate a European diplomat dur- 
ing the latter’s visit to London, has little to 
do, but he gives the film’s most striking and 
nuanced performance. Still round-faced 
and pudgy, as he was in M (he would lose 
weight later, in Hollywood, and keep it off 
for a while), he puts on the air of a malevo- 
lent baby, his childlike spontaneity and 
ready grin offset by two tell-tale 
signs of depraved maturity: a 
stripe of gray hair near the mid- 
dle of his forehead and a scar 
above his right eye. 

Lorre’s early Hollywood 
career included a stint in a 
short-lived series of brisk,

indignation at being slapped by Sam Spade 
(Humphrey Bogart) and his outburst of 
frustrated rage at the failure of the plot of 
the “Fat Man” (Sydney Greenstreet) are 
quintessential Lorre. 

Warners brought back Lorre and 
Greenstreet, with Bogart, in Casablanca 
(1942; June 4 at 7 p.m. and June 8 at 
9 p.m.), which limits Lorre to a brief but 
memorable bit as the man who as the pos- 
sessor of the letters of transit so crucial to 
the plot fawns over Bogart’s Rick. (“What 
right do I have to think?” he says; then, 
later, “You despise me, don’t you?”, to 
which Rick replies, “If 1 gave you any 
thought I probably would.”) 
The success of the film 
prompted the studio to 
reunite Bogart, Claude Rains, 
Greenstreet, Lorre, and direc- 
tor Michael Curtiz in another 
study in the contemporary 
mythology of France, Passage 





atmospheric low-budget mys- 
tery films in which he played a Japanese 
detective known as Mr. Moto. The first 
two, Think Fast, Mr. Moto and Thank You, 
Mr. Moto (both 1937), will play on a dou- 
ble bill on June 6 at 7 p.m. Both were 
directed by Norman Foster (whom Orson 

elles later chose to direct Journey into 
Fear), and both capture an ambivalence in 
the character that made him interesting: as 
played by Lorre, Moto is a dangerous man, 
capable of dispatching his enemies with his 
hands or a knife, motivated by deep, hid- 
den loyalties rather than by a mechanical 
idea of justice. 

Now a Warner Bros. contract player, 
Lorre opened a new phase of his career with 
The Maltese Falcon (1941; June 11 at 
7 p.m. and June 13 at 9 p.m.). In John 
Huston’s adaptation of Dashiell Hammett’s 
novel, Lorre is superb as the obviously gay 
Joel Cairo, one of several globetrotting 
misfits who wind up in San Francisco 
searching for a priceless statuette. Cairo’s 


to Marseille (1944; June 4 at 
9 p.m.). Bogart and Lorre (whose role is, 
again, small) play patriotic convicts who 
escape from Devil’s Island to come to the 
aid of their country when Germany invades 
France in 1940. The screenwriters do every- 
thing possible to make the film insane and 
ridiculous, but their efforts go unnoticed by 
Curtiz, who runs the thing aground trying 
to make it shape up as a war movie of noble 
passions. 

The Mask of Dimitrios (1944; June 12 at 
7 p.m.), an adaptation of an Eric Ambler 
novel, stars Lorre and Greenstreet as, 
respectively, a mystery writer and a black- 
mailer both seeking the notorious Dimitrios 
(Zachary Scott), whose trail of robbery, 
smuggling, espionage, and murder the pair 
follow from Istanbul to Sofia to Belgrade to 
Paris. A cast of refugees and eccentrics has 
a field day personifying the shifty, flamboy- 
ant moral atmosphere of someone’s idea of 
interwar Europe. The heavy-handed miste- 
rioso touches in Jean Negulesco’s direction 


are in keeping with the film’s shabby melan- 
choly. Lorre’s murmuring, self-depreciating 
intellectual, filled with moral outrage by his 
contact with corruption, remains in the 
mind long after Negulesco’s flickering shad- 
ows have faded in the light of day. 

The same director’s superior Three 
Strangers (1946; June 12 at 9 p.m.) links 
the fates of three people (Greenstreet, 
Lorre, and Geraldine Fitzgerald) who share 
a sweepstakes ticket. Lorre is charming and 
good-natured in the central role of a gentle, 
alcoholic weakling who, fallen among bad 
company, gets railroaded on a murder 
charge. Urged by a street flower vendor to 
buy something to make his wife happy, he 
has an excellent reply: “I haven’t got a wife, 
and if I had one, a bunch of violets wouldn’t 
make her happy.” He may not have a wife, 
but he has a devoted girlfriend (Joan 
Lorring), whose presence offers the film an 
opportunity to tilt toward a tale of love and 
redemption — an invitation it declines. The 
casting of Lorre rather than a conventional 
leading man makes the sadness in the story 
more inescapable, its outcome more unpre- 
dictable. 

The termination of Lorre’s Warner Bros. 
contract after World War II spelled trouble 
for the actor, who spent the late 1940s and 
the 1950s drifting through an odd group of 
medium-grade films. He also directed and 
starred in the extraordinary German movie 
Der Verlorene/The Lost One (1951; June 1 
at 9 p.m. and June 2 at 7 p.m.). He plays 
an obsessed research scientist whose work 
the Nazis consider so vital that they cover 
up for him when he murders his betraying 
mistress. Lorre’s elaborate, solitary per- 
formance is a tour de force of shrugs, 
shambling, distracted prowling. When not 
involved in lighting or holding cigarettes, 
his hand explores furniture, objects, and 
his mistress’s face and neck with such 
brazen independence that it seems to have 
studied acting on its own (perhaps with the 
same teacher who trained the hands in 
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WITH BOGART IN CASABLANCA: you must remember Lorre as Guillermo Ugarte, the fawning coward with the crucial letters 
of transit. 











Mad Love and The Beast with Five Fingers, 
two Lorre classics absent from this series). 

John Huston’s Beat the Devil (1954; June 
11 at 9 p.m. and June 13 at 7 p.m.) is a 
dank comedy that is also, by implication, 
one of the first end-of-Hollywood films. 
Bogart plays an adventurer who teams up 
with a multi-national gang of crooks in Italy 
to close a shady deal for an African uranium 
mine. As one of the crooks, a German 
named O’Hara, Lorre spends most of the 
film trailing behind his leader (a funny 
Robert Morley), and his ad-libbing inclina- 
tions seem held in check by Truman 
Capote’s elegant dialogue, but at least he 
has a good speech about time. Bogart gives 
a sour performance (he later repudiated the 
film as something for snobs); against expec- 
tations, the person who emerges from Beat 
the Devil with the most credit is Jennifer 
Jones, strangely cast as a romantic English- 
woman. 

In his last years on Earth, Lorre emerged 
as Vincent Price’s sidekick in three color- 
and-Scope horror comedies for American- 
International, from which the HFA has 
selected Roger Corman’s amusing The 
Raven (1963; June 5 at 9 p.m.). Price 
launches the film by intoning the first stan- 
zas of the poem of the same name, and any 
curiosity as to whether and how screen- 
writer Richard Matheson will rework Poe’s 
masterpiece into a feature-length narrative is 
squelched by the raven’s first profane utter- 
ance in Lorre’s voice. Lorre plays an ill-tem- 
pered failed magician who, changed into a 
bird by the evil Dr. Scarabus (Boris 
Karloff), harangues the kindly Dr. Craven 
(Price) into restoring his human shape. The 
three then converge in Scarabus’s castle for 
a prolonged cat-and-mouse game that cul- 
minates in a duel of magic between Craven 
and Scarabus. Of the three stars, who are all 
in good form, Lorre gets the biggest share 
of laughs with his spirited performance — 
more of a scene stealer than ever, for almost 
the last time. ii

John Dullaghan’s hagiographic documentary 
about the life and times of Charles Bukowski 
doesn't shy away from the nasty side of the 
notorious, booze-propelled author/poet (and 
some might add, misogynist). The film opens 
with slurred rants of “mother fucker” and later 
shows its subject petulantly kicking at his wife 
while branding her a “cunt” In between, publish- 
ers and friends recount the provocateur’s liter- 
ary rise through his self-depreciating (and 
socially biting) street poetry about drinking, 
also spent 12 years as a postal employee, and 
then there's Barfly, the acclaimed film based on 
his life. Although Bukowski wrote the script, 
Dullaghan’s film reveals that the scribe was not 


particularly pleased with the end result. Through — 


the archival footage (‘70s German TV and inter- 
views with Barfly director Barbet Schroeder), 
Bukoiski paints himself as less the machismo 
debaucher readers have come to revere than 
as an introverted soul who reviled his strict 
father and lost his virginity to a “300-pound 
whore.”

Yann Samuells film starts with a sweetness 
reminiscent of another French romance that 
made it big in the States, Amélie.

A SLIPPING DOWN LIFE 


Five years on the shelf, first-time director Toni 
Kalem’s 1999 adaptation of a 35-year-old Anne 
Tyler novel emerges cicada-like for its brief 
span in the theaters. Lili Taylor brings her off- 
beat talent to Evie, a lumpish loser in a North 
Carolina backwater. She's the kind of woman 
who listens to song dedications on the radio 
while gazing into a snow globe. One night, she 
catches an interview with a local talent, Bertram 
“Drumstrings” Casey (Guy Pearce), whose arro- 
gance and free-association seduce her.

The Martins take on Tennessee Williams

ennessee Williams called The Rose 
Tie “my love play to the world,” 

and Huntington Theatre Company 
artistic director Nicholas Martin has made 
it his love play to Andrea Martin, a talented 
actress more likely to be lumped with Robin 
Williams than with Tennessee. In the Tony- 
winning 1951 play, Martin, a veteran of 
SCTV and My Big Fat Greek Wedding, plays 
Serafina delle Rose, a Sicilian immigrant to 
a Gulf Coast community between New 
Orleans and Mobile. Devoutly Catholic, she 
is even more spiritually 
touched by sex with her 
husband, who is killed early 
in the play, his death shut- 
ting her down until a well- 
built, endearingly brazen 
truck driver turns up to 
make her hormones hum 
again. Doubtless, director 
Martin thought the mercu- 
rial heroine of Williams’s 
rarely revived play would 
allow the actress known for 
deft cartooning to flap her 
thespian wings. And Martin 
turns in a lovely perform- 
ance, vulnerable, funny, 
and fierce, yet life-size, that 
wrests the play from the 
lust-for-life clutches of 
Anna Magnani, with whose 
performance in the 1955 
film Serafina is most iden- 
tified (though Maureen 
Stapleton originated 
the role). 

But The Rose Tattoo is a 
very odd duck, and the 
Martins do not succeed in 
making it a swan. Lacking 
the permanence of the 
much-belabored skin art of 
the title, the play is more a 
decal than a tattoo of

it was the playwright’s 

attempt to harness the lusty innocence that 
had delighted him while traveling in Sicily 
with his long-time companion, Sicilian- 
American Frank Merlo. But the play is 
clunky in its conjuration of community — 
of a close-knit but taunting Italian enclave 
full of playing children, gossiping women, 
a resident witch, even a goat. And when it 
comes to symbols, the poor goat (white at 
the Huntington rather than black, as in the 
script, but genuine) had best get out of the 
way or be stampeded by all the others, 
from the ubiquitous roses, emblematic of 
both physical and spiritual passion, to life- 
less dress dummies, stopped timepieces, 
religious icons, constricting undergar- 
ments, and truckloads of phallic bananas. 
(Two years later, the playwright would 
burst the awkward strictures of The Rose 
Tattoo and tote his bundle of metaphor to 
the Camino Real.) 

The play’s first act consists of six short 
scenes spanning three years, during which 
Serafina is hit first by the death of her per- 
fect-lover husband and then by the news 
that she was not the only recipient of his 
perfect love. On top of that, the widow’s 
daughter, Rosa,-blossoms into a girl gradu- 
ating from high school and infatuated, 
much to her volcanic mom’s consternation, 
with a sailor. The play doesn’t spring to life 
until act two, which drops on the grieving 
and slovenly Serafina’s doorstep a banana- 


truck driver whose physique reminds her of 
her dead spouse’s. “My husband’s body,” 
she laments, “with the head of a clown!” 

It’s easy to take The Rose Tattoo as a 
folk-comic assertion that sex conquers all, 
from the girdle to the Church, though 
Williams means the play to be as life- as 
lust-affirming. Still, its strongest scenes 
comprise the lyrical-grotesque love dance 
between the aroused but suspicious 
Serafina and Alvaro Mangiacavallo (whose 
appetite-heralding name means “eat a 
horse”), the opportunistic trucker who 
intrudes on the shrine of her widowhood. 
At the Huntington, Martin is joined on the 
floor by Dominic Fumusa, who is almost 
too big for James Noone’s revolving-cottage 
set and brings to Mangiacavallo a blunt, 
eager honesty that’s more charming than 
blockheaded. Greta Storace and Ryan 
Sypek are winning too as Serafina’s clois- 
tered daughter, who wants to spread her 
sexual wings, and the sailor struggling 
against Nature to be a gent. 

Director Martin has a knack for revivals 
of large-cast American period pieces, as he 
notably displayed in Dead End. He tries to 
make The Rose Tattoo both broadly comic 
and delicate. But too often, particularly 
when the supernumeraries burst in, the play 
seems like an answer to the question, why 
does everyone revive The Glass Menagerie

Rinne Groff maps the dawn of TV

t seems fitting that The Ruby Sunrise should 
I: a play about invention, because it’s as 
inventive as anything you'll see this side of 
Alan Ayckbourn or Tom Stoppard. Not that it’s 
as calibrated as the former or as intellectually 
heady as the latter. In the end, this new play by 
Rinne Groff — a production of Trinity 
Repertory Company and Actors Theatre of 
Louisville in the second half of a doubleheader 
world premiere — seems more ingenious than 
substantive. It is, however, clever and full of 
heart — as is Trinity artistic director Oskar 
Eustis’s high-spirited production, which 
unfolds on a set by Eugene Lee in which 
Americana meets origami. 
A meditation on all-American ingenuity that 
begins in 1927 in an Indiana barn where a 
fanatical young farm girl sets out to invent tel- 
evision, Groff’s play hops to a live-television 
studio of the 1950s, the medium’s so-called 
Golden Age, to focus on the creative and 
romantic collaboration of a beleaguered writer 
and a “script girl” determined to get her 
unsung mother’s story told. Of course, the 
young woman’s mother is the thwarted inven- 
tor of the earlier drama, whose tale is eventual- 
ly recorded live in black-and-white by old-time 
TV cameras, in a version watered down by 
commercialism, censorship, timidity, cliché, 
and the McCarthy blacklist. The play’s dove- 
tailing is deft and, as it moves from weather-

beaten heartland to Philco Television 
Playhouse, its conveyance of period atmos- 
phere expert. But it’s not entirely clear what 
Groff is saying. As near as I can figure, it’s that 
compromise is, if not ideal, inevitable. But is it 
really better to have one’s dream distorted than 
to have it blow up in one’s face? 

Whatever Groff’s overarching intent, she has 
put together a fascinating story, the seed of 
which is that of little-known inventor Philo 
Farnsworth, who had a “Eureka” moment 
regarding television electronics while mowing a 
farm field. Groff turns Farnsworth into a scien- 
tifically and mechanically handy teenage girl 
named Ruby, who is positively on fire to invent 
TV. Having escaped an abusive home in 
Kentucky, she turns up on a distrustful, alco- 
holic aunt’s Indiana doorstep with a scheme 
fostered by Popular Mechanics and the notion 
that TV might change the world. Among her 
insights: the boob tube will put an end to 
armed conflict because “who could bear to see 
war right in your own living room?” 

After you mop up the irony of that, you can 
return to the high-energy spectacle of driven, 
overall-clad Ruby — who in Julie Jesneck’s 
rendering has more energy than Reddi 
Kilowatt — trying to build a cathode tube out 
of radio parts and pilfered lab equipment as 
Henry, Aunt Lois’s agriculture-student board- 
er, falls for the evangelical tinkerer. Henry, a 
polite, not-overly-ambitious 20-year-old who 
sees “fairies” rather than bioluminescence in

fireflies, just wants Ruby to slow down long 
enough for romance. 

Evidently he succeeds, at least in the short 
run, or we would not have the second part of 
The Ruby Sunrise, in which the focus shifts 
to television production assistant Lulu, who 
has a natural instinct for the nascent medi- 
um, and writer Tad Rose, whom she seduces 
into co-opting her mother’s story (which did 
not end happily), with an eye toward its per- 
sistence rather than its despair. In the 
process, Lulu has to stare down both while 
attempting to protect her monument to mom 
from the thousand callow exigencies that 
conspire to take the sheen off television’s 
Golden Age. At the climax, Groff’s two tales 
are fused, as we watch Ruby’s story filmed 
on the studio stage, defanged and with a 
bimbo heroine, dripping formulaic hope and 
looking a lot like Lassie. 

That’s a lot to get your arms around, but the 
Trinity/ATL production has long arms. Eustis 
stages both the naturalistic artd the TV-studio

sections of the play with a 
nod toward the latter, with 
stagehands bustling in and 
out to fold and rotate Lee’s 
complicated set and help the 
actors with Deborah Newhall’s apt farmland 
and °50s-chic costumes. And the actors do a 
fine job of juggling flesh-and-blood character 
with period archetype. 

Jesneck is a bit maudlin as a promising 
young actress brought low by the blacklist, but 
her Ruby is a vulnerable, twitching whirlwind 
for whom such routine acts as sitting down 
and smacking open the barn doors are small 
explosions. As Lulu, Jessica Wortham manages 
to incorporate both Rosalind Russell cool and 
the impetuous shadow of her mother. Stephen 
Thorne is touchingly square as Henry and sub- 
tly superficial as the 50s actor who plays him. 
And 25-year Trinity vet Anne Scurria dines out 
on the double casting, morphing from cynical, 
broken-hearted Aunt Lois to imperious faded- 
star-reduced-to-television Ethel Reed, clad in 
tight leopard and holding her cigarette as if it 
were a scepter. In these capable hands, Groff’s 
play is never less than entertaining. But like 
Ruby’s fever dream of television, it aspires to

he Paul Taylor Dance Company is cele- 

brating its 50th anniversary this year, 

and for a miserly three Celebrity Series 
performances at the Shubert last weekend it 
brought two different programs featuring a 
pair of new works and some choice oldies. 
Some of Taylor’s mid-to-late works look a lot 
like ordinary contemporary dance, the athlet- 
ic but formal Mercuric Tidings (1982) and 
the steamy Piazzolla Caldera (1997), for 
instance. But even these claimants to popu- 
larity don’t quite succeed in disguising his 
contrarian view of dance and people. 

In 1962, Taylor rocked the dance world 
with Aureole, a lyrical essay to selections 
from Handel concerti grossi. The five bare- 
foot dancers were dressed in white and main- 
tained formal, presentational patterns. They 
looked almost (gasp!) balletic to the modern- 
dance establishment at the American Dance 
Festival, where it premiered. 

Aureole was subversive in other ways, 
too. The women streaked over the ground 
in their little filmy skirts, suddenly fractur- 
ing their easy runs into sideways-tilted zig- 
zags, then righting themselves and continu- 
ing on. Both men were solidly built, and 
both worked against expectations: Dan 
Wagoner with a solo of ecstatic jumps and 
heel pivots, Taylor sinking and scooping 
into the space around his body like some 
great wading bird. 

The present-day Taylor dancers may not 
have the unflustered look of the originals, but 
led by the serenely balanced Michael Trus- 
novec in Taylor’s role, they gave a good 
account of a dance that long ago lost its 
innocence. Runes (1975) takes place in a 
darkly moonlit space, a setting for strange 
rituals that wouldn’t be spoken of during the 
day. As it begins, a man is lying on the 
ground. Other people make cryptic gestures 
over his body, as if it had some power that 
they needed to dispel or assimilate. 

The man on the floor isn’t really dead. He 
gets up and joins the group; later, someone 
else takes his place. Roles are exchanged by 
magic. Individuals dance desperate, earth- 
bound solos and are taken off. A man and a 
woman seem to be dancing together; then he 
begins to chase her. She scrambles away, but 
in another sudden switch he’s lying on the 
ground and she’s sitting astride his body, a 
triumphant hermaphrodite.

We don’t ever learn what these rituals are 
about, but we see that they’re essential. The 
community marks each passage with somber 
processions or circles of witness. By the end 
of the dance, everyone seems to have entered 
the body of everyone else, in a process more 
arcane and fateful than sex. 

Taylor’s new Dante Variations carries an 
epigraph from Inferno, about the “nearly 
soulless” who can’t be judged one way or the 
other. Its agonies are not as deranged as 
those of his first Purgatory dance, Scudorama 
(1963), but its characters are condemned just 
the same, to an existential acting-out of the 
impossible. Gyérgy Ligeti’s Musica ricercata, 
played on a barrel organ, wheezes through 
eccentric one-note rhythms and short-circuit- 
ed melodies as people try to dance with their 
hands or their knees tied together. A woman 
is blindfolded and has to follow the group. A 
man does a grotesque minstrel dance with a 
piece of cloth tied to one toe. 

I suspect Taylor may have toned down the 
whips-and-chains aspects of Le Grand 
Puppetier after critics read them in the light 
of the Iraqi-torture scandals that broke 
around the time of its premiere. But people 
treat each other horribly in lots of his dances; 
the scenario of master and captive isn’t a new 
theme for him. What was interesting to me 
about Le Grand Puppetier was how Taylor 
deconstructed the 1911 Stravinsky/Fokine 
ballet Petrouchka to deprive the victims of 
their reward. 

The dance, perhaps still in process, uses a 
pianola arrangement of Stravinsky’s coloris- 
tic score. Instead of following the Russian 
folk tale of a puppet who returns from the 
dead to curse the magician who controlled 
his life, Taylor’s puppet, Silvia Nevjinsky, 
gets free of her captors and rouses the entire 
community against the Emperor (Richard 
Chen See). But they have no plan for putting 
their new power to work. Maybe they’re 
careless; maybe Nevjinsky gets a little power- 
mad herself. 

While they’re celebrating, the villain sneaks 
back, to the performing bear’s music that’s 
usually heard in scene one. Somehow the 
puppet gets swallowed up in the crowd, and 
the Emperor emerges brandishing a sword, 
ready to subjugate them all over again.

Rickman is often described as “the villain 

you love to hate.” But the truth is, he 
plays villains you love to love. 

Rickman redefined the modern movie bad 
guy in his spectacular film debut, Die Hard, 
which was released in 1988 when he was 42 
and building a rich and varied theater career 
in his native England (he was the original 
Valmont in the Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany’s celebrated Les Liaisons Dangereuses). 
His Die Hard terrorist Hans Gruber, who 
leads a platoon of Eurotrash thugs through 
a hostage takeover/robbery of a Los Angeles 
skyscraper on Christmas Eve, is ruthless and 
icy. But Hans is also refined, witty, erudite, 
and, let’s not mince words here, damn sexy 
in his elegant business suit and fastidiously 
trimmed beard. It is Hans who is the pro- 
tagonist of Die Hard; hero John McClane 
(Bruce Willis) is merely,.as McClane admits, 
“the fly in the ointment” antagonizing Hans 
in his efforts to rob the Takagi company’s 
vault and then lie on a beach earning inter- 
est. 

You may get ticked off at Hans for shoot- 
ing Mr. Takagi in cold blood, but, hey, the 
only other civilian he kills in the movie is an 
obnoxious yuppie cokehead. It is difficult to 
see Hans as a monster; you keep catching 
yourself admiring his cunning and tenacity. 
And when hostage Holly McClane (John’s 
wife) insults Hans by calling him “a com- 
mon thief” and he whirls on her and 
declares, “I am an exceptional thief!”, 
Rickman tells you everything you need to 
know about the insecure person hiding 
behind the haughtiness and the big gun. 

Of his approach to his characters, 
Rickman has said that he does not judge 
them, he just plays them. And because he 
does not judge, Hans Gruber emerges as a 
man, not a Hollywood blockbuster carica- 
ture of E-vil. When he makes that 30-story 
plunge at the movie’s climax, it’s hard not to 
feel a twinge of disappointment that Hans 
has left the building. 

It’s the same way with Rickman’s Sheriff 
of Nottingham from Kevin Costner’s direly 
bloated 1991 epic Robin Hood: Prince of 
Thieves. This bad guy is so entertainingly 
insane (look, he had a really bad childhood), 
he alone seems alive on the screen. Even 
though Costner edited the Sheriff’s part to 
the bare minimum, Rickman still stole the 
movie. And then there’s the role that has 
brought him a new generation of admirers, 
the inscrutable Professor Snape in the Harry 
Potter series. In interviews, Potter author 
J.K. Rowling has said that she based Snape 
on a teacher of hers that she detested and 
that she can’t quite fathom why Snape has 
become the hero of fan fiction (much of it 
erotic). Well, it’s like this: you take 
Rickman, who doesn’t look or sound like 
anybody else (that majestic nose, that 
creamy baritone), and you take his quirky 
blend of gracefulness and intense masculini- 
ty, and you take his skill at finding the 
humanness in his characters, whether that 
humanness is good, bad or ambiguous, and 
then you put all that in a long black wig and 
a frock coat, and what you have is a lot 
more interesting than just the scariest 
teacher at school. 


COMPARED WITH HIS VILLAINS and 
his costume characters, Rickman’s latest 
role might sound mundane — he plays a 
heart surgeon in the excellent and illuminat- 
ing new HBO movie Something the Lord 
Made (premiering at 9 p.m. this Sunday,

Wednesday June 2). But this is no ordinary 
heart surgeon — he plays Dr. Alfred 
Blalock, the American Southerner who 
invented the field. Blalock is about as far as 
you can get from Snape (no wand waving, 
no incantations). Yet he’s just as recogniza- 
ble as a Rickman-type character. Rickman is 
drawn to the larger than life, the eccentric, 
and then he shows you what it costs these 
ambitious men to maintain their individuali- 
ty and vision. His egotistical and disarming- 
ly dreamy Blalock is no exception. Softening 
up his usually precise enunciation to a 
sleepy, honey-dipped Georgia drawl, he 
gives the impression of a God who consid- 
ers matters of life and death from a ham- 
mock rather than from a pillar on high. 

The story behind Something the Lord 
Made has been told twice before, in Katie 
McCabe’s 1998 Baltimore Magazine article 
and in the PBS documentary Partners of the 
Heart. But it bears retelling as a strange- 
but-true tale of race relations in the Jim 
Crow South. Something the Lord Made 
opens in Nashville in the 1930s, where the 
genial, if mercurial, Blalock is on the faculty 
of Vanderbilt Medical School. He hires 
Vivien Thomas (actor/rapper Mos Def), a 
black carpenter, to perform menial tasks 
around his lab. Blalock soon realizes that 
Thomas has a brilliant technical mind and 
agile fingers — indeed, Thomas is saving up 
for college in hopes of becoming a doctor 
— and he takes him on as his unofficial 
research assistant. 

So integral to Blalock’s work does 
Thomas become that when Blalock is 
appointed chief of surgery at Johns Hopkins 
in 1941, he takes Thomas (whose dream of 
college vanished when he lost his savings in 
a bank failure) to Baltimore with him. At 
Johns Hopkins, Blalock is challenged by 
pediatrician Helen Taussig (Mary Stuart 
Masterson) to find a solution to the fatal 
“blue baby syndrome,” a congenital heart 
defect that diminishes the supply of oxygen 
to the lungs. Experimenting on dogs in 
Blalock’s lab, Thomas re-creates the syn- 
drome model, and the two men devise a 
bypass to deliver blood to the lungs by way 
of a shunt (built by Thomas). In defiance of 
the prevailing medical dogma against oper- 
ating on the heart, Blalock declares that he 
is ready to try the procedure on a dying 
baby. In the operating room, Blalock shocks 
his assembled peers by insisting that 
Thomas stand by his side on a stepstool to 
observe and advise him through the ground- 
breaking surgery. 

But Blalock and Thomas were men of 
their times, and their partnership in the lab 
and the operating room could not extend to 
the wider world. Because he was black, 
Thomas could not be classified or paid 
above the rank of custodial worker at Johns 
Hopkins (in fact, Blalock paid him extra to 
serve as a bartender at his family’s parties). 
And despite Blalock’s personal affection and 
respect for Thomas, he was willing only to 
bend the rules of a segregated society on his 
behalf, not to break them. On their first day 
at Johns Hopkins, a guard tells Thomas that 
he can’t come in through the front door, 
and Blalock makes one protest, but when 
the guard persists, he abruptly turns away 
and tells Thomas he’ll meet him inside. And 
when the “blue baby” operation is a success 
and Blalock is hailed as a hero, Thomas gets 
no credit, and Blalock does nothing to set 
the public record straight.

over-inflate the inherent drama of the two 
men’s relationship or the era in which they 
lived. It’s a lovely little film, not least 
because of the easy rapport between 
Rickman and Mos Def. Blalock and Thomas 
are more alike than they can admit. They 
are proud, old-fashioned gentlemen with a 
shared curiosity about the inner workings of 
life. Thomas’s serene personality offsets 
Blalock’s hot temper, and as they grow 
comfortable with each other, they begin 
bantering like a long-married couple. 

But when Thomas, who is no wave 
maker, finally confronts Blalock over the 
latter’s failure to give him due credit, he 
discovers the limits of Blalock’s brother- 
hood. Blalock chastises him for not show- 
ing more gratitude: “We made history 
together. We changed the world.” Mos Def 
poignantly captures Thomas’s disappoint- 
ment in his mentor when he softly and 
gravely answers, “I’m invisible to the world. 
I don’t mind that, I understand that. I 
thought it was different in here.” Mos Def 
is impressively understated, but it’s no easy 
task playing a good man, particularly when 
the part as written makes him seem a bit 
too saintly — and when the not-quite-as- 


good man is played by Alan Rickman. 
Rickman offers up such a compellingly 
whole, fallible person that you can’t see 
Blalock as a bad guy. He offers an honest 
portrait of a maverick, and like many mav- 
ericks, Blalock was both insecure and huge- 
ly confident of his abilities. 

Rickman has a pair of masterful moments 
that reveal the measure of Blalock’s weak- 
ness and strength. In one, Blalock overhears 
colleagues laughing about how he needs 
Thomas by his side in the operating room, 
and he freezes; at first, you think it’s the 
racial slur the other doctor used to describe 
Thomas that stops Blalock in his tracks, but 
then you can see it in his eyes — it’s his 
own pride that feels the blow. In the other, 
the dying Blalock tries to make amends to 
Thomas while struggling to retain his digni- 
ty, and Rickman’s emotional restraint is 
devastating. Rickman’s last moments on 
camera and Mos Def’s beautifully timed 
reaction a beat later are almost mirror 
images of each other. The two actors make 
you see how deeply Blalock and Thomas 
were connected by a partnership that was 
more than what either could have imagined 
yet less than what it could have been. x

master’s knee 


Colm Toibin’s imagined 
life of Henry James

etween 1902 and 1905, Henry James 
B ise: three of the 
20th century’s finest nov- 

els: The Wings of the Dove, 
The Ambassadors, and The 
Golden Bowl. Ten years prior, 
however, James was in a rut, 
writing mostly shorter pieces 
and attempting to get a stalled 
playwrighting career off the 
ground. In his luminous fifth 
novel, The Master, Colm 
intensely private American nov- 
elist during his darkest hour. 
Not only does Toibin explore 
the labyrinthine inner workings 
of this mysterious man, he 
gives readers a hushed and 
intimate portrait of how James 
might have worked. 

The story opens in 1895, 
when James’s final attempt at 
playwrighting was booed out 
of the theater. In a style remi- 
niscent of James’s own work, 
Toibin depicts his humiliated 
hero retreating from the pub- 
lic eye and vowing to create 
his art anew. As Toibin sees 
it, James’s central difficulty 
during this period was not 
what to write but how to 
regain the equilibrium he 
needed in order to work. The 
aging novelist travels to Rome 
and Florence, reduces contact with family 
and friends, and buys a home where he 
plans to live out the rest of his days quietly. 

Readers familiar with Leon Edel’s magiste- 
rial five-volume biography will recognize the 
structural scaffolding Toibin uses here — and 
they will also appreciate what a miraculous 
building he has constructed within it. Tofbin 
recognizes that the most difficult part of mak- 
ing history come alive is not in getting the 
details right but in conveying the texture and 
flavor of consciousness in an era not our 
own. The Master accomplishes this with two 
interlocking narratives. There is James’s prac- 
tical, professional concerns and how he deals 
with them; more interesting, however, is how 
his journey forward turns inward. He flashes 
back to his childhood and growing up in the 
shadow of an older, more athletic brother 
the daunting philosopher and Harvard profes- 
sor of psychology William James — and a 
domineering father, Henry James Sr., a man 
who studied the world with a voracious if 
reductive desire to uncover evidence of 
humankind’s ability to better itself. 

Some of the book’s best passages speculate 
as to how James might have used the sting of 
a cousin’s untimely death to create the hero- 
ines of Daisy Miller, The Portrait of a Lady, 
and The Wings of the Dove. Téibin does such 
a superb job of making James come alive that 
one needn't have read these books to appreci- 
ate the tenderness of this resurrection. “He 
loved describing her white umbrella with a 
violet lining,” Tdibin writes, “and the sense of 
intelligent pleasure in her movements, her 
glance and her voice.” 

Dozens of novels have conjured literary 
figures in recent years, but only Michael

Cunningham in The Hours has shown a 
comparable understanding of the way 
mechanics and metaphysics mesh in the act 
of writing. When Toibin describes James 
turning to dictation, he both depicts the act 
and embodies it: 

He loved walking up and down the 
room, beginning a new sentence, letting it 
snake ahead, stopping it for a moment, 
adding a phrase, a brief pause, and then 
allowing the sentence to gallop to an ele- 
gant and fitting conclusion. He looked 
forward to starting in the morning, his 
typist punctual, uncomplaining, seeming- 
ly indifferent as though the words uttered 
by the novelist equaled in interest and 
importance his previous work in the com- 
mercial sector. 

Having previously written in short, staccato 
sentences, Tdibin has reinvented his prose 
style to mimic James’s rich weave. He has 
also paid homage to James’s storytelling. Like 
James’s novels, The Master is a tale in which 
precious little actually happens. James, a life- 
long bachelor, almost acts on his homosexual 
impulses but always refrains; he almost falls 
out with his family but makes amends in the 
end. The truly important action takes place in 
his head as he tames and sublimates his 
appetites into fiction. It’s a delicate process, 
this act of creation, fraught with psychological 
tension, and Toibin captures it beautifully, 
making it seem miraculous that anyone writes 
fiction at all. ‘

Killswitch Engage and In Flames enter the battle zone

or the better part of the past year, 

OzzFest and Headbangers Ball types 

have been buzzing about the new 
wave of American heavy metal. Starring 
young bands like Killswitch Engage, 
Shadows Fall, and Lamb of God, this new 
wave marks a return to the speed and the 
finesse of the genre’s 1980s heyday. This 
month, the movement is enjoying its first 
real commercial triumph: Killswitch’s new 
The End of Heartache, their second Road- 
runner CD, entered the charts at #21 by 
selling almost 40,000 copies the week it 
came out. Around the same time, the 
Massachusetts group eclipsed 100,000 in 
sales for their previous album, Alive or Just 
Breathing. Right now, they’re celebrating 
by hitting the road with In Flames on a 
month-long North American tour, dubbed 
“The Ultimate Battle,” that stops by the 
Palladium in Worcester this Friday. 

“It feels like a dream,” Killswitch bassist 
Mike D’Antonio says when I get him on 
the phone from Austin. “I’ve been doing 
bands for a good 15 years now, and all 
the sudden this one just explodes. Every 
day is a total surprise to me.” He’s also 
relieved by the success, since he sidelined 
a burgeoning career in graphic arts to 
pursue metal full-time. “It was a big deci- 
sion. My parents always told me, ‘Don’t 
rely on music. You’ve got to go to school 
and get your design degree.’ So | did four 
years at Mount Ida College, which was 
great. I got a job at Clear Channel with 
them knowing I was only going to be 
there for a year, because we had just 
signed the Roadrunner contract. The 
whole plan was, ‘We’ll go on the road for 
a year and see if we can pay our bills.’ I’m 
glad I took the chance.” 

The first single from Heartache is 
“Rose of Sharyn,” a punked-up elegy to a 
deceased friend of frontman Howard 
Jones. “It won’t be long, we'll meet 
again,” Jones sings, as the maelstrom of 
the verse gives way to weeping guitar 
melodies and a more restrained groove. 
The song is short and punchy, with a 
solid batch of uplifting hooks atop its 
menacing foundation. “It has to do with 
Howard dealing with someone who died 
on OzzFest,” D’Antonio explains. “He 
struggled with the idea of going home 
and taking a few shows off, or staying on 
the tour and mourning from afar. He 
actually chose to stay, even though we 
told him to go.” 

The band shot the “Rose of Sharyn” 
video in the Southern California desert, 
on land that was ravaged by last year’s 
wildfires. Along with the Slayer classic 
“Seasons in the Abyss,” which also takes 
place in the desert, it has to be one of 
metal’s all-time sunniest videos. “After 
the wildfires, the only things left were 
torched pieces of brush,” D’Antonio 
describes. “It made for a really creepy 
vibe. You get there and it’s just nothing 
but smoke and lots of sand. Everyone was 
stoked on the whole idea. The only bum- 
mer was pouring all the sand out of our 
guitars at the end.” 

The Killswitch story goes back to two 
bands, Aftershock and Overcast, who were 
popular on the New England metalcore 
scene but flared out at the end of the 
1990s. Guitarists Adam Dutkiewicz and 
Joel Stroetzel, both from Aftershock, 
joined up with Overcast’s D’Antonio to 
create the Killswitch songwriting core. 
“We just said, ‘What are we doing in our 
old bands that we could improve upon?’

We wanted to make something catchy. We 
definitely blend a lot of hardcore, Swedish 
metal, and Metallica-style stuff.” D’An- 
tonio says the writing process is very dem- 
ocratic. “I’m the Overcast guy, the heavy- 
riff guy. I bring a lot of the stop/start, AC/ 
DC-style riffs. Joel’s more of a fast-pick- 
ing Metallica guy. Adam’s the emo guy: a 
lot of the choruses and the lighter stuff. 
It’s a good blend.” 

With Dutkiewicz again assuming pro- 
duction duties, Heartache marks the 
recorded debut of frontman Jones and 
drummer Justin Foley, both veterans of the 
Western Connecticut band Blood Has 
Been Shed. Fans have been looking for- 
ward to the first Killswitch album with 
Jones since 2002, when he took over for 
original singer Jesse Leach. “We wanted to 
make Howard feel as comfortable as possi- 
ble,” D’Antonio points out. “We just said, 
‘You’ve been in the band for two years, so 
you know our style. Jusi do what you feel 
is right. Don’t write things for other peo- 
ple, write them for yourself.’ ” 

Jones’s performance stands out on the 
disc’s centerpiece, “The End of Heart- 
ache,” which juxtaposes demonic riffs and 
sincere crooning. “Seek me (for comfort) / 
Call me (for solace)/I’ll be waiting (for 
the end of my broken heart),” he sings, 
building on the redemptive vibe that 
defined Leach’s work on Alive or Just 
Breathing. That track is one of 
D’Antonio’s personal favorites. “It’s cool 
that Howard was able to sing on top of it 
because underneath, it’s a pretty brutal 
song. Melody on top just adds to the 
dimension. I finished the cover art [two 
outstretched hands holding a heart with 
nails sticking out of it] on OzzFest, so 
there was something for him to draw from 
to write lyrics. As soon as he started that 
one, I was like, ‘Wow, that’s going to fit 
great with the cover. Let’s try to figure 
out what the album should be called 
and then groove it around that song.’ It 
definitely tied the whole thing together.” 

D’Antonio’s willingness to use the word 
“emo” without any negative connotations 


is one of the keys to Killswitch’s appeal. 
There’s no doubting the band’s thrash 
chops on Heartache, but it’s their pop 
inclinations that allow them to bridge the 
gap between Metallica and Thursday, with 
none of the grunge dreariness that afflicted 
the bulk of 1990s metal. “A Bid Farewell” 
kicks the disc off with Iron Maiden-style 
guitar harmonies and a firm resolution: “| 
will bid farewell to all lies.” Old friend 
Leach stops by to share a chorus with 
Jones on the stampeding “Take This 
Oath”; “When Darkness Falls” (which first 
appeared on Roadrunner’s Freddy Vs. 
Jason soundtrack) evokes Slayer before 
settling into a lush refrain. 

Despite all their fleet-fingered 
influences, Killswitch value heaviness and 
melody over virtuosity: they can do intri- 
cate death-metal rhythms, but guitar solos 
aren't really their thing. Still, one-time 
Berklee students Dutkiewicz and Stroetzel 
pull out all the stops on “World Ablaze,” 
which hinges on a host of haphazard 
tempo shifts and a lurching riff that could 
have come from the Helmet playbook. 
That track fades into “And Embers Rise,” 
the kind of dreamy twin-guitar instrumen- 
tal the band have made their specialty. On 
the closing “Hope Is... ” Jones sings, 
“This is our moment, will you stand with 
me?/Hope is not lost.” Coming from a 
man who helped bring real metal back to 
the pop mainstream, those are fitting 
words of self-empowerment. 


WHEN MIKE D’ANTONIO acknowl- 
edges Killswitch’s debt to “Swedish 
metal,” he’s talking about bands like In 
Flames, who have spent the past 10 years 
staying true to the genre’s melodic roots 
— just when it seemed no one else would. 
The new Soundtrack to Your Escape is 
their sixth album on Nuclear Blast, a 
German label that is on the move in the 
US market. In the wake of recent hits by 
two other Eurometal visionaries, Dimmu 
Borgir and Meshuggah, the imprint just 
scored its highest Billboard debut (#145) 
to date with Soundtrack. There’s a model

for that kind of worldwide expansion: 
Roadrunner, which started off as a Dutch 
specialty label in the 1980s, is now home 
not only to Killswitch but also to multi- 
platinum rockers Nickelback and Slipknot. 

As the leading proponents of the 
G6éteborg sound, which strives to reconcile 
death metal with the relative accessibility 
of its distant Iron Maiden past, In Flames 
have always carried a hint of crossover 
potential. On 2002’s Reroute to Remain, 
they took a subtle step toward the main- 
stream by enlisting the studio help of elec- 
tronics wiz Orjan Ornkloo, from industri- 
al-metal cult faves Misery Loves Co. 
Ornkloo’s synthesizer is at the forefront 
on “The Quiet Place,” the Soundtrack cut 
that’s most eligible for mass consumption. 
“Spinning further, deeper/I know you’re 
out to try me/I’m not in this to be a 
slave,” sings frontman Anders Friden at 
the outset, his persecution complex and 
his deranged howl owing more to Korn 
and Marilyn Manson than long-time fans 
would probably like to admit. Still, his 
goth side has always been compelling, and 
the song’s loopy melodies make for so- 
phisticated thrash. 

Commercial aspirations aside, In 
Flames prove they can still do evil on the 
opening “F(r)iend,” which finds Friden at 
his guttural finest. “Filth runs in every 
new day,” he screams over the disc’s 
blackest riffs. The band overcome more 
silly word games on “In Search for I” 
(“The I is lost in me”), this time with one 
of their trademark high-speed guitar 
orgies. “Evil in a Closet” uses Black 
Sabbath’s “Planet Caravan” as the basis 
for a stirring love song; “Superhero of the 
Computer Rage” finds the appropriate 
prog backdrop for its sci-fi satire. Purists 
may wonder what happened to the relent- 
less chug of their previous albums, but 
diversity suits In Flames well. ¥

Jeremy Enigk finds new life after Sunny Day with the Fire Theft 


fter the meteoric rise and sudden 

implosion of Kurt Cobain in 1994, the 

then three-year-old quest to discover 
the next Nirvana from among an ever grow- 
ing number of young, grunge hopefuls took 
on the unsettling air of a bitter tragi-comedy. 
That one might stumble upon such an heir 
apparent in the Pacific Northwest seemed as 
unlikely as it was absurd. But then the 
implausible suddenly seemed possible with 
the 1994 emergence of the willfully eccentric, 
emotionally consuming foursome Sunny Day 
Real Estate. They'd already laid the grass- 
roots groundwork for the kind of rabid 
devotion the young Nirvana had enjoyed by 
releasing a series of limited-edition singles on 
their own One Day I| Stopped Breathing 
label, each featuring tracks with numbers for 


titles (“Song #1,” “Song #2,” etc.). So when 


Sunny Day inked a deal with Nirvana’s old 
label, Sub Pop, and released the cathartic, 
guitar-driven Diary in 94, it seemed as if the 
stage truly had been set for the band’s front- 


man, singer/guitarist Jeremy Enigk, to step in 


as a more centered spokesperson for an 
alienated alternative nation. 

Seeing the band live, upstairs at the Middle 
East and then over on Lansdowne Street, 
where they opened for Kurt’s old pals the 
Jesus Lizard, only confirmed such suspicions. 
Here were a band with a throttling rhythm 
section (drummer William Goldsmith and 
bassist Nate Mendel) that was accurate 
enough to rival the explosive force of Dave 
Grohl and Krist Novoselic, and a singer who 
bled empathy as he poured his smashed soul 
into cryptic shards of broken verse. Sunny 
Day didn’t sound like Nirvana — that job was 
left to lesser bands like Bush and Stone 
Temple Pilots. Indeed, the combination of 
Enigk’s soaring vocal outbursts, Daniel 
Hoerner’s intricate guitar refrains, and self- 
searching yet hopeful lyrics like “The mirrors 
lie/Those aren’t my eyes/Destroy them/Raise 
my hand/Reflected in savage shards/A new 
face/A soul reborn” (Diary’s “Seven”) 
brought to mind an Americanized, post-hard- 
core, punk-inflected U2. Perhaps even more 
than Hole’s Live Through This (Geffen), 
which also came out in 1994, 
Diary was an album with the 
power to heal the wounds left 
festering in the wake of Kurt 
Cobain’s suicide. 

But within a year of Diary’s 
release, Sunny Day were no 
more. In what remains a sub- 
ject of controversy — albeit a 
somewhat tired one — Enigk 
announced his born-again 
conversion to Christianity and 
set to work on what would become a fully 
realized orchestral solo album, 1996's Return 
of the Frog Queen (Sub Pop). And Goldsmith 
and Mendel signed on as Davé Grohl’s first 
Foo Fighters rhythm section. Sub Pop did 
cobble together a homonymous Sunny Day 
album for release in 1995 (fans know it as 
both “Lp2” and “The Pink Album”), but at 
the time it seemed like little more than a cruel 
taste of what might have been. 

The band did reconvene without Mendel 
for two more Sub Pop studio albums that did 
nothing to diminish Sunny Day’s standing as 
one of those crucial bands whose influence on 
the underground had far outweighed their 
record sales: 1998’s How It Feels To Be 
Something On and 2000's The Rising Tide. A 
live album, Live (Sub Pop), came out in ’99. 
But the early momentum that might have cat- 
apulted Sunny Day beyond a loyal cult audi- 
ence had been lost. Instead, like a handful of 
other mid-’90s bands (Jawbreaker and 
Jawbox, to name two), they can be credited 
with (or blamed for) planting the seeds for

the emocore explosion of the last few years. In 
the meantime, Enigk and Goldsmith opted to 
make a decisive split from their past in 2002 
by leaving Hoerner to form the Fire Theft, 
who will be playing this year’s Phoenix/FNX 
Best Music Poll party next Thursday. 

In a pleasant twist, Mendel took a leave 
from his Foo Fighters duties to participate in 
the recording of the Fire Theft’s homonymous 
2003 debut on Rykodisc. (Mendel continues 
to perform with the band when his Foo 
Fighters commitments allow.) As a result, The 
Fire Theft isn’t nearly a big a departure from 
Sunny Day as Return of the Frog Queen was. 
If anything, it seems a conscious attempt to 
split the difference between the lushness of 
Enigk’s solo recordings and the powerful gui- 
tar surges of Sunny Day. Which begs the 
question, why even bother changing the band 
name, especially when it 
wouldn’t be the first time 
Sunny Day have carried 
on with only three of the 
original four members? 

“We just had to let 
Sunny Day go,” Enigk 
explains over the phone 
from his Seattle home. “I 
can’t get too specific 
because I don’t want to 
hurt anybody. I just think 
it was time for us to set Sunny Day down. 
And for us to try to move into a different era 
of our lives. We had a chance with Sunny Day 
to do something, and we sort of kept it at the 
same level for 10 years, and I started to feel 
really old in it. | wanted to feel fresh and new. 
That was kind of the spiritual reason behind 
quitting Sunny Day.” 

Given the confessional tenor of the material 
on The Fire Theft, it’s no surprise when Enigk 
reveals that much of it was originally intended 
to be the foundation for a second solo album. 
“We actually started the Fire Theft the same 
day we quit Sunny Day. I had already written 
a bunch of songs that I was intending to use 
for my own album. But when William and I 
started talking about doing a new band, | just 
decided to give them all to the Fire Theft. 
That sort of changes the whole approach. 
When it reaches a band, the style of writing 
changes. Obviously, William adds something 
that I can’t add, and same thing with Nate.” 

The fourth cog in the Fire Theft wheel is 
guitarist Greg Suran, who toured with Sunny

Day as a utility guitarist/keyboardist after The 
Rising Tide was released. For touring purpos- 
es, the Fire Theft have also added a fifth 
member, Nick Macri, who handles bass when 
Mendel isn’t available (Macri is also a Sunny 
Day veteran who got involved around the time 
of The Rising Tide) and keyboards when 
Mendel is around. In other words, the only 
thing that separates the Fire Theft from 
Sunny Day is the absence of Hoerner, less so 
as a guitarist then as a songwriting partner 
and foil for Enigk. 

“] definitely wanted the Fire Theft to be dif- 
ferent from Sunny Day, but I realize there’s 
only so much we can do differently while still 
sounding good,” Enigk acknowledges. “So, 
yeah, the major difference is in the lyrics. 
With Sunny Day, Dan and I would always sit 
down and write the lyrics together. We’d 
come up with our own Sunny Day theology. 
You know, I’d believe this and Dan might dis- 
agree, but we'd still believe in the basic theme 
and try to make it more universal. So there 
were compromises. With Fire Theft, I just sit 
down by myself without any outside 
influences and write directly from my own 
heart and mind. It was difficult because I had 
been relying on the crutch of Dan’s brilliant 
mind for so long. The lyrics on this record are 
a lot more of me being open and honest and 
going in directions that Sunny Day might 
have eventually gotten to . . . but I think it 
took the break-up for me to get to that point. 
That’s the major difference.” 

Although Enigk’s lyrics are shot through 
with spirituality, he doesn’t use the new band 
as a pulpit from which to preach born-again 
theology. Two of the major threads that tie the 
material on The FireTheft together are those 
of self-exploration and rebirth, but those are 
universal themes that were almost always 
present in Sunny Day songs. And as personal 
as the lyrics get, they’re never dogmatic. 
Indeed, even without Hoerner as a partner in 
rhyme, Enigk continues to be a cryptic lyri- 
cist, with one or two powerfully sung lines ris- 
ing above the tide of Mendel’s undulating 
bass, Goldsmith’s pounding beats, and wave 
after wave of melodic guitars. “Taking back 
the hope that men destroy” is one such lyric 
from “Sinatra,” which builds from a flute- 
based orchestral arrangement to become a cli- 
mactic rock anthem. 

“It’s sort of strange, but it’s nothing too 
magical,” Enigk answers when I ask about 


the title and the genesis of that track. “The 
initial thing I wrote for flutes at the beginning 
of the song was a completely different part 
that was extremely reminiscent of ‘My Way.’ 
It almost sounded like we were completely 
ripping off ‘My Way.’ So that’s why we called 
the song ‘Sinatra.’ And it seemed to fit even 
after we changed the song, because it’s an 
epic song about change, and finding hope, 
and blah, blah, blah . . . you know, all that 
crap. It related in that Sinatra had an epic 
life, and ‘My Way’ is a reflection of how he 
lived his life. So it sort of connects in a 
strange way that has nothing to do with 
Sinatra or ‘My Way.’ ” 

As similar in sound and style as the Fire 
Theft are to Sunny Day, Enigk is adamant 
about keeping the two separate for the time 
being. “We don’t play any Sunny Day materi- 
al, which kind of sucks, because there are 
some songs | miss. But it would be ludicrous 
for us to call ourselves the Fire Theft while 
continuing to play Sunny Day songs. We just 
can’t do that right now.” 

He even has mixed feelings about revisiting 
the Sunny Day back catalogue. “There are a 
couple of songs from Rising Tide that we 
never released, so maybe those will come out 
some day. There are also tons of really terrible 
demos with gibberish, because before I write 
lyrics, | always write vocal lines — that’s sort 
of what Sunny Day’s ‘Pink Album’ is. A lot of 
what I’m singing on that is just gibberish. 

“There’s also been talk of re-releasing a 
remixed version of Diary, like a 10-year 
anniversary edition. But I’m skeptical on the 
idea because we got Diary. It’s mixed. It’s 
been done. We don’t really need to rehash 
something to sell more records. It is what it is, 
and you can’t fuck with perfection. I don’t 
mean that it’s perfect, only that in its rawness 
it’s right. And it’s a success because of exactly 
what it is.” &

Greg Osby probably won’t be surprised to 
find that the singer he chose to record the 
standard “Lover Man” on. his new Blue Note 
release Public is blues-rocker Joan Osborne. 
One of the hoariest of standards (most 
famously recorded by Billie Holiday), it’s a 
kind of jazz sacred text. Osby is one of the 
brainiest and most uncompromising jazz 
composers and bandleaders on the scene, 
and a unique, commanding master of the alto 
saxophone. But he’s also a musician of broad 
tastes and interests, whose first album for 
Blue Note back in 1990, Man Talk for 
Moderns, Vol. X dove deep into hip-hop. So 
here he is on an otherwise traditional jazz 
date — acoustic instruments, live recording 
— turning to a pop star. 

Osby met Osborne while sitting in with the 
Grateful Dead, a band he’s worked with on and 
off with over the past few years. “We just 
clicked, and I saw how expansive she was as an 
artist,” Osby tells me over the phone. “I also 
marveled at her phrasing, her pitch. She’s not a 
jazz singer per se. She’s a singer. A lot of 
singers are just divas, believing everything that’s 
said or written about them instead of trying to 
expand their perception of singing. She brought 
a complete naiveté and innocence that is also 
missing in music — people over-playing, over- 
singing, over-dramatizing. She brought a puri- 
ty of spirit. Her participation, I call it my mon- 
key wrench theory,” says Osby with a laugh. 
“Throwing a monkey wrench in the works” 

Of course, it would be easy to see the inclu- 
sion of Osborne as calculated to draw a 
crossover audience in this, the age of Norah 
Jones and the new Mrs. Elvis Costello, Diana 
Krall. But “Lover Man” is a ruminative eight- 
and-a-half minute track on a largely rumina- 
tive, typically exploratory album from Osby. 
An outgrowth of his last Blue Note CD, 
2003’s St. Louis Shoes, it features trumpeter 
Nicholas Payton on four of its seven tracks. 
Osby says he saw the collaboration with 
Payton (the sessions were recorded live at New 
York’s Jazz Standard in January) as a way to 
reinvestigate the classic bebop quintet format, 
and there’s plenty of bebop fire here, especial- 
ly in Dizzy Gillespie’s uptempo flagwaver 
“Shaw Nuff.” But a 10-minute 
“Summertime” is brooding and abstract, as is 
“Visitation,” Osby’s reharmonization of Toots 
Thielemans’s “Bluesette,”- an epic narrative at 
nearly 14 minutes. 

Because of Osby’s skill as composer and 
arranger, these pieces never come across like 
jam session workouts for soloists, but rather 
group collaborations. The contrapuntal twin- 
ing of Osby and Payton’s lines on the riffing 
standard “Bernie’s Tune” (associated with 
Gerry Mulligan and Chet Baker, but inspired 
here by a Jazz at the Philharmonic date with 
Dizzy Gillespie, Benny Carter, and 
Cannonball Adderley) also contributes to the 
collective improv feel of the date. 

“That kind of dialoguing is missing in a lot 
of contemporary ensembles these days. It’s 
about group improvisation, not just some sup- 
port system and some guy out front with his 
name really big on the marquee.” 

Contributing the unique group texture of 
Public is the 30-year-old pianist Megumi 


Yonezawa, a former New _ England 
Conservatory student, whose pulse-like irreg- 
ular phrasing and broad harmonic pallet recall 
Paul Bley and Osby’s mentor, Andrew Hill, as 
well as the pan-tonal rumblings of Cecil 
Taylor. On “Visitation,” it’s Yonezawa who 
establishes the mood and harmonic frame- 
work with her wide-ranging unaccompanied 
opening statement. 

Yonezawa takes over from Jason Moran, 
who for several years formed one of the most 
dynamic collaborations in jazz with Osby. 
They appeared on each other’s albums, played 
each other’s compositions, and established a 
new direction for post-Wynton jazz — a way 
to make use of the past while forging ahead, 
looking for different sounds. At this point, 
Osby says he sees a tendency for younger 
players to move in the opposition direction, 
eschewing the past entirely. 

“Everyone wants to write their own new 
music and be responsible for the development 
of something that’s completely devoid of any 
kind of historical references. . . . You hear play- 
ers, they’re proficient, they have great tech- 
nique, great facility, great sounds, but they lack 
the depth of someone who has — I hate to use 
the term ‘paid their dues’ but they really 
haven't. They’ve paid academic dues, but they 
haven’t paid homage dues, they haven’t paid 
road dues, they haven’t paid acknowledgment 
dues. Acknowledgement of great players. And 
by great players I don’t mean the top 10 great 
players — the Coltranes, the Parkers, the 
Monks, the Rollinses, the Wayne Shorters. I’m 
talking about the periphery cats — the cats 
that these people admired and in many 
respects were just as deep: the Eddie Lockjaw 
Davises, the Eddie Harrises, the Sonny Stitts, 
the Booker Littles, the Herbie Nicholses. These 
people were incredible theoreticians and con- 
ceptualists and they just didn’t get the break. 
This is every one’s obligation who participates 
in this music — they’re obligated to study to 
the Nth degree every facet of what went into 
the development of this great music.” 

It’s interesting to hear Osby pay homage — 
especially since musicians like himself, Steve 
Coleman, and, later, Moran, are often held in 
opposition to the tradition-bound Marsalis 
path. On a piece like “Equalatogram” on the 
new CD, you can hear Osby’s debt to Parker, 
but the tune itself is propelled on the kind of 
angular, mathematical, precision that he and 
Coleman developed in their early collabora- 
tions. When he played the piece last September 
at Scullers, he explained that he had begun 
writing it in his Berklee days, basing the struc- 
ture on numerological theories drawn from his 
birth date, time of birth, distance from the sun 
to the earth at that time, and so on. And then he 
apologized for sounding “too brainy.” 

“Even back then as a student,” Osby tells 
me, “I was trying to develop alternative meth- 
ods of composition that didn’t necessarily 
abandon the precedent that’s been established 
historically.” But he wanted to pursue his per- 
sonal interests in “astronomy and astrology, 
numerology, higher math.” 
Whether reharmonizing his 
own pieces (as he does on 
“Rising Sign”) or writing 
originals, Osby says he’s try- 
ing to challenge his musicians 
to think fresh. “Musicians are

known for devising and embracing short cuts 
— chord symbols, notation, and certain navi- 
gational methods in improvisation. Everyone 
is trying to find the easiest route. I like to hear 
people walking the tight rope a little bit, as 
opposed to them just remembering a host of 
licks and lines and things that they transcribed 
and committed to memory. That’s not creative 
really. That’s just total recall.” 

Always open to another monkey wrench to 
throw into his own musical vocabulary, Osby 
found his way to the Dead through his publi- 
cist, Brad Riesau of D.L. Media — whom 
Osby characterizes as a “die-hard Deadhead.” 
Riesau spotted a Rolling Stone piece where 
Dead bassist Phil Lesh named his five current 
favorite recordings. Along with music by 
Charles Ives, Elliott Carter, and Miles Davis, 
Lesh mentioned Osby’s 1998 Blue Note 
release Zero. Riesau arranged a meeting with 
Lesh, and soon Osby was playing with Phil & 
Friends, and then with the Dead as well as 
Gov't Mule. “It’s been great,” Osby says. “It’s 
been very enlightening just to be able to step 
inside that arena, to try to sound like myself but 
not break the flow.” 

Osby also realized he had another connec- 
tion with rock musicians of the 60s and ’70s 
through his mother, who worked for a record 
distribution company in St. Louis. “Every day 
she would bring home boxes of DJ copies, cut- 
outs, overstock, so we had a mountain of 
records. These were all LPs so we stacked 
them on the turntable, which had a capacity of 
six, but we'd have 10 or 11 on there. It would 
be everything from Aretha Franklin to Wilson 
Pickett, to the Beatles to the Mamas and Papas 
to Ella Fitzgerald, Mahalia Jackson, Duke 
Ellington, the Rolling Stones, Janis Joplin. 
That conditioned my ears to accept just about 
anything, and that’s why | think the way I do 
now. I’m down for anything, as long as it’s 
done in earnest.” 

That was the aesthetic behind Brooklyn’s M- 
Base collective, formed in the ’80s with 
Coleman, Cassandra Wilson, and other like- 
minded musicians. Although there was a pro- 
nounced embrace of hip-hop 
rhythms in some M-Base 
work, Osby points out, 
“We used hip-hop, we 
used world music, 
different ethnic 
musics, and we 
also used different 
scientific theories. 
Everything that was 
interesting to us, to 
counter this Young 
Lions scenario that 
was in vogue at 
the time. We 
participated 
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in those groups as well — I played with Dizzy 
Gillespie, Woody Shaw, and Jon Faddis and 
Herbie Hancock, and Steve Coleman was play- 
ing with Abbey Lincoln and Dave Holland. But 
we also wanted to create a musical environment 
that was relevant to our experiences and to our 
aspirations. We wanted it to be all-inclusive and 
not exclusive.” 

When Osby moved from the German JMT 
label to Blue Note, he declared himself 
unequivocally with albums that embraced hip- 
hop and rap. What’s surprising is how well an 
album like Man-Talk for Moderns holds up 
nearly 15 years later. 

“I declined to sign with Blue Note for years 
because I was aware of and respectful of the 
legacy that Blue Note represented and | did- 
n’t want to just volunteer myself to the Young 
Lions showcase.” Instead, Osby set out to 
record an accessible funk-based album while 
avoiding “half-baked funk melodies. . . . I 
used funk and R&B and a groove-based envi- 
ronment but I used more intellectual melodies 
and chord structures and progressions just to 
illustrate that this music doesn’t have to be 
simplistic and repetitive all the time.” 

Since then, Osby has moved deeper into 
jazz's progressive acoustic tradition, leading a 
session with Jim Hall and Andrew Hill on 
2000's Invisible Hand, using a string quartet 
on Symbols of Light (A Solution) (2001). 
Whereas most “jazz with strings” albums have 
traditionally used the strings simply for har- 
monic sweetener, Osby wrote arrangements 
that fully integrated the quartet into his knot- 
ty ensemble textures. 

“There’s only room at the top for one or two 
standouts, so everyone wants to be Wynton 
Marsalis, but they can’t. So then you have 
legions of people who got dropped from good 
record situations because they tried to be him 
or they tried to be Joshua Redman as opposed 
to 50 bands sounding like 50 different bands. 

“Il did a series of duo concerts with Jaki 
Byard some years ago before he passed, and 
he had a marquee that had the Jaki Byard trio 
on it, the Eric Dolphy group, the Mingus 
group and another band. It was at the Village 
Gate, so they had two groups upstairs and 
two groups downstairs. So that’s one club, 
four groups; you have a choice, and none 
of the groups sounded like each other. 
That’s the golden age of music, when 
everybody is respectful of each other, but 
they endeavor to stand out, to be 
recognized for their own contribu- 

tions — I mean, as soon as you 
heard them play, with- 
in two or three bars 
you knew who 
it was.

The Blackjacks return, Lilli leaves, and a Rumble winner 


f you lived in Boston during the mid ’80s, 

wore lots of black leather, maintained a 

certain tough attitude, and liked your 
rock punky and anthemic, odds are good 
that your favorite band were the Blackjacks. 
Led by singer/guitarist Johnny Angel (then 
widely known as one of Boston’s consum- 
mate cynics and wise-asses), the trio — and 
later quartet — were responsible for some 
of the era’s most memorable fist wavers, 
including “That’s Why I Always Dress in 
Black,” “Dreaming of Saturday Again,” and 
“Blackjacks’ Manifesto,” which everyone 
knew by its original title of “Motherfucker.” 
They also pulled off one of the decade’s 
more notorious record-release parties: to 
celebrate the arrival of 1985’s Dress in 
Black, they roasted a whole pig at the 
Fenway club Jumpin’ Jack Flash, only to 
serve up pink slabs of pork a few hours 





before they were ready. 

Angel wound up making a decisive exit 
from the Northeast. After a Blackjacks show 
in 1989, he got into the packed-up car that 
he’d parked outside the Rat and hauled it 
out to LA. He’s set foot in Boston only once

since then, having moved on to music jour- 
nalism and, more recently, a surprising 
career in left-wing talk radio. During the 
interim, though he did play a show with a 
trio that included some Blackjacks tunes a 
couple of years back, few people dared ask 
him about the possibility of coming home for 
a reunion show. 

But now it’s happening, with Angel head- 
ing back to Boston for a week’s worth of 
gigs. He’ll first play solo at Zuzu on Monday 
June 7, then reunite the original Blackjacks 
(bassist Mike “Whitey” White and drummer 
Jeff Erna) for shows at Doc Ryan’s in Salem 
on the 10th and the Abbey Lounge the 11th 
and 12th. He’ll be bringing a Blackjacks CD 
that contains both of their out-of-print mini- 
albums (the first was Homestead’s inaugural 
release; the second was on Throbbing 
Lobster) plus some unreleased tracks. There 
will, however, be absolutely no pork involved. 

Why reunite now after 15 years? “For one 
thing, my wife wanted to get me out of the 
house for a week,” he reveals over phone 
from LA. “For another, I’ve been hearing 
about this new club that everybody loves, this 
Abbey place. I’m imagining that it’s a lot like 
Cantones [the legendary Financial District 
hot spot]. Cantones was the first place I ever 
played — and since this will probably be my 
last-ever punk-rock show, the Abbey should 
be about right.” 

What made him leave Boston when he 
did? “Lots of reasons — I'd done everything 





I could possibly do to make a decent liv- 
ing in Boston, there was nothing left to 
try. And I hate winter.” 

Besides, the Blackjacks had at that 
point been local headliners for most of a 
decade and had even gotten some com- 
mercial airplay. “I would say we were a 
bridge between the earlier, rootsy bands 
of the ’80s and the hard-rock bands that 
came after us. I’ve since gotten to know 
Frank Black and I know he was a 
Blackjacks fan; so were Dicky Barrett 
and Evan Dando. Listening to the albums 
now, the songs I like are the ones I used 
to hate playing, like ‘Home Town’ and 
‘Possession.’ Those are sadder-sounding, 
they say something more than ‘I wear 
black clothes because you’re a douche- 
bag.’ Or ‘Motherfucker,’ which I wrote 
when | saw Reagan on TV lying his ass 
off about the contras.” 

That political segue is typical of 
Angel’s current gig. Rechristened as 
Johnny Wendell (because his employers 
didn’t like the obvious rock-and-roll 
pseudonym), he’s one of the few left- 
wing talkers employed by Clear Channel 
for its LA KFI-AM outlet. “They took me 
because I’m skilled at it and I’m enter- 
taining. I think people have the idea that 
talk radio is a propaganda tool for the 
American right, but what it really is is a 
safe haven for them. I get a mix of people 
who would kill me if they got hold of me 
and people who thought Christ descend- 
ed and was talking to them through me 
exactly what we’re looking for.” 

Meanwhile, Angel is taking the rare 
opportunity to get nostalgic. “No way I’d 
ever be out there hauling my amp around 
again, but I loved having so few responsibili- 
ties, and there’s nothing like seeing people 
singing your songs back to you. Everybody 
misses their adolescence, and I protracted 
mine to age 33. I’d be lying if I said I didn’t 
miss some of it.” 





LILLI DENNISON is one of those people 
you can’t imagine the Boston scene’s being 
without. Since she moved here in the early 
80s (after college in 
Michigan) and started 
waitressing and booking 
at the Rat, she’s been 
where the action is — 
managing the Del 
Fuegos, the Turbines, 
and Scruffy the Cat, 
booking the Central 
Square street fair, run- 
ning her own club Lilli’s 
in Somerville, and, most 
recently, making a hot 
spot out of Zuzu, the 
middle room at the 
Middle East. But after 
24 years, she’s leaving 
town this week and 
heading to New Orleans. 
She’s doing it for love, 
having maintained a 
long-distance relation- 
ship for the past year. 
And since she’s got 
friends in the Crescent 
City music world, it’s not — with covers. 
hard to imagine that 
she’ll make a mark down 
there. Still, she admits to having mixed emo- 
tions as moving day draws near. “It’s been a 
really emotional time. There’s so many won- 
derful people here, and once you start leav- 
ing, you remember the good things you’d 
forgotten about. My only plan for now is to 
get some little job where I can leave in the

morning, come home in the evening, and get 
my bearings. For all my adult life, my life 

and my work have been the same, so maybe 
I’m looking to have a few more boundaries.” 

Asked whether she feels the Boston scene 
is finally drying up, she points out, “I’ve 
been getting that question since 1985. 
People are still having their fun, but maybe 
not as much fun as we had. The thing is 
that when I moved to Boston, I was on my 
way to New York, but I stayed here because 
it was so cheap. There were a lot of musi- 
cians and artists who made the same deci- 
sion. That’s not the 
same anymore: we 
live in the second- 
most-expensive city in 
the US, after San 
Francisco, and that’s 
changed the whole 
demographics of the 
city. People aren’t 
going out every night 
because they can’t 
afford it, and you 
aren't going to make 
the money being in 
a Band.” 

The music and art 
shows at Zuzu will 
continue as before, 
with Dennison’s long- 
time work partner 
Carly Weaver taking 
over the booking and 
management. Den- 
nison will be leaving 
town without the 
expected blowout gig, 
but that will likely 
take place in Septem- 
ber, when she comes back to pack up her 
belongings. “That gives me something to 
work on for the next couple months — | 
made the decision in a moment, so I’m 
doing a partial move now, then I'll come 
back and we'll do the old-school hootenan- 
ny.” Although she’s got no immediate plans

to re-enter the music biz, the 
phrase “never say never” would 
apply. “Who knows,” she admits, 
“Maybe I'll be booking tons of 
Boston bands in New Orleans.” 


THIS YEAR’S RUMBLE FINAL 
has to have been the first to include 
respectful covers of both Bob 
Dylan (the Brett Rosenberg 
Problem did “Queen Jane Approxi- 
mately”) and Chuck Berry (Jake 
Brennan & the Confidence Men 
did “I Wanna Be Your Driver”) 

And that was the 2004 Rumbk 
nutshell. Whereas last year’s cot 
test pointed to a new style of 
Boston music with the Dresden 
Dolls winning, this year’s was more 
about getting back to what always 
worked. A few metal and main 
stream bands got weeded out along 
the way, but in the end, it came 
down to a contest among heartfelt 
pop rock (Rosenberg), heartfelt 
roots rock (Brennan), and heartfelt 
punk rock (the Dents) a triple 
bill that could easily happen any- 
time at the Abbey or upstairs at the 
Middle East. Can’t be bad. 

Odds are that the night’s winner, 
Brennan, will pick up some flack 
for doing covers — apart from the Berry 
tune, he closed with the Contours’ R&B 
classic “First | Look at the Purse,” but he 
was doing the J. Geils Band version, right 
down to Peter Wolf’s ad-libs. And yes, it’s 
easy to hear echoes of everyone from 
Springsteen to Elvis Costello to Jake’s dad, 
Dennis Brennan (whose voice Jake’s resem- 
bles, and who played the Rumble with Push 
Push in 1985). But Brennan isn’t claiming to 
be any kind of new flavor; he’s a traditionally 
minded true believer. And by that standard, 
he came off well: his original numbers have 
strong hooks, the band could rock any road- 
house there is, and on the Contours/Geils 
finale, it was good to see a singer going for 
some old-fashioned soul. Brennan and the 
Confidence Men have been signed to Yep 
Roc, who will release the band’s first full- 
length, Heartbreak at a Fever Pitch (with 
accompanying DVD, Singer-Songriot) on 
September 21. 

Of the three fine sets turned in by 
Thursday’s finalists, | would have given the 
Brett Rosenberg Problem a slight edge. 
Rosenberg himself has rightly been praised 
for his songwriting, which has developed 
quite a bit over the four albums he’s released. 
But the band have meanwhile turned into a 
scruffy Faces/Replacements outfit of the first 
order, and the mix of textured songs and 
scrappy playing put last week’s set over the 
top (the Problem’s stack of rockers made 
their one ballad, “Midnight Man,” stand out 
all the more). The Dents followed with a 
ferocious punk set, each song heaping new 
abuse on the ex-boyfriends who’d done them 
wrong. Frontwomen Michelle Paulhus and 
Jen Rassler (who played the Rumble last year 
with, respectively, the Decals and Downbeat 
5) proved well matched for vocal power and 
charisma, and Paulhus finally got the massive 
bass sound she’s always wanted. In the end, 
too, it was good to see the camaraderie 
among the three bands. It’s traditional for the 
finalists to give one another props on stage, 
but this time you could be fairly sure they'd 
be sharing drinks afterward as well. &

DAVID BYRNE: 
ROOTLESS 
COSMOPOLITAN 


| went to see David Byrne at the 
Berklee Performance Center a week 
ago Thursday figuring I’d hear mostly 
material from his new Grown 
Backwards (Nonesuch). That was fine 
with me: on the Letterman show the 
week before, he’d performed one of 
the new songs, “The Other Side of 
This Life,” and after a string section 
played a jagged, “modern” intro, he 
sang his typically off-kilter lyrics (“I 
made a church of your hairdo/And I 
made a shrine of your legs”) to a 
melody straight out of R&B propelled 
by percussion and electric bass. 

At Berklee, Byrne had the strings 
(two cellos, a viola, and three violins), 
a drummer, a percussionist who also 
played marimba, and bassist Paul 
Frazier. Everything about the show 
spoke to Byrne’s craftsmanship and 
care: the unusual and expensive band, 
and a selection of material that 
reflected his cosmopolitan musical 
world view. The set included a piece 
associated with fado diva Cesaria 
Evora as well as “Desconocido Soy,” 
which he’d first recorded as a duet 
with Café Tacuba’s NRU. 

He opened with the new album’s 
“Glass, Concrete & Stone” (originally 
from the movie Dirty Pretty Things), 
followed with the oldie “I Zimbra,” 
which got the old fans cranked, then 
the fado “Ausencia,” which brought 
them back down, and a couple more 
new ones. But when he got to “Road to 
Nowhere” and “Once in a Lifetime” — 
prime, rhythm-driven Talking Heads 
hits — it all came rushing back: a peri- 
od in the late ’70s and early “80s when 
lines like “Water dissolving and water 
removing/There is water at the bottom 
of the ocean” had an inexplicable 
urgency that seemed to say it all. With 
the strings now off stage, Byrne sang 
with that urgency again, and he was 
once again that thin white neurotic, 
now white-haired, too, taking on multi- 
ple voices as well as genres in a single 
song, even slipping into an Irish brogue 
for half a verse. When he brought the 
standing, cheering crowd back down to 
their seats with the Verdi aria “Un di 
felice, eterea,” from La traviata (also 
on the new album), wide of pitch but 
ardent, it seemed a cruel tease. 

The second half of the nearly two- 
hour show built with more reliable 
rock-concert momentum in its mix of 
new and old (yes, “Psycho Killer,” a 
“Home” more satisfyingly romantic 
than the Verdi, and a solo acoustic 
“Heaven” encore). And I don’t know 
what Byrne’s personal relationships are 
like, but as an entertainer, he’s a true 
gent — how many bona fide rock stars 
come on stage to introduce their open- 
ing act? In this case, it was the beguil- 
ing Argentine folkie Juana Molina — a 
performer he says he discovered on 
Amazon. Byrne’s ears are still open.

plified by Jessica’s younger sister 
Ashlee, who earlier in the day put on 
an energetic performance from a stage 
tucked way up in the lawn seats.

Simpson the younger showed up in a 
Jett-black Jem and the Holograms wig 
and backed by an actual rock band. 
She doesn’t want to be the next 
Jessica; she’d probably settle for being 
the next Avril Lavigne. Then again, 
you could say almost the same thing 
about Liz Phair. Even now that we’re 
used to the idea of Phair as a Matrix- 
ized rocker, it was still a bit of a shock 
to see her on this sort of bill — an 
unapologetic pop showcase of abbrevi- 
ated performances for the short-atten- 
tion-span set: girls between the ages of 
eight and 18. 

Backstage, Liz said she’d heard Avril 
had dissed i but she refused to 
return fire. “I adore her. She’s my kind 
of pop star: she’s pissy, she’s got a 
great little body but she doesn’t work 
t.” Dressed in a black halter top and 
peasant skirt, with a Britney-style head- 
set mike, Liz had in fact made an 
attempt at working it, running her 
hands through her hair, then pressing 
her skirt suggestively, while singing 
“Rock You” (operative line: “I’m begin- 
ning to think that young guys rule”). 

Avril has grown her hair to head- 
banging length, and her new tunes fol- 
lowed suit. But “Take Me Away” and 
“He Wasn’t” were greeted with blank 
stares. Avril has never been the most 
enthusiastic performer, and though her 
band were still getting the hang of her 
new album, the audience knew almost 
none of it. They perked up for her lat- 
est single, “Don’t Tell Me.” And she 
seemed relieved to be in familiar terri- 
tory as she ran through a few of her old 
hits: “I’m with You,” “Sk8er Boi,” and 
a “Complicated” that e burlesqued 
with improvised jyrics: “Lay back, 
whatcha smellin’ for?”; “And if only 
you could see/I have to pee!” 

In between Liz and Avril, however, 
the show was stolen by the ghost of 
girl-pop past. Baring a voice that has 
ripened with age, 51-year-old Cyndi 
Lauper danced like a dervish, dove into 
the crowd, banged on the stage with a 
hammer, dedicated a showstopping 
“True Colors” to “all the people gettin’ 
married this week,” and jury-rigged an 
on-the-fly reggae remix of “Girls Just 
Want To Have Fun.”

THE MAGNETIC FIELDS: 
HE, HIMSELF, AND / 


Stephin Merritt’s voice lies somewhere 
between what Chet Baker’s would 
sound like if you played a 45 of “My 
Funny Valentine” on 33 rpm and 
Winnie the Pooh’s pal Eeyore. On 
Saturday, in the first of two appear- 
ances at the Berklee Performance 


Center with the best-known of his sev- 
eral bands, the Magnetic Fields, 
Merritt crooned as hauntingly as Baker 
and looked as eternally droopy-eyed 
and glum as the depressed donkey 
while strumming mechanically on his 
ukulele. 

The quartet, which Merritt formed 
15 years ago in Boston, became a sta- 
ple object of hero worship among the 
indie set with the release of the 1999 
three-disc tour de force 69 Love Songs 
(Merge), which defies the clichés of 
love and its discontents by addressing 
the perennial subject via almost every 
conceivable musical genre. Now the 
Fields have followed it up with i 
(Nonesuch), on which all 14 songs 
begin with that self-referential vowel. 
In the time between, Merritt has 
recorded with his other, more synthed- 
out projects; like the 6ths and Future 
Bible Heroes, the latter of which fea- 
tures Fields pianist and vocalist 
Claudia Gonson. But his reunion with 
his original collaborators — John Woo 
on guitar and banjo, Sam Davol on 
cello, and Gonson — marks a foray 
into a more stripped-down homespun 
realm, where literate lyrics evoke the 
gorgeous despair of a love letter scrib- 
bled on a napkin as dawn casts its first 
shafts of light and the gin haze evapo- 
rates. 

The new tunes, many of which were 
showcased on Saturday, substantiate 
the comparisons often made between 
Merritt’s songwriting and that of Cole 
Porter and Lou Reed. He delights in 
tricky tangles of internal rhyme and 
deadpan comic punches. But the reign- 
ing force of the Magnetic Fields is 
irony. How else to explain the appear- 
ance of a disco ball for the C&W dirge 

“Papa Was a Rodeo?” Or the suddenly 
seductive cooing of Gonson’s less- 
than-polished vocals? Or her explana- 
tion at the show’s outset that because 
Merritt’s ear was hurting, we would 
have to snap our fingers throughout 
the night instead of applauding. We 
would, she said, “experiment doing 
what they do in groovy Brazil.” 

“Because it’s beautiful,” Merritt added 
as a monotone footnote. 

So with the gentle snapping of a 
rain-forest sprinkle marking the end of 
each song, Merritt droned on about 
heartache, misery, death, and curiosity 
with his characteristic miscellany. 
Tunes hopscotched from chamber 
pieces to Dixieland-kissed ditties to 
gothic-tinged meditations as Gonson’s 
piano alternated between lush orches- 
trations and music-box-esque plinking. 
The moral of the story they told is that 
the beauty Merritt pursues can indeed 
be found in the i of the beholder.

‘ve been holding my breath ever since 

Leon Fleisher postponed his February 

FleetBoston Celebrity Series recital. Now 
I can finally exhale. 

Forty years ago, at the height of his career, 
Fleisher came down with what was finally 
diagnosed as dystonia — cramps or involun- 
tary muscle contractions, in his case in the 
fingers of his right hand. He continued to 
play music for the left hand and started con- 
ducting. In 1995, he returned to playing with 
both hands, though in a relatively small 
repertoire. Now 75, he’s on the board of 
Musicians with Dystonia, and he wants his 
story known. 

Fleisher was widely regarded as one of the 
very greatest pianists America had produced. 
\t the age of nine, he became a student of 
the legendary Artur Schnabel, who never 
took pupils under 16. Schnabel taught him 
that musical values had to transcend tech- 
nique, that there were feelings behind the 
notes. In a 1999 interview, Fleisher vividly 
recalled the “irresistible swing” of Schnabel’s 
playing: “He would in effect distort time 
to... underline the character that he was 
trying to bring out. Beats were never down- 
ward events, they were not like fence posts or 
the hammering of coffin nails — beats were 
upward springs that would spring you on to 
the next beat.” None of Schnabel’s students 
more fully embodied this extraordinary rhyth- 
mic swing. 

At Jordan Hall, Fleisher once again 
demonstrated that gift for continuity. The 
first half of the program started and ended 

with Bach, but in between he delivered a 
recital of 20th-century American music — 
works by friends and even a former student, 
Diana Koston, now in her 60s. Koston’s 
Messages I doesn’t break any new ground, 
but its vivid contrasts (fluttering like an 
injured bird followed by something mole-like 
making its slow way through a dark tunnel), 
some reverberating pedal effects, and 
Fleisher’s sensitive pacing and subtleties of 
coloration made it come alive. 

Two left-hand pieces made an illuminating 
comparison. George Perle’s witty, hypnotic, 
coolly analytic Musical Offerings for the Left 
Hand Alone (1998) is a tribute to three of 
Fleisher’s former colleagues when he served 
as artistic director of the Tanglewood Music 
Center: Richard Ortner (now head of the 
Boston Conservatory), who was removed by 
Seiji Ozawa, and Daniel Gustin and pianist 
Gilbert Kalish, who resigned — with Fleisher 
— in protest. On the other left hand, Leon 
Kirchner’s touching 1995 Music for the Left 
Hand is emotive, improvisational, dreamlike, 
tender, and yearning rather than cerebral, full 
of thunderous or gently rapturous chords 
rather than Perle’s rippling DNA strands of 
notes. (At the Gardner Museum, young 
Jonathan Biss recently played Kirchner’s 
reworked version for both hands.) Making 
few concessions to popular appeal, Fleisher 
concluded his “modern” section with Roger 
Sessions’s concise, knotty From My Diary. He 
played these all with the deepest affection and 
concentration. 

The opening Bach was Egon Petri’s piano 
transcription of the heavenly “Schafe kénnen 
sicher weiden” (“Sheep May Safely Graze”), 
Pales’s aria from Cantata No. 208; the clos- 
ing was the great Chaconne from Bach’s D- 
minor Partita for solo violin, powerfully tran- 
scribed by Brahms. The rigor and clarity, 
passion and beauty of Fleisher’s performance 
of the Chaconne offered the full, compelling 
continuum of this profound and challenging 
movement. Fleisher clung to the underlying 
theme as if he were riding a wave — by the

end, one understood every implication. | 
almost wish he had replayed “Schafe konnen 
sicher weiden,” which, however lovely, 
seemed less divine than detached, with an 
almost clinical interest in the left-hand har- 
monies rather than in Bach’s exquisite tune. 

The major work was Schubert’s B-flat 
Sonata D.960, one of the supreme pieces of 
piano music — rediscovered by Schnabel, 
who made the very first recording. From the 
very first phrase, Fleisher made this his own. 
Here was that sense of forward momentum, 
but with a heartbreaking intimacy in the 
phrasing, a kind of whispered conversation 
with someone you couldn’t see but whose 
presence you felt. This is music that is both a 
revelation of “the tears for things” and a con- 
solation for those tears. The slow movement 
is a kind of barcarole, a gently rocking lullaby 
of piercing sadness. Fleisher played it very 
slowly, as a kind of transport, an out-of-body 
experience. The scherzo was of a mingled 
yarn — a buoyant yet shadowy celebration. 
In the vigorous finale, Fleisher’s fingers did- 
n’t always land in the right place, but it was 
an exhilarating and dramatic conclusion. 

Fleisher returned for curtain calls and 
standing ovations. He quieted the applause 
and explained that no music could follow this 
sonata. Schnabel, he told us, never gave 
encores, saying he “always thought that 
applause was a receipt, not a bill.” Received, 
from Leon Fleisher, with thanks, one unfor- 
gettable concert. 


THE LAST CONCERT in Emmanuel 
Music’s series “John Harbison and His 
World” was devoted to song cycles. It opened 
with six selections from Book I of one of 
Harbison’s earliest and most ambitious works, 
Mottetti di Montale, his four-part setting of 
Montale’s moving series of edge-of-the-war 
poems (1939) — poems of love, separation, 
and personal loss in a world whose center 
cannot hold. Harbison is intricately responsive 
to the text, and though his later version with 
chamber orchestra is ravishing, I prefer the 
earlier version, which challenges the pianist to 
do what an orchestra can do with ease. 

The cycle’s first singer, back in 1980, was 
mezzo-soprano Janice Felty. Her theater work 
with Peter Sellars and ART has surely con- 
tributed to her own increasing responsiveness 
to texts, and this performance at Emmanuel 
Church, with pianist Judith Gordon playing 


that orchestra-of-ivories, was eloquently 
detailed, consistently revealing, and very mov- 
ing, though even well-chosen selections don’t 
have the impact of a complete section, let 
alone the full hour-long cycle. 

Thinking about which composers ought to 
be included in the “and his world” aspect of 
the series, Harbison regretted the omission of 
Bart6k. So Felty and Gordon came up with 
an early, eerie setting of folk-like Hungarian 
poems of nature, love, and death by Endre 
Ady, Five Songs, Opus 16. These were evi- 
dently new to just about everyone present, 
including Harbison himself — and it was 
good to remedy that unjust neglect. 

Flashes and Illuminations, a cycle Harbi- 
son has reworked since it was commissioned 
for Sanford Sylvan and his long-time accom- 
panist David Breitman a decade ago, includes 
another Montale poem (in Harbison’s own 
translation), two poems by Elizabeth Bishop, 
and one each by William Carlos Williams, 
Harbison’s poet/art-critic friend Michael 
Fried, and Polish Nobel Prize winner 
Czeslaw Milosz. The marvelous “Cirque 
d’hiver” was, Harbison told us, the poem that 
first got him hooked on Bishop. Poignantly 
sung by Sylvan, it’s one of Harbison’s most 
beautiful songs, reflecting both the elegance 
of the little mechanical horse “with real white 
hair” who “bears a little dancer on his back” 
and the elegance of Bishop’s interwoven 
rhymes. The toy is Bishop’s image of the 
busywork of creation, and Harbison’s music 
captures both its innocence and Bishop’s des- 
peration. I’m still wrestling with the structure 
of the full cycle. 

The program ended with the Harbison cycle 
I feel closest to, since it includes two unpub- 
lished Bishop poems I had the ‘good fortune to 
find. North and South (the title comes from 
Bishop’s first book, North & South) is a sym- 
metrically constructed series of six “musical” 
poems — four of them have the word “song” 
in the title, one is about listening to love songs 
on the radio. Each of the two “Books” begins 
with one of Bishop’s “Songs for a Colored 
Singer” (Harbison calls them “Ballads for 
Billie” because Bishop had hoped Billie 
Holiday might record them). Each is followed 
by a brief and mysterious interlude, then by a 
darker, more soulful love song. It’s one of 
Harbison’s most immediately appealing works, 
with suggestions of blues, a haunting waltz, 
and unsentimental but pervasive melody. 








Felty sang with comic élan (“I met him 
walking with Varella/and hit him twice with 
my umbrella”) and multifaceted prisms of feel- 
ing (“Last night I slept with you./Today I love 
you so/how can I bear to go/(as soon I must, 
I know)/to bed with ugly death/in that cold, 
filthy place/to sleep there without you”). In 
“Late Air,” Gordon’s scintillating arpeggios 
seemed pulled “from a magician’s midnight 
sleeve”; in “Dear, my compass still points 
north,” you could hear the icicles forming 


high up the keyboard. 


THIRTY YEARS AGO, Jeffrey Rink, music 
director of Chorus pro Musica and Concert 
Opera Boston, was singing in the chorus of 
the celebrated New York City Opera produc- 
tion of Arrigo Boito’s Mefistofele, with bass- 
baritone Norman Treigle in the title role. Ever 
since, he’s wanted to lead his own perform- 
ance. This season, he finally got his wish. 

Boito is justly admired as the librettist for 
Verdi's last two operas, Otello and Falstaff. He 
wanted to be a composer, too, and Mefistofele, 
which is based on Goethe’s Faust, was his only 
completed opera — a flop that after extensive 
revision he turned into a success. It’s not often 
done in this country, but one aria remains 
widely known, the one the demented 
Margherita — having been seduced by Faust 
— sings when she is imprisoned for the death 
of her baby and her mother. The recording by 
Maria Callas is chilling. But a lot of Boito’s 
music is awkward, inflated, hard to sing, and 
uninspired — though it’s impossible to imag- 
ine lago’s “Credo,” that aria of total moral 
denial Boito added to Shakespeare, without 
Mefistofele’s “Son lo spirito che nega.” 

Rink and his chorus and orchestra pulled off 
a full-hearted, vigorous, and exciting concert 
performance. Nothing too subtle or understat- 
ed here, but the opera itself doesn’t make those 
kinds of demands. It really needs a bigger 
venue than Jordan Hall — everything sounded 
too loud. The soloists were often pushed into 
uncomfortable volumes, though that was part 
of the fun. For such a relatively obscure opera, 
it was too bad there were no supertitles. 

In the title role, Raymond Aceto had both a 
commanding presence and plenty of poise, so 
his persistent irony was thoroughly convinc- 
ing. Even at his considerable loudest, his 
strong voice didn’t sound forced. He even 
whistled! Tenor Allan Glassman, as Faust, 
sounded more effortful than he did when he 
sang Otello under Rink four years ago. For 
better or worse, he never stopped “acting,” 
though everything he did was intelligently 
motivated. His stentorian high notes could 
easily have filled the Metropolitan Opera 
House (and they do), but I yearned for occa- 
sional delicacy. 

Canadian soprano Michele Capalbo was 
more problematic. She has a pretty and, when 
she gets it into focus, an impressive voice. But 
she seemed hopeless as an actress. She sang 
everything — love duets, an aria in which she 
is losing her mind — in her dual roles as 
innocent peasant girl and Helen of Troy with 
her feet planted firmly apart (to help control 
her stomach muscles?). In Margherita’s big 
aria, “Laltra notte in fondo al mare” (“The 
other night into the depths of the sea”), she 
completely missed Boito’s alternations 
between Margherita’s horror at what has hap- 
pened and her escape into insanity. 

Mezzo-soprano Gail Fuller was witty and 
sexy as Margherita’s neighbor, Martha, and 
Lithuanian mezzo Danute Mileika was an ele- 
gant Pantalis in the act dealing with classical 
myth (which had'some of the most refined 
orchestral work, including Martha Moor’s 
enchanting harp solo). Up in the balcony, the 
NEC Children’s Choruses and the Treble 
Chorus of New England were perfect angels. 
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Miguel Zenon taps into a world of jazz

ust when you think you can pin down 
the music of alto-saxophonist Miguel 


Zen6n, it slips out of your grasp. It 
isn’t really Latin jazz, though Latin elements 
make their presence strongly felt. It’s not 
conventional, either, with its slippery time 
signatures, an occasional rock beat, and 
Brazilian, Cuban nueva trova, and gospel 
elements slipped into the mix. On his latest 


album, Ceremonial (Marsalis Music/ 
Rounder), as he did at Scullers a week ago 
Tuesday, Zenén makes a strong case for his 
elusive fusion as a new kind of 21st-century 
mainstream jazz. It’s uncompromising but 
accessible, intelligent and passionate, and 
fearless in its synthesis of a wide range of 
influences. 

There’s no mere novelty in Zen6én’s 
eclecticism. Everything in his music rises 
organically out of his life, and that’s why 
it’s so convincing. Born in an impoverished 
neighborhood of Santurce, Puerto Rico, he 
grew up listening to salsa and traditional 
bomba y plena. Hymns and church music 
also made a deep impression on the devout 
Zenon, who originally wanted to be an 
engineer. After he heard Charlie Parker on 
the radio, however, music proved too 
strong a pull. He came to Boston to study 
jazz at Berklee College of Music and while 
still a student performed with the Either/ 
Orchestra and Kendrick Oliver’s New Life 
Orchestra. He later earned a master’s 
degree at Manhattan School of Music in 
New York, where he also worked with 
pianist Danilo Pérez and saxophonist David 
Sanchez, two of the most forward-thinking 
artists in Latin jazz, as well as Latin-jazz 
icon Ray Barretto. 

Since striking out on his own, the 27- 
year-old saxophonist has forged his experi- 
ences into a personal style. One of the great 
pleasures of Ceremonial is the clarity of 
Zen6n’s voice; there are few, if any, of the 
overt allusions to other players that one 
usually hears in such a young musician. He 
plays with a dusky, rounded tone that’s 








commanding and full but never piercing or 
harsh. There are touches of the salsa 
singer’s ingratiating romantic ardor, the 
soul singer’s sensuality, and the gospel 
singer’s spiritual power in his sound, all 
enlivened with the urgency and edge of jazz. 
These qualities serve him especially well on 
the hymn “Great Is Thy Faithfulness,” and 
on his original ballad “A Reminder of You.” 
His soloing is finely crafted and daring at 
the same time. He pares away extraneous 
notes. His lines are 
clean and elegant. 
But they are also full 
of quirky accents, 
unexpected silent 
gaps, and oddly 
graceful little stum- 
bles that keep you 
guessing. His solo 
on the rock-inflected 
“Mega” is built out 
of idiosyncratic 
phrases that create a 
sense of linear 
momentum without 
resorting to an 
exhausting flurry of 
runs. On “440,” his 
phrases bristle and 
probe restlessly, but 
every so often an 
offhand bit of lyri- 
cism outflanks the 
unsettled lines. Even 
on his knottiest and 
most oblique com- 
positions, like the 
album’s title track,

Zen6n unifies everything with his sure sense 
of line and the emotional immediacy of his 
playing. 

At Scullers, his quartet with pianist Luis 
Perdomo, bassist Ben Street (subbing for 
the album’s Hans Glawischnig), and drum- 
mer Antonio Sanchez proved adept at jug- 
gling all the elements in his music. They 
opened with a Zen6n original that refused 
to settle in one place for long, and the 
uncertain footing gave them plenty to work 
with. Cuban singer-songwriter Silvio 
Rodriguez’s “Leyenda” was beautifully suit- 
ed to Zenén’s insinuating delivery, and 
during his solo, he fit together simple 
phrases into complex patterns. Drummer 
Sanchez was riveting all night, especially 
when he got behind pianist Perdomo and 
pushed him hard with his sizzling cymbal 
work on “Leyenda,” and on the set closer, 
“Ya.” The band members were particularly 
attuned to one another on “Great Is Thy 
Faithfulness,” following Zendén’s phrasing 
to create a rhythmically free intensity. The 
concluding “Ya” was taken at a blistering 
tempo; it climaxed with a Sanchez solo that 
build up from a funky snare pattern to 
include the whole drum kit. 

Zen6n has a lot going for him as a com- 
poser and a soloist. He has avoided the 
clichés of both Latin and post-bop jazz 
while navigating a new path through all his 
influences. That’s no small accomplishment, 
and it bodes well for his future. Dealing 
with the weight of jazz history and the vast- 
ness of music from around the world can 
crush lesser talents, but he seems capable of 
carrying the load. i 
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| %%*1/2 Ambulance LTD, LP (TVT). 
Like plenty of other NYC alterna- 
| rockers, Ambulance LTD have a Brit- 
pop fetish. On their first album, they 
take it to the extreme by traveling to 
London to work with. hitmaking pro- 
ducer Jim Abbiss (the Music). The 
first single, “Primitive (The Way | 
Treat You),” skips over Oasis and 
goes straight to the alterna-rock 
source with its Velvetsy guitars and 
nonchalant chorus: “I’ve got the time/ 
| found a way/I really want you/You 
really want to.” Frontman Marcus 
Congleton puts on his best “Walk on 
the Wild Side” mutter during the 
verse, and the band call their own 
bluff by closing the disc with an un- 
listed cover of Lou Reed’s “Ocean.” 
But at least they sound as if they'd 
learned their tricks from Lou himself, 
| not the Strokes, and the rest of the 
album combines familiar influences 
in new ways. Opener “Yoga Means 
Union” is a shoegazing instrumental 
that jolts itself awake with a quote 
from “Gimme Some Lovin’ ”; “Stay 
Where You Are” works up a climax 
worthy of Sonic Youth before giving 
way to a sweet rainy-day chorus. On 
the stately “Michigan,” the group get 
strummy and show off some aching 
vocal harmonies. Sometimes Ambu- 
lance are too polite for their own 
good, but this is a promising debut 
— Sean Richardson

funk, and always alert to occupants 
of interplanetary craft), telling shag- 
gy-dog tales in a whisper that’s got 
tumbleweeds blowing through it. As 
titles like “If Jesus Drove a Motor 
Home” and “Buzzards of Love” sug- 
gest, his tongue can rest pretty 
deep in his cheek. But the serio- 
comic soil he’s tending is rich, and 
the pleasure he derives from the 
reaping is contagious — check the 
crafty smirk in his voice when he 
sings, “No vegetable, no mineral, no 
institution gonna disrupt the consti- 
tution of my ingenious hairdo solu- 
tion” (“Combing My Hair in a Brand 
New Style”). Plenty of illustrious 
friends join in too: Aimee Mann 
sings back-ups on the wistful open- 
ing track, “Static on the Radio,” and 
Barenaked Ladies provide a typical- 
ly goofy rap on “Alabama Chrome,” 
which sounds as if it were issuing 
from a shortwave radio attached to 
a barnyard.

***xx* Dirty Dozen Brass Band, 
FUNERAL FOR A FRIEND (ro- 
peadope). It's hard not to like the 
Dirty Dozen Brass Band. Twenty- 
seven years ago, this group of New 
Orleanians began a revival of that 
city’s street-parade sounds that 
continues today. Live, they've al- 
ways been a blast, with their dance- 
ready second-line rhythms. But on 
CD recently, they’ve flagged, trying 
too hard to keep up with trends in 
R&B or jam-band-style funk. Funer- 
al for a Friend marks a return to 
their idiom’s origins, with music that 
re-creates a Crescent City funeral 
procession, following a selection of 
primarily gospel traditionals from 
mourning through celebration, re- 
joicing in the life well lived. 

Opening with a dirge-like take on 
“Just a Closer Walk with Thee” and 
moving into syncopated polyphony 
through a wildly exuberant “Jesus 
on the Mainline” (in which the band’s 
soaring horns compete with the 
guesting Davell Crawford Singers in 
their energetic praise. efforts) and 
onto the final resolution of “Amazing 
Grace,” Funeral for a Friend show- 
cases the roots of brass-band 





music, an African, Caribbean, and 
very American mix of the sacred 
and the secular. The CD puts the 
brass up front parade-style, with 
great ensemble playing by the 10- 
man troupe. Star turns — like gospel 
singer Melody Palmer's guest vocal 


on “I'll Fly Away” or Efrem Town's 
sassy trumpet on “John the Revela- 
tor’ — sound as spontaneous as

**xx Uri Caine, DARK FLAME 
(Winter and Winter). This is Uri 
Caine’s third set of Mahler reinter- 
pretations, following Urlicht/Primal 
Light in 1997 and the two-disc 
Mahler in Toblach 1999, the latter a 
live performance of the Urlicht ma- 
terial. Dark Flame’s 14 tracks draw 
from all of Mahler’s song cycles — 
Lieder eines fahrenden Gesellen, 
Des Knaben Wunderhorn, Kinder- 
totenlieder, the Ruckert-Lieder — 
as weil as the song symphony Das 
Lied von der Erde; the title is taken 
from Kindertotenlieders “Nun seh’ 
ich wohl, warum so dunkle Flam- 
men.” Here Caine goes even far- 
ther than he did on Urlicht to dif- 
fract Mahler's light back into its pri- 
mal sources. The opening title 
track is 11 minutes of Eurotrash 
(“Tot offensive/Columbine and/ 
blabbergun”) from Julie Patton that 
itself is offensive in a song about 
the death of a child; there’s more 
rubbish from Patton in “Song of the 
Prisoner in the Tower” and from 
Sadiq Bey on the Alma-riffing 
“Labor Lost,” the latter all too true 
to its title. And the Chinese experi- 
ments in Das Lied’s “The Lonely 
One in Autumn” (with Tong Qiang 
Chen singing Qian Qi’s poem) and 
“On Youth” sound monochromatic 
next to Mahler’s pentatonic-tinged 
German romanticism. 

Actor Sepp Bierbichler provides 


more apposite klezmer moments | 


on “In Praise of Lofty Judgement” 
(especially in his donkey hee-haw) 
and “Rhinelegend”; cantor Aaron 
Bensoussan offers dirgy scatting 
on “Two Blue Eyes” (where he’s un- 
dermined by Caine’s Vince Guaral- 
di piano and Hebrew and English 
intoning from Shulamith Wechter 
Caine, the bandleader’s mother) 
and “When My Sweetheart .. . ”; 
and Caine’s Schoenhut toy piano 
pays due respect to the other 
Kindertotenlieder song, “When Your 
Mother Comes In the Door.” “Only 
Love Beauty” (a deliberate mis- 
translation of “Liebst du um Schén- 
heit”?) appears twice, first in a 
gospel treatment with Barbara 
Walker soaring over the Kettwiger 
Bach Chor, then closing the album 
as a reverent chorale. No Mahler 
aficionado will go away unenlight- 
ened, but Caine’s diffraction is 
often undisciplined, and the liner 
notes are more hip than helpful.

*x* Evgeny Kissin, SCHUBERT: 
PIANO SONATA IN B-FLAT, D.960; 
SCHUBERT-LISZT: FOUR SONGS; 
LISZT, MEPHISTO WALTZ NO.1 
(RCA Red Seal). Evgeny Kissin turns 
in one of the fussiest performances of 
Schubert's great posthumous sonata 
to be heard in recent years. Barely a 
phrase goes by in the first movement 
where the pianist doesn't insert little 
pauses and ritards in an effort to 
make you believe that this is a pro- 
foundly introspective and moving 
work. Which it is, of course, but you 
don’t need a mannered performance 
Style to tell you that. Flexibility is one 
thing; Kissin’s playing all but obliter- 
ates the music's architecture. The 
paradox is that when the big mo- 
ments arrive, they sound flat and un- 
emotional. The second movement, 
taken at a snail's pace, is beautifully 
played but lacks any sort of musical 
flow. Things get marginally better in 
the final two movements, but it’s not 
enough to redeem this unsatisfying 
performance. Stick with Richter, Polli- 
ni, Goode, or any number of better- 
conceived readings. The arrange- 
ments of Schubert songs go better, 
and there’s some nifty fingerwork in 
the Liszt. Kissin is due to play a Schu- 
bert duo recital with new BSO music 
director James Levine next season, 
and if the evidence of this disc is any- 
thing to go by, one hopes that the 
conductor will have the upper hand.

SCHOOL SESSION WITH CHUCK 
BERRY (Chess/Universal). This 
reissue of Berry's debut album re- 
mains a defining rock-and-roll mas- 
terpiece: The songwriting is outstand- 
ing, as “Too Much Monkey Business,” 
“Brown Eyed Handsome Man,” and 
“School Day (Ring Ring Goes the 
Bell)” balance wit, teen angst, lust, 
and racial pride with previously un- 
heard skill. The band, led by Berry's 
own guitar but including Chess studio 
veterans Otis Spann and Willie Dixon 
and Berry piano discovery Johnnie 
Johnson, is tight and right, carrying 
his lyrics with blues-based economy. 
And the instrumental tracks, like the 
slow sensitive “Deep Feeling,” expand 
the disc’s emotional range. Fleshed 
out here with the addition of the clas- 
sic singles “You Can't Catch Me,” 
“Thirty Days (To Come Back Home),” 
and the great “Maybellene,” this 1956 
disc blended new Berry material and 
already released hits into a decree of 
what popular music was to become 
After School Session was a funda- 
mental cornerstone for the giants of 
‘60s rock, including the Beatles and 
the Rolling Stones. Many contempo- 
rary garage-rock outfits would benefit 
from studying Berry’s performances, 
since he was a master of creating 
both melody and drive with his spare 
vocal range and basic guitar skills. In 
fact, everybody needs this CD.

Luc Godard’s loveliest film, this is, 
four years later, the real sequel to 
Breathless: Godard’s return to the 
scene of the crime. The old charac-

American gangster fantasies em- 
bedded in French life, the giddy fa- 
talism of youth — are, and they're 
played out in the story of three café 
companions (Claude Brasseur, 
Sami Frey, and the ineffably charm- 
ing young Anna Karina) who talk 
about the action films they love and 
then march on to a real robbery.

(1965). Set in Algiers between 1954 
and 1960, both inside and outside 
the Casbah (the Arab ghetto that 
Julien Duvivier’s romantic 1937 
melodrama Pépé le Moko made fa- 
mous to international audiences), 
Gillo Pontecorvo’s seminal movie 
chronicles the struggle of the Alger- 
ian people for independence from 
their French masters. Its collective 
hero, the National Liberation Front, 
is embodied in the figure of Ali-la- 
Pointe (Brahim Haggiag), a petty 
thief who's radicalized in prison by 


the execution of an NLF inmate. But 
its spokesman, in a brilliant strategic 
move by Pontecorvo and co-writer 
Franco Solinas, is Colonel Mathieu 
(Jean Martin), the imported French 
officer in charge of the counter-revo- 
lutionary campaign, who phrases 
the Marxist arguments that his ene- 
mies act out by instinct. Pontecorvo 
and Solinas don’t stoop to carica- 
ture to build their case against colo- 
nialism: Martin is not only articulate 
but elegantly civilized, and none of 
his men is a brute. In the center- 
piece sequence, the NLF sends 
three women out of the Casbah to 
pick up bombs and deposit them in 
crowded public places — the Air 
France terminal, a café, a milk bar 
where young people go to dance. 


The three women’s faces are re- 
markably expressive, though they 
hold themselves absolutely in 
check. After they've departed, Pon- 
tecorvo lingers on these bystanders 
moving inexorably and unknowing to 
the last moment of their lives — the 
dancing teenagers, the laughing 
bartender. His acknowledgment that 
revolutionary action claims real vic- 
tims, not just statistics, tears you 
apart, because he’s employed all his 
filmmaking skill to make the case 
that terrorism is the one of the few 
effective resources open to the NLF. 
Watching The Battle of Algiers — 
and especially this sequence — in 
today’s political climate doesn't miti- 
gate its power; if anything, it’s more 
disturbing now than ever.

Paul Rappeneau’s film walks a fine 
line between comedy and drama, as 
you might expect in a frothy romp 
about the Nazi invasion of France.

Belted out by 
spunky and photogenic Anne Hath- 
away in the title role, with a chorus 
of giants and elves and staged on 
giant-scale furniture, it’s one 
anachronism in Tommy O’Haver’s 
broad adaptation of Gail Carson 
Levine’s Newbery Prize-winning 
novel, a kind of revision of Cinderel- 
la by way of Shrek that’s a lot of fun.

(1961). The first of Jean-Luc Go- 
dard’s many cinematic love letters to 
Anna Karina (they married shortly 
after this film was made) has her 
playing a singer/stripper who works 
in a seedy Parisian bistro and lives 
with her boyfriend, Emile (Jean- 
Claude Brialy). The film follows the 
24 hours in which Angéla tries to 
persuade Emile to make her preg- 
nant, and, when he refuses, how 
she turns to his best friend, Alfred 
(Jean-Paul Belmondo). Une femme 
is a tribute to, and a friendly decon- 
struction of, the Technicolor MGM 
musicals of Vincente Minnelli as well 
as Doris Day/Rock Hudson movies; 
its Michel Legrand score often runs 
counter to the action, and the film is 
constantly mediating between cellu- 
loid and certainty, French and Amer- 
ican, comedy and tragedy, past and 
present, talking and communicating, 
boy and girl. This last is the saddest: 
the way Emile avoids the baby issue 
by riding his bicycle around their tiny 
apartment suggests that men are 
from film, women are from life. And 
the way Godard keeps killing off Ka- 
rina in subsequent films suggests 
he was unable to let his femme be a 
femme. Nothing in those later films 
has this kind of fizz — to paraphrase 
the kind of Franco-American musi- 
cal that Une femme is all about: this 
is the night that Godard invented 
Champagne.

**xTHE FOG OF WAR: ELEVEN 
LESSONS FROM THE LIFE OF 
ROBERT S. McNAMARA (2003). 
Errol Morris’s seductive (credit Philip 
Glass and superb editing), ambi- 
tious, and oddly timid film, which 
won the Oscar for Best Documen- 
tary Feature, breaks down into 11 
“lessons from the life of Robert S. 
McNamara.” From the beginning, 
the former Secretary of Defense 
(1960-1967) and reputed architect 
of the Vietnam War tries to assume 
the role of schoolmaster. Footage of 
the Gulf of Tonkin incident as re-cre- 
ated a week and a half afterward by 
the Navy is not identified as a fabri- 
cation in the film, though Morris has 
acknowledged as much in inter- 
views. These are phony images de- 
signed to support the big lie of North 
Vietnamese aggression that led to 
nearly 10 more years of futile war 
and the loss of 50,000 American 
lives. Shouldn't the viewer know that 
the footage is phony? Or is Morris 
so intent in re-creating the fog of war 
and the even more deceptive fog of 
self-serving memory that he’s aban- 
doned efforts to recapture the past 
or approach the truth? For his part, 
McNamara plays the camera with a 
boyish charm and a seeming candor 
that disarm almost every irony. In 
this, he is abetted by Morris, who 
lets pass unchallenged McNamara’s 
suggestion that everyone makes 
mistakes that cost few dozen or a 
hundred thousand lives. Neither 
does the director ask McNamara 
about the relevance of his Vietnam 
experience to the present situation 
in Iraq. Probably the lesson you 
should take away from all this is not 
to trust any of them, politicians and 
filmmakers alike.

* * «1/2 FORD TRANSIT (2002). In 
a Jerusalem divided by roadblocks 
separating Arab from Israeli, a fleet 
of Arab-driven taxis has sprung up 
to deal with the need for alternative 
transportation. Nearly all the vehi- 
cles are white Ford vans formerly 
used by the Israeli police and sold 
cheaply second-hand to the Pales- 
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tinians. And in his extraordinary doc- 
umentary, Hany Abu-Assad follows 
one such driver, the low-key and 
dry-witted Rajai (who looks alarm- 
ingly like Derek Jeter), as he takes 
his fares past armed guards and 
tanks and through treacherous de- 
tours, occasionally venturing into 
transporting contraband like forged 
CDs for the black market. Rajai’s 
passengers have a lot to say about 
such topical issues as President 
Bush's most recent speech and sui- 
cide bombers, and the film feels a 
little staged when B.Z. Goldberg, di- 
rector of the documentary 
Promises, pops up in the back of the 
van to discuss the psychological im- 
plications of the Israeli occupation. 
But Abu-Assad’s self-reflexive, self- 
conscious style and sensibility con- 
jure lranian filmmaker Abbas 
Kiarostami, and they enhance the 
film's realism and humanity rather 
than detaching the viewer. Like all 
those, Jew and non-Jew, caught up 
in this land of promise and perversi- 
ty, Rajai shows a perseverance to 
match his tragedy. The Ford quits on 
him in the end, but he gets out to 
continue his journey.

*x*x GHOSTS OF THE ABYSS 
(2003). Near, far, or wherever he 
may be, James Cameron is always 
close to Titanic. Cameron looks to 
his Oscar-winning epic for his first 
big-screen release since 1997, a 3- 
D IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Ti- 
tanic (the ship, not Kate Winslet’s 
career), narrated by the film's mock- 
documentarian, Bill Paxton 
Cameron, Paxton, and a group of 
scientists and historians went 
aboard a Russian research ship and 
took two submarines two miles 
under the ocean's surface to the ex- 
plore the hulk. Two high-definition 
underwater remote-operated video 
cameras were specially created for 
the film and maneuvered within the 
ship’s wreckage to reveal hidden 
treasures of the luxury liner, such as 
the undamaged stained-glass win- 
dows in the dining room and a glass 
and carafe intact upon a shelf in a 
cabin. Such details are haunting, 
unlike the phony “ghost” passengers 
and crew superimposed over the 
underwater images or Paxton’s 
blithering and_ self-important 
voiceover narration. As for the 3-D 
element, it's mostly a gimmick and 
distraction and is only briefly used. 
The underwater exploratory technol- 
ogy is the real deal here but is only 
cursorily explained; it deserves a 
documentary of its own without 
Cameron's bells and whistles. (59m)

**1/2 GLOOMY SUNDAY: EIN 
LIED VON LIEBE UND TOD (1999). 
Rolf Schubel’s film is inspired by a 
1930s American song that allegedly 
drove people to suicide. A few years 
back, Laszl6 (Joachim Krol), the 
Jewish owner of the Restaurant 
Szabo, saved the life of Hans (Ben 
Becker) after Hans had thrown him- 
self into the Danube. Hans was 
heartbroken because Ilona (Erika 
Marozsan), the beautiful woman 
Laszl6é now shares with his pianist, 
Andras, had rejected him. Hans 
(Ben Becker) has returned to Bu- 
dapest resplendent in his SS _ uni- 
form, but he proves less than grate- 
ful as the lovers’ fragile ménage 
contends with the Third Reich. In 
their favor, perhaps, is the title tune, 
which in this fanciful version of the 
actual story is composed by Andras. 
He was the Marilyn Manson of his 
day, for the song became a world- 
wide hit, inspiring, so the legend 
goes, countless suicides around the 
world (Billie Holiday's version is like 
a beckoning revolver at 4 a.m.). 
Schubel’s film doesn’t quite live up 


to the song, though its moments of 
near-farcical melodrama (the open- 
ing scene, for one) are tempered by 
a tone of sardonic irony and wistful 
weltschmerz.

(2003). If humor is the beginning of 
healing, then Wolfgang Becker's film 
might be the beginning of healthy, 
non-Nazi-obsessed German cine- 
ma. Set in East Berlin and dotted 
with ironic voiceover observations 
(what you see doesn't always jibe 
with what you hear) from its protag- 
onist, Alex Kerner (Daniel Brihl), 
Good Bye, Lenin! opens on August 
26, 1978, with young Alex and his 
sister Ariane glued to the TV as Sig- 
mund Jahn (Stefan Walz) becomes 
the first German into space while 
Party tough guys badger his mother, 
Christiane (Katrin SaB) as to the 
whereabouts of husband Robert 
(Burghart KlauBner), who hasn't re- 
turned from his latest trip to the 
West and in fact never will. Flash- 
forward 11 years: Christiane sees 
Alex being clubbed by the police 
during a demonstration, suffers a 
heart attack, and lapses into a 
coma. By the time she wakes up, 
eight months later, the Wall has 
come down, but the doctors warn 
that if she learns her beloved DDR 
has died, the shock could kill her as 
well. So Alex, his nurse girlfriend 
Lara (Chulpan Khamatova), and Ari- 
ane (Maria Simon), who’s quit 
studying cultural history to work at 
Burger King, take Christiane home 
and re-create East Germany there, 
and when she insists on watching 
TV, Alex gets his friend Denis (Flori- 
an Lukas) to produce phony news- 
casts reassuring her that all's right 
with Erich Honecker and the world. 
It's hilarious, of course, to see Alex 
scrounging for the tacky East Ger- 
man clothing and unappetizing food- 
stuffs that no one else wants, and 
Denis’s newscasts are a thing of 
creative beauty as they “explain” the 
presence of Coca-Cola (Christiane 
having spotted a huge sign outside 
her window) and Volkswagens in the 
East. Becker ties it all together by 
having Alex run into now-cab-driver 
Jahn and set him up, on Denis’s 
final newscast, as the new president 
of a DDR that far from walling the 
rest of the world out wants to invite it 
in. Brihl’s boyish Alex gets more ex- 
cited after stumbling upon a jar of 
Spreewald pickles — his mother’s 
favorite — than he does when Ger- 
many wins the World Cup, but it’s 
SaB’s Christiane who embodies his 
imagined DDR: she’s the one with- 
out walls, the one who invites every- 
body else in.

Until things get splat- 
ter-film bloody and Christ starts 
looking like a Jackson Pollock paint- 
ing with exposed ribs, The Passion 
seems inspired less by the Holy 
Trinity than by Gibson’s other fa- 
vorite trio, the Three Stooges. 
What's more, despite Gibson's reas- 
Surances to the contrary, the 
charges of anti-Semitism against 
the film are well-founded: anyone 
taking The Passion as‘ evidence 
would blame the Pharisees in partic- 
ular and the Jews in general for 
Jesus’s death.

That we know Simpson has sur- 
vived this ordeal makes none of this 
less incredible. His will to survive, 
and his determination to make it 
down the mountain through excruci- 
ating pain, is awe-inspiring.

* * 1/2 THE WEATHER UNDERGROUND (Docurama). Despite its title, this documentary 
from Sam Green and Bill Siege! about the violent radical outfit responsible for a series of 
bombings during the 1970s doesn't go much below the surface. “The Vietnam War made us 
crazy,” sums up one ex-member, explaining why the group split in 1969 from the Students 
for a Democratic Society, which boasted some 100,000 members, and set off on a 10-year 
spree of quixotic “revolutionary” violence that left the powers that be entrenched and vindi- 
cated and all opposition scattered and disgraced. The filmmakers don't push for deeper ex- 
planations, and neither do they pry much into the possibility that these would-be revolution- 
aries were merely playing into the hands of the FBI and the Nixon White House. Interviewed 
now after years of notoriety, concealment, imprisonment, and obscurity, former leaders 
Bernardine Dohrn, Bill Ayers, Mark Rudd, and others seem a lot less cocksure now than 
they did 30 years ago — at least, to judge by the archival shots of them issuing manifestos 
after setting off (non-lethal) blasts in the Capito! Building and the Pentagon. Rudd, who now 
teaches math at a community college in New Mexico, seems downright guilt-stricken — 
not so much over the damage the Weather Underground's puny blows against the empire 
inflicted as over its failure to affect the ugly course of history. “We didn't know what to do,” 
he admits. But if this film is a flawed look at a crucial cultural turning point, it's still required 
viewing for anyone wondering what can be done today. (92m) 


* 1/2 CLUB DREAD (Fox). Broken Lizard, the comedy troupe that lightened up the 2001 
Sundance Film Festival with the cop parody Super Troopers, targets the slasher genre with 
this gag fest. The effort is hard to categorize, as it’s neither deconstructive (Scream) nor 
spoofy slapstick (Scary Movie). And though that might suggest it breaks new ground, it 
doesn't. It's funny enough, but humor can carry a horror flick only so far. The best of the 
jests include Coconut Pete (a grizzled Bill Paxton), a Jimmy Buffett clone who claims his 
pifia colada burg was a hit seven years before margaritaville. He owns a paradise resort on 
a Costa Rican island that caters to the hedonistic desires of twentysomethings. Of course, 
three staffers are promptly eviscerated while having sex and tension runs high and the 
jokes run low as the hunt is on for the killer. Writer/director Jay Chandrasekhar, who also 
plays the resident tennis pro, tosses enough curves — like the sex pool and human Pac- 
Man maze — to keep interest up, but when time comes for the big hack-off, it’s like seeing 
the original Friday the 13th for the hundredth time in a row.
